CPE suit decision 
expected today

U.S. District Judge D. L. Middlebrooks will 
makeadicitiontoday on the interim suspension 
of Jack LMMnran and the administrative ban 
on two CPE courses. 

Middleliroolcs liswned to testimony and 
arguments for three hours Thursday afternoon 
after eight studenu filed suit late Wednesday 
against FSU Ptesident Stanley Marshall. 

The banned courses, Lieberman's "How to 
Make a Revolution in the U.S.A." and Milton 
F iley's "The Homoaexual in America," were 
originally scheduled to meet last night. 

Dr. Roy Ingham of the adult education 
department led a revolution cour<w' in Room 49 
Bellamy, rather than in Room 115 where 
Lieberman's course was fcheduied. The relation 
of the two leaders was not dear, but Lieberman 
attended lr»gham'$ class. 

Four CPE Board members, Lieberman, 
Fmley, and two other studenu filed the suit 
asking for a temporary restraining order on the 
administrative ban and for Lieberman's 
suspension to be lifted. 

The court session yesterday afternoon 
caused a university hearing also sctieduled for 
yesterday afternoon io b.- postponed for 24 
hours and rescheduled for this afternoon at 3 



p.m. in Room 143 Bellamy. 

CPE Director Steve Buchanan testified to 
the court that Mike Beaudoin, university 
information officer, had been the only person 
to give him the official reasons for the course 
bans. 

According to Buchanan, Beaudoin said the 

suspicion that Gay Liberation Front was 
operating the course "The Homosexual in 
America" was the reason for that ban. 
Lieberman's suspension was the reason for his 
course's ban, according to Buchanan. 

University Judicial Officer Joe Buchanan 
said Lieberman had "flagrantly and willfully 
violated" administrative rulings. His class had 
discussed the first topic on the course syllabus 
last Thursday during the week-long ban on all 
CPE edu-groups, Buchanan said. 

At the federal court hearing Lieberman 
testified that if his suspension was lifted, he 
"would not violate any laws or regulations of 
the university." 

Buchanan then said that he had lifted 
Cohen's suspension after witnesses had reporttd 
to him that her "class" had been nothing more* 
tfian a "general bull session" in whk:h she 
played a very minor role. Even that discuseion 
was not on the topic of her course, "War and 
Revolution in Vietnam." he said.

McClellan is 
a new breed' 
of Ie0cf#r

"I am a member of the new breed of 
administrators," said Vice Presiderrt for Student 
Affairs Dr. Steve McClellan to a skeptical 
Young Republican meeting in 346 Union last 
night. 

"I believe students are my constituents and 
they should be represented by me in matters 
concerning them," McCleHan said. 

"Also, students should have maximum 
involvement in input. VWa need students 
working as oounsektrs in the fields of career 
planning, financial aid and housing. Students 
learn better from other students." 

McClellan's statements drew a somewhat 
cool reaction from those present. The 
Republicans seemed more in favor of putting 
more power back into the hands of the 
administration, rather than taking it avwy. But 
McClellan did not back down. "The 
administration as it stMMk now is not always 
fully attuned to the many complex problems 
facing today's collegian. Other students most 
definitely are." 

McClellan also pointed out the positive 
aspects of taking the counseling and advisement 
programs out of offices and to students, 
wiherever they live. 

"The 14,000 off-campus students have no 
one to talk over their problems with. We 
administrators have to go to them." 

McClellan added he already had installed a 
"hot line" fed directly to his office where he 
can personally answer students' inquiries. 

"I think we've grown too far afield from the 
students' personal needs. We must advise 
studants before it is too late for them."

GAINESVILLE-University of Florida 
President Stephen O'Conneil says no "snub" was 
intendod wtwn he Mad to introduce Senate 
President Jerry Thomas at a luncheon during the 
annual legislative weekend on the campus last 
Saturday. 

Thomas, a frequent critic of the university 
system, said earlier this week that the legislative 
weekend has become "roast your legislator 
weekend" and that O'Conneil had not 
acknowledged the presence of himself or House 
Speaker Richard Pettigrew although Gov. Reubin 
Askew and Board of Ftegents Chairman Builc* 
Kibler were introduced. 

O'Conneil said it has never been a cutfom to 
introduce either the houc speaker or senate 
president in the four yews h« has presidfld over ttie 
luncheon. 

"It was the first time we have ever had a 
governor attend and I am sura no one w#l dbagree 

that he should have bean introduoad." sad 

O'Conneil. 

"If San. Thomas feels he wns umMtconw, m 

haven't heard that from any of the other guests," 
O'Conneil continued. "If he is offended, we 
apologin.

Penfagon Issues 
10.000 call 

WASHINGTON-The Pentagon issued a draft 
call Thursday for 10,000 men spread over the last 
three montfis of this yew. 

On a monthly average of 3,333, it is the lowest 
call since February 1965— shortly before the big 
Vietnam bu8diip bagan-whan 3,000 man wefe 
caiied. 

A Rnnagon spokesman, Jerry W. FrietMwim, 
said tfte first of the new inductaes would enter the 
Army in mid-October. 

Aimy offteials say draft calts would remain low 

In the first three months of 1972 but rise again in 
April, May and June. Calls are then expected to 
trail off tawnrd dw goal of a zero c^aft by July 1, 
1973. 

Today's call mean> the number of men drafted 
this year wW total 9B4XIO-al for Hm Army. That 

is about one quarter the 364,600 drafted in 1966, 
wlien inductions reached the highest during the 
Vietnam War. 

Cuban alrlHf fo conffnue 
af least one more week 

WASHINGTON-The Cuban government has 
informed the United States the Havana-Miami 
airlift removing persons wIhj wish to leave Cuba 
will continue at least throu^ next week, dw Stale 
Department said Wednesday. 

A department spokesman said the U.S. 
government was not sure precisely when the airlift 
would terminate or exacdy whKh Cubans would 
be leaving for the United States. 

Earlier in the summer Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro advised the United States there no longer 
were enoui^ persons wishing to leave Cuba to 
justify continuation of the airlift. It appeared 
likely then that the flij^u would soon be 
terminated at Cuba's request. 

U.S. authorities disputed Castro's statement, 
saying thousands of Cubans wanted to emiyate 
and Cuba's move was intended to stop the drain of 
.killed technologists and manpower 

Later the Cuban government transmitted to the 
'J • i States, through the Swiss embassy in 
Havana, a list of 33,000 names of Cubans desiring 
to leave. Actual terminatwn of the flighu was left 

imbo but it was generany believad this waak 
'iiight be the last. 



Soviet ship shoots 
ot U.S. plane 

f&lCfO-A Russian ship fired on a U.S. Navy 
patrol plana in tfta Jipan Sea Tuesday night, 
western intaNtgenoa sources said Thursday. 

The sources said the incident occurred at dusk 
when the Navy aircraft, a P3 patrol plane, was 
diecking a formation of Rusian ships as they 
cruised off the shores of Japwi. 

A Soviet vessel, a cruiser of tite Sverdlov class, 
first fired flares at the American patrol craf- 
then fired several warning dwts aaoss it^ b^. 
whan the plana came in for anotfter pass. 

Florido given veto power 
coottoi oil drilling 



The federal government has agreed to give the 
State of Florida veto power over any offsfwre oil 
drilling off much of the Florida coast. Attorney 
General Robert Shevin taid Thursday. 

Shevin said his office Ium received an affidavit, 
signed by Acting Secretary William T P 
which the interior department agrees not ^su- 
new laaias lexeept as the Stale of Florida may 
agree tfiereto" 

There are no active drilling efforts m ir.i 
disputad ooaMal araa now, ha said, but the interior 
department had announced several months ago 
tftat it would start authorizing oil explorations oH 
tfw Fioridaeoastinamatter of years. 

Shevin went into federal court to seek an 
injunction against such permiu in view of a 
boundary disputs be t wee n the federal and stats 
gDverrunents in the coastal areas. 

Shevin hopes, if Ifw state's title to the offshore 
araee is sustained, to curtail all future drilling 
because of die threat to Florida beaches. 

The disputed area runs along the entire Atlantic 
coastline and Gulf waters westward to Tortjgas 
and Cape Romano. The largest ofjen water b«h 
irwolvad is Florida Bay. 

Several other Atlantic and Gulf coastlme • 
are involved in similar boundkry di«Hites with inc 

Lake lowering rejected

"Other environmental, ecological and 
recreational conditions have been created by the 
Rodman Reservoir dtat are enddad to protectior 
by the maintenance of the status quo until the 
entire matter of the Cross- Florida Barge Canai 
project is properly heard before Judge Johnson, 
said White. 

The Rodman Pool, near Palatka, was created as 
a "back-up" reservoir by the now-defunct canal 
project. President Nixon ordered a halt of canal 
construction January 19 and the issue has been m 
federal court sirxx then.

The administration of FSU is setting i 
precedent in its handling of the CPE contrawany. 

It wouM appear that preaure applied to CFE and 
visitation policies by state officials during ttw last 
legislative session b still having a swtous effect on hi#ier 
educaticHi. 

The p ie mi ia stems eaentiaHy from State Senators 

Thomas, Barrow and Haverfield. By criticizing the freedom 
at FSU, they managed to foul up both CPE and visitation. 

VUtatkm was approMd by Hw Bowd of Refsnls and 
the State Cabinet, but it came too late to or§m iu the 
dorm residents into compatible groups. 

Late approval of the CPE courses was instrumental in 
chargmg Jack Lieberman with violation of an executive 
order. This might give the administration an excuse, 
however feeble, to dismiss Jack from school once and for 
aH, much to the gM of Sens. Barrow and HavarfieM. 

Another area which drew fire from state politicians WM 
an edu-group deling with "The Homosexual in America." 
This coum has been denied apprcval becautt the 
instructor belongs to a non-organization, that is, the BOR 
rehjses to recognize the Gay Liberation Front, of which 
the instructor is a member. By twisted logic, the course 
Aall not be appnwod because of associations of the 
instructor. 

Another CPE course having trouble is Communication 
311, which is backed by the communwation department. 

Course instructors asked the administration for money to 
be used to bring speakers to campus. Three from the rif^t, 
and three from the left. The money was den led. 

It is painfully obvious that FSU's administration is still 
afraid of a handful of state politicians. If the people who 
nin this university fail to support innovation made by 
students, we can kiss real educationel reform goodbye. 

There are four state committees now formulating 
proposals to improve higher education. They will take note 
of our liability to politkal pressures. 

It is now up to the administration as the "legitimate" 
source of power at FSU to make a stand for an educational 
mstitutkm free of poNtwel interfBfence.

Vulnerability of universities

For the past two years there 
have been many warningi about 
the vulnerability of 
universities vis-a-vis 
legislatures, and the enlightened 
maaaat. Latt vring. for example, 
w*»en CPE, dorm visitation and 
abortion counseling were being 
used by legislators m a meant of 
embsrraatlng and softening up 
the FSU administration, 
members of the university 
community suddenly felt 
exposed, insecure. 

It is now thought that these 
same legitt a to a will continue the 
witch hunt wfien the next 
legislative session begins, even 
though last timt they received 
very little support from their 
supposedly repressive, 
antinntellectual oonctituantt. h 
may now be conjactured that it 
»» these legislators themselves 
w^o are repressive and probably 
too lazy and dull-Miitted to find 
anything more constructive to 
do with their time. 

Facing the possible 
continuation of legislative 
harassment, what can 
universities do to protect 
themselves? UnivenitiM quite 
simply haw to develop 
constituency. This is a 
gtmeral and unoriginal poir. t. but 
nevertheless basic to any plan 
(Greeted toward increasing the 
security and autonomy of the 
university. 

Now I'm not talking about 
the kind of following that forms 
around a university once it has 



a 

very 



strung a few hii^y suocaetful 
HMtM asasons togathar. This 
hat too often been the approach 

taken by university 

administrators in their effort to 
guarantee adequate funding 
from la g ii t a y iia bodtes. Hiit. 
however, is a very uncertain, 
highly expentive and 
occasionally corrupting 
approach to maintaining the 
status of a university. Despite its 
superb teamt, Ohto State 
University hat had numerous 
difficultiet with the Ohio 
Legislature, and like many major 
univertitiet with multi-million 
dollar programs and soldout 
stadiums, Ohk> Sut» football 
coatt, rather than makn, money 
for the university. 

I would suggest that 
administrators and other 
mtrnben of tfw university 
community adopt the Swedirfi 
model of continuing 
education at a 
acquiring such support. 
Prinarily throuj^ the uie of 
«WH)raad exttnaion canters 
•nd nii^t dattet, adults of all 
ages and occupatmnt in Iwadaii 
are able to work in the day and 
study Shdceipeare, Kant, Asian 
history, at well at the usual 
assortment of vocattonal courses 
in the evening. 

This approach to increasing 
the value of university in tfie 
eyes of the average person would 
go a long way toward creating a 
•olid, committed conttituency

whtch would make legislative 
harassment politically unsound. 
The university simply has to 
metter more tftan it does now. It 
hat to matter not only to the 
average t\i^ school student who. 
while working as a machinist 
wants to hnprova hit education, 
but also to the increasingly 
greater numbers of college 
graduates who leawt school and 

suddenly find r>o way to channe' 
iMiatever inteilactual interests 
they may have. 

The university, whn'e 
preserving a place for detached 
raseerch end idtolerfy work, 
must find new ways of reaching 
out into the community and 
meking itself indiipantaMe to 
more people. The approach i'.- 
tuggested would, I believe, serve 
thit pufpoee. The pres e n t tystem 
of extefKled adult educatkm is 
much too limited and 
inacceuible to most people. 

It should be noted that the 
philosophy and program of CPE 
entails, insofar at resources 
permit, aetivitiat whwh flash out 
the approach describe d above. 
More and more ttw university, 
under the guidance of the CPE. 
is penetraring the oommunity 
(and vice versa) as instructors 
and edu-group participants 
inereesingly come from outside 
the university. This feature of 
CPE siKHJid continue to be 
cultiveted to the benefit of both 
the university and the 
community.

individually know God in a 
person-toiianon retatiomhip. 
"Jesus said to Mm. 'f am the 
way, the truth and the Life; no 
one comas to the Father but 
through Me" Uohn 14:6). "But 
as nvany as received Him, to 
them He gave the right to 
become ohldran of God ... 

(John 1:12). "Me who has the 
Son has the life; he who does 
not have the Son of God doai 
not have the life" (1 John 
5:11-13). "Whoever does not 
honor the Son (Jesus) does not 
honor tfie Father (God) who 
sent Him" (John 5:23). "And 
there is salvation in no one else 
for thara is nootfiar name under 
heaven that has been given 
among men by which we most 
be reconciled to God" (Acts 
4:12). 

Christ's claims of uniqueness 
prasant paoMaw e which are not 

easily resolved. If Jesus is right 
and the record of His 
resurrection (God's validation of 
Jesus' purpoae and maiiagn ) 
true, then ti\ religions including 
Judaism, Islam and Krishna are 
invalid as means of establishing a 
personal relationship with God. 

Then again, if Christ's claims 
are falsa, then Christianity is less 
than a raiigion and Hs pi«oapts 
false. Certainly, then, Jesus is 
not the Son of God and the 
Bible, which «acerds His IHa and 
ministry as waH at lha purpose 



of His coming (both Old and 
New Testaments), is not divinely 
"revealed scripture." Bible 
critics have tried for more than 
igOO years to prove falsity In 
Christ's life and message and 
inconsistency in the Bible. They 
have tried virtually every 
method conceivable to the 
human mind and have 
faHad— not because, as tome 
daim, panicky Christians fear 
for losing their spiritual security 
blanket, but because the 
argumentt of critics have been 
r e j a cMd as fcnufRcient fay their 
peers. 

The claim by some, including 
adharants of Mm and Krishna, 

that Jesus was a great moral 
teacher and prophet but not the 
only Son of God. Is an exercise 
in lucridity. How can a great 
teacher expound divinely 
iiMpirad truth and yet lie. or 
even be disillusioned, about his 
identity and relationship to the 
God who, supposadh^, is 
revealing truth to him? 

The statements by advocates 
of Krishna equating the various 
written codes of worid religions 
appear to be more an attempt to 
make Krishna Consciousness 
palatable to all persons rather 
than to present inspired 
scripture as revealed by God.

Editor: 

We are four women who 
attended the oouna "The 

Homosexual in America" during 
the spring of 1971. We had no 
prior affiliation with the "gay" 
community and attended as a 
means of expanding our 
understanding of this subculture. 

We feel wa represent a 
reasonaMy broad range of 
people— a school teacher, a 
sociologist, an employee of a 
local banic, and a graduate 
student. Thus our impressions 
should not be construed as the 
output of identicafpanpaetiwes. 

One objection to the 
edu-group apparently has been 
that tha class it a cover for the 
meeting of an administratively 
unrecognized group— the Gay 
UiMMation Front. Never whIe 
wa were talcing the dast was a 
GLF meeting held instead of a 
ditcuttion of inttructionai 
nature on the social problems 
and way of life of "gay" people. 
In fact, several timet issues were 
raited w^ich were put atide with 
tfie comment that it would be 
better to wait and discuss it at a 
GLF meeting. Some "gay" 
people Mtended tlie datt to 
share in the discussion, including 
both members and non-members 
of GLF, iMt always lha tepice 
were directed to the interests of 
"straight" people regarding the 
gay world, not to issues among 
the "gay" people themselves. 

understand that anotlter 

objection has involved lack of 
medical or psychiatric expertise 
in presenting homotnntai 
information. An argument can 
be rrtade that an individual's 
homotexual adjuttmant it not a 
medical problem in the first 
place, and is only problematic in 
tvmt of tha todal consaquancas 
of foltowiiig a minority group 
life style. Of course tome 
thinkers do see homosexual ity in 
terms of psychiatric 
maladjustment. 

Whicfiever point of view one 
elects-the sociological or the 
medical-it cannot be denied 
there are areas of information 
regarding iMNnosexuality that do 
not warrant a medical 
interpretatiort-tuch at tfie legal 
problems faced by "gays;" the 
educational and occupational 
proWemt and aipirationt of 
"gays;" the formation of social 
organizations; attitudes of 
"gays" toward "ttraii^" and 
"Hraights" towards "gays," etc. 

Since this type of issue 
essentially composed the 
content of tha oouna, the 
abtence of a mediurt or 
psychiatric consultant was, in 
our mindt, irrelevant. Pushed to 
logical extremes, the "need" for 
medical consultation could be 
extended to a need for 
toetologleal. anthropologieal. 
economic, psychological, 
political science, historical 



consultation and many more; 
and courses concerning edifate 
plants in Tallahassee would 
require the services of botanists, 
geographers, foresters, etc. 
Obviously, the creation of 
professional panels is not the 
spirit or intantion of the "free 

university." 

The issue of recruitment has 
also been raised against the 
datt— that it it primarily uted to 
attract new sexual partners and 
to propagar)dize and provide 
indoctrination for tha "gay" life. 
The question of sexual advance t 
toward straight CPE students is 
an insult to the "gay" 
community. The stereotype of 
the "gay" who spends his or her 
life trying to seduce strai^t 
peopla is as untrue for nx>st 
"gay" people as is the "shuffling 
slave" stereotype for most 
blacks. "Gay" women were 
present at the dass meetings, but 
we had rto sexual overtures 
directed our way. The 
sociological literature indicates 
that most homosexuals are 
discreet in their chok:e of sexud 
partners. Thus a "straij^t" 
person talcing the course would 
not . likely be radpiant of 



unwantad sexual pressure. 

At for propaganda artd 
ind(x:trination, no such efforts 
were made. The ttated and 
achieved aim of "The 
Homosexual in America" 
edu-group wat to inform 
interested people about the 
nature and problemt of the gay 
world. 

No attempt was made to 
portray the gay life as desirable 
for everybody— in fact, more 
stress was placed on the 
problemt of living in a repretted 
minority group tfwn upon Its 
appeal. Our heterosexual 
marriages were never questioned, 
challenged, or "put down." 

In sum, our feeling was that 
"The Homosexual in America" 
eoune wat an informative, 
pertinent educational 
experience, which was 
conducted in good taste at all 
times. To reprett a tignificant 
learning situation such as this 
opposes the ideal of any 
university, let alone a "free 
university."

Jones said his Seminoles, now

With first tawn running backs 
Arthur Munroe and Paul 
Magalski both sufferiog from 
shoulder injuries, Jones has 
installed James Jarrett and Rick 
Oreatr in the backfield. 

"Munroe will dress out for 
the game and might see limited 
action, but Magalski is definitely 
out." commented Jones. "We 
hope both boys will be ready for 
Mississippi State next week. 

"However, we feel that 
Jarrett and Oreair can do the job 
for us, and take some of the 
pressure off our passing game. 
Tech's passing defense looks real 
good and we'll need to establish 
aonw sort of running game if 
we're going to win." 

FSU's passing game was in 
top form in last week's 30-7 rout 
of Kansas. Huff passed for 300 
yards and three touchdowns, 
and now ranks eighth in the 
nation in passing with 652 yards 
in three games.

First year Virginia Tech 
coach Charlie Coffey has 
iMtched his Gobblers drop two 
straif^ games as the result of 
coctiy mistakes in the second 
half. 

"We think we've given both 
games avwy," he commented, 
"so we're going to have to 
eliminate our errors if we expect 
to win." 

Coffey added that Florida 
State has a much better team 
than either Wake Forest and 
Oklahoma State (Tech's first 
two opponents). 

"Florida State's passing game 
is something to behold," he 



stated. "That Gary Huff can 
thread the eye of a needle, and I 
don't think it makes any 
difference if he's throwing long 
or short." 

Tech has also displayed a 
potent passing attack in its first 
two games, paced by big 
quarterttack Don Strock. With 
an average of 18.5 completions 
per game and 477 yards, Strock 
ranks No. 2 in the nation in 
pasting and No. 6 in total 
offense. 

His main receivers, each with 
nine catches, are Jimmy Quinn 
and Mike Burnop. Running back 
Rick Matijevich has gained 177 
yards in 32 carries, an average of 
5.5 yards per carry. 

"Florida State has had 

nothing but trouble in 
Btacksburg over the years, and 
hasn't won there since 1959," 
concluded Coach Jones. "We're 
expecting a real good ballgame, 
but we think we have the players 
to keep our virinning streak 
going. We'd like to win this one 
and go into next week's 
Homecoming game with a 4-0 
racord." 



Students may pick up to

tn additkm, Thigpen taM that 
season ticket holders could 
purchase date-spouse tickets for 
$3.50. But again the total 
number of tickets pkdced up 
cannot exceed six. 

For instance, a season ticket 
holder could present his ID and 
receipt and two other IDs and 



receipts, plus purchase three 
date-spouse tickets— a total of 
six. Or, one student could 
present his ID and receipt and 
five other IDs and receipts— a 
total of six. No matter what the 
combination, the total cannot 
exceed six. 

• "This is being done to help 
students who want to sit 
together in small groups," 
Thigpen commented. "Some 
people had trouble last week for 
the Kansas game because they 
wanted to sit together but 
couldn't meet to pick up their 
tckets together. This should 



take care of that problem." 

Thigpen said that Tuesday 
and Wednesday will again be 
used for season tteket holders to 
pick up their individual tickets, 
and purchase date-spouse 
tickets. Starting Thursday, 
individual game tickets will be 
on sale for $3.50. 

A special ticket table will 
again be set up on the Union 
Green to handle both the season 
tkdcet exchanges and individual 
ticket purchases^ The table will 
be open from 8:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m..

Lieberman case goes 
fo universify / udicfoiy

The administration refused this weekend to lift the 
interim suspension of Jack Lieberman, pending final 
disposition of charges stemming from his allegedly 
conducting a CPE dass. 

ROBERT KIMMEL , assistam vice president for student 
affairs, conducted an administrative hearing FrkJay to 
determine whether the interim suspension would be lifted. 
Kimmel announced Sunday afternoon his ruling that the 
suspension would remain in effect. 

Kimmel said his decision was based "on arguments 
presented at the hearing by Richard Shapiro, representing 
Mr. Lieberman, and the antteipation that the case can be 
concluded within the University JudKial System soon, 
perhaps this week." 

Shapiro, a second-year law student, argMed the 
administration had violated its own rules and regiiatkMW In 
the Lieberman suspension. 

Shapiro said there is no provision in the University 
Judicial System for a preliminary hearing of the type at 
Mihich Lieberman and Claire Cohen were suspended Sept. 
24. He said the steps generally required by the fe<teral 
courts in the suspension of college students were not 
followed in Lieberman's case: adequate notice; a reasonable 
amount of time to prepare a defense; an orderly hearing 
adapted to the nature of *e ciaa; and a fair and impartial 
hearing. 

KIMMEL'S RULING was the second "setback" of the 

weekend for Lieberman. Friday, U.S. District Judge Oavid 
L. Middlebrooks refused to order the university to reinstate 
Lieberman and to lift tfte ban on twoOC adu-groups. 

Middlebrooks ruled Lieberman had not exhausted 
administrative appeals of his suspenskm, and said the 
university has the right to approve or cfisapprowe CPE 
courses. 

The federal court rulings wara in response to a suit filed 
-Thursday by ei#it FSU students, inckjding Lieberman and 

four CPE directors. 

LIEBERMAN'S CASE now goes to the Honor Court. 
Honor Court CWef Justice Wayne Hogan said Sunday no 
definite day for the hearing has been set, althou^ 
Wednesday or Thursday of this week are Kkely poesibiiities. 
Actually, Lieberman has not formally raqueatad an Honor 
Court hearing, Hogan said. 

Under the university's Rules and RegMlations, as 
outlined in the Pow Wow, Lieberman has the choice of an 
Honor Court hearing, an administrative hearing, or a 
hearing before the student-faculty Committee on Student 
Conduct. Lieberman has told the Flambeau he will request 
the Honor Court hearing. 

Lieberman and Cohen, both CPE edu-group leaders, 
were suspended Sept. 24 for allegedly violating the 
university's one-week postponement of the opening of CPE. 
The charges against Cohen later were dropped, and she was 
reinstated in the university.

Voters endorse Th/eu 

SAIGON-President Nguyen Van Thieu 
appeared headed Sunday for overwhelming 
endorsement by the voters in his one-man race for 
re-election that he said would serve as a "Mte of 
confidence" in his administration. 

Government spokesmen said there «m a 
massive turnout of voten despite Communist 
rocket attacks, polling booth explosions and 
demonstrations in major cities. They said Thieu 
received the endonement of more ttwn 99 percent 
of the voters in some proviiKes. 

In Da Nang, Vietnam's second largest city and 
center of much of the oppositfon to ThietJ, there 

was daylong violence b jt the government reported 
Thieu received 74.4 percent of the 122.081 votes 
cast. 

BaHots were counted as "valid" or "Invalid" for 
Thieu. At Da Nang, there were 90,829 votes ruled 
valid and 31.252 invalid out of a total regntration 
of 160.842.

Damage fines in question

Residents of Smith Hall's tenth floor were 
accused last May of throwing objects and 
vegetables from the roof and wi n dow s o» the dorm 
and of general destruction. 

STAN LEWIS, FORMER FSU student and 
Smith Hall resident, is spearheading wi 
investigation of tfie assessments made by the 
housing office to residents of the tenth floor.

LEWIS SAID HE went to Cobb's office and 
asked to see tfie damages list After Cobb 
discovered Lewis was no longer a student here, he 
saki "that he did not feel obligated to continue the 
dtousskM) and had no further comment." 

Lewis met with Ira Valentine, director of 
housing, and Cobb last week. He vras presented 
with the list of damages including costs amounting 
to $88.40. Many of the repairs have been 
completed and those outstanding are said to be 
■jnder contract by housing maintenance. 

Valentine said he was "open to a more 
equitable and favorable solution and if the 
maintenance department concludes that the prices 
me too hi<^. I will oladly refund the balance. "

A.series of hearingi to examine the "state of freedom of 
ilie pmi in America" is being ofiened by a specni 
"constitutional rights" subcommittee of tfie U.S. Senate. 

These hearings will be paying particular attention to the 
area of newspapers which have been challenged by the 
government in the recent past. 

Perhaps if there had been some sort of cooperation 
between the government and the newspapers which got 
possession of documents such as the "Pentagon Papers," 
court injunctions preventing newspip«n from pubfaMng 
articles need rtever have occurred. 

The basis on which the administration objactad to the 
publication of the data in the "Pentagon Papers" was that 
there were certain messages to and from ambassadors 
wMch could have bean omitted or paraphrased, thus 
avoiding any dmam of w itri d w ohn iiii in Aimrieai 
codes. 

The couru .have yet to settle exactly what power of 
injunction may be appfied 10 pivwam puUicatioii of 
damfied documents stolen from «m government and 
unlawfully given to the press. 

The real issue in connection widi tfie "Pentagon 
Papers" was the theft of dassifiad documents and tfwir 
publicction without giving the government a chance to 
delete certain portions which were in code or involved 
confidential relations with other governments. Tha ama 
information could have been set forth wilhoiit pnMWiiiif 
the texts in verbatim form. 

During Worid War I and Worid II a voluntary censorship 
system was in existence: newspapers were not compeHed 
to follow the guide given them by a board in Washington, 
but they generally did. This plan was deemed necessary in 
order to protect our government from tha spread of 
information that would be helpful to the enemy. 

A new question, however, has arisen. Should a 
newspaper accept from anyone, official documents that he 
or she has stolen^ Should not the panon guilty of such an 
offense be reported at once to the government so that 
proper action may be taken? In most cases, the 
government probably would agree to the puHication of 
information from the documents concerned, provided 
steps to protect nationaly security and our code system 
were agreed upon in advance by tha newspaper or 
nawspapen which had obtained the stolen material.

Issue of race 
predominant 
in America 

Editor: 

The issue of race is one that 
hat always been in the forefront 
of America's social and politk:al 
stratification. However, as 
ruthlessly as power has been 
used against blacks in Amerk» 
by whites for 300 years, blacks 
are now tieing accused as racists. 
Some have coined the term 
"racism in reverse" to reflect 
black attitudes toward white 
oppression, and thus relieve their 
own guilt. 

Therefore, Malcolm X, 
Stokely Carmtehael, and other 
black leaders such as Huey 
Newton are used for politk^l as 
well as character atsattinadon. 
They are not just black militants 
but black, racist demagogues in 
the eyes of whites because they 
resist white oppression. Perhaps 
Malcolm X best puu the 
problem in panpaBtive. To 



paraphrase him. he slated that 
blacks are not against whites 
because they are white, but 
because of what they are doing 
to us. Cotor, or the lack of it in 
this case, it tecondary in that it 
is an identifiable characteristic. 
Opprattion. irrespective of color, 
is primary. 

Few blacks believe that they 
are biologically superior to 
whites, whKh is the essence of 

racism that such men as John 
Calhoun and George Washington 
profatsed. One has only to 
examine the justifications for 
black slavery by white 
Americansi, die radal doctrines 
of such men as John Calhoun, or 
such organizations as the Ku 
Mux Klan and the American 
Nazi Party to know w*io the 
racists have been. 

"Radsm in reverse" may be 
put in better perspective by Ron 
Karenga, the head of a cultural 
nationalist organization, as he 
stated, "The only type of reverte 
racism was when the white man 
taught blacks to hate 
themselves." To hate black as 
the color of one's skin and 
subjugate his culture by terming 
it "uncivilized" and f'primitive." 

On the other hand, blacks 
who have wished to separate 
from white society and 
oppression are celled Uack 
supremists. Those who want to 
integrate are "communist-in- 
tpired," whk:h in itself is a form 
of subtle racism, since it not 
only denies the self-determina- 
tion of a people but more 
importantly implies that after 
being murdered, beaten, bombed 
and enslaved for so long ... 
blacks still cannot think for 
themselves!! Furthermore, a 
distinction must be made 
between separation and 
segregation. The forrher implies 
chowe, the latter implies force. 

Racism and reactions to 
racism are quite different 
phermmena in America. One 
does not have to be 
continuously downgraded and 
oppressed to react. A cornered 
animal, for that matter, will not 
react. But then again, maybe 
blacks in America are still 
considered "lower class" 
animus.

The stage is set. Almost. 

All tNC nRMim Iwfon the opening curtain is a 
Florida State victory next Saturday at 
Homecoming over Mississippi State, and a Florida 
defeat at Louitiana State. 

Then the curtain will go up at Florida Field in 
Gainesville on Oct. 16 to reveal the stars of this 
year's feature play -"The Winners and the Losers." 

Unbeaten FSU will play "The Winners" and 
winless Florida will portray "The Losers." 

Florida State completed its fourth successful 
audition for the part of "The Winners" Saturday 
afternoon by dumping pesky Virginia Tedi 17-3. 
A crowd of about 20,000 w te f ia d the gMne in 
Blacktburg's Lane Stadium. 

Quartattwck Gary Huff was the star of the FSU 
offense with twO touchdown passes, one to Rhett 
Dawson and the other to Kent Gaydos. For the 
day. Huff completad an amazing 21 of 25 patMS 
for 374 yards 

On defense, junior end Charlie Hunt (6-3, 210) 
had hit bast day ever ai a Seminole, rapeatadiv 
dumping Tech quarterback Don Strock or forcing 
him to hurry his passes. 

FtoridB Slate dominated play in the first half, 
ithou^ the scoreboard read Florida State 0, 
Virginia Tech 0 when the half ended. 

On its firtt sarias in Urm first quartwr, FSU 
af>peared headed for an easy touchdown A 
22yard pass from Huff to Dawson gave the 
Seminolet a fim dowrn at the Gobbler seven. But 
running back Rick Oreair fumbled and Kevin 
Meehan recovered for Tech to halt the drive 

Later in «w period «wth FSU again on the 
nnove, Oscar Rolwrts took a handoff from Huff 
and was hit immediately. Roberts fumble vws 
racovarad by Tach's KmK Henry. 

In the second quarter, FSU was moving again 
on Huff passes when Henry piclied off an aerial 
intended for and Gary Parris. 

Following completions to Roberts and Oawion 
later m the period. Huff threw complete again to 
Roberts, who WM tK*W hwd «wl fumbled. 
Again Henry was right there and he recovered to 
end another Seminole threat 



Two defensive plays by the Seminales halted 

potential Tech scoring efforts before the half 
ended. First, James Thomas blocked an attempted 
Tech field goal, and than Hunt recovered a 
Gobbler fumble. 

The first half ended as FSU's Frank Fontes was 
short on a 64-yard field goal anampt into the 
wind. 

At halftime FSU Head Coach Larry Jones 

decided to have Huff come out throwing in the 
second half, and the strategy paid immediate 
dividends. 

Starting from their own 28 after the kickoff, 
the Seminoles clicked off five plays for a 
touchdown. Pass completwns to Dawson and 
Oreair and a short run by Oraair brou^^t a first 
down at midfield. 

A 26^ard pass to Parris brougfit a first down at 
the Tech 24, and then Huff fired to a stumbling 
Dawson for a TD. Dawson speared to lose his 
balance but turned around just in time to catch 
Huff's toss and eased over the goal. Fontes' kick 
gave FSU a 7-0 lead. 

Ftorida State got a break shortly thereafter 
when linebacker Clint Parker intercepted a Strock 
pass. But FSU failed to put the ball into the end 
zone and Fontes' 38-vard field goal try was wide. 

Virginia Tech got onto the scoreboard on its 
next series after threatening to score a touchdown, 
out the FSU defense stiffened and Tech settled for 
a 25-yard field goal by Dave Strock, quarterback 
Don Strock's brother. 

The Seminoles responded with a long drive, and 
settled for a 36-vard field goal by Fontes early in 
the fourth quarter. The kk* put FSU in front 
10 3 

Tech's next offensive series roared into 
Seminole territory with tfie ad of a pass 

interference call, and again the State defense came 
through with the big plays when they counted. 
RKhard Amman was the dsfensive standout on 

this series for FSU, and Tech missad a field goal to 
leave the count at 10-3. 

Starting from its own 20. Florida State kwt 

little time in putting the game out of reach. Oreair 
netted one yard on a run, but Huff passed 14 
yards to Dawson for a first down 



James Jarrett ran for two, and FSU had a 
second down at its own 37. 

Huff dropped back to pass, ipotted Gaydos 

behind a defender downfield and fired a beautiful 
completion. Gaydos grabbed the ball, outfaked the 
k>ne defender in the «ea and used his long legs to 
sprint the final distance for a touchdown. Th.e play 
covered 63 yards. Fontes tXK>ted the point and 
FSU was in front 17-3 wi« iust over mx minutes 
left in the game. 

An interception by roverback John Lanahan 
ended Tech's fmal Itweat for a touchdown, and 
FSU had won at Blacksburg for only tf»e second 
time in history. 1 he only other FSU win there was 
7-6 in 19G0. 

After the game. Coach Jones praised the 
offensive line for tlw great protection it afforded 
quarterback Huff. 

"With Huff and receivers like Dawson. Gaydos 
and the rest, all we need is time to throw the 
football," commented Jones. "The offensive line 
dkl another great job today, and that allowed us to 
move ahead in the second half." 

Jones also heaped praise on the defense for 
another fine game. Tech managed only 67 yards 
nishing, and quarteriMck Strock was under 
extreme pressure every time he tried to pass. 

The final statistkis showed Huff with 374 yards 
passing on 21 oompletions out of 25 attempts. 
Dawson caught nine passes for 161 yards and one 
touchdown, while Jarrett had three catches, 
Gaydos, Banry Soihh, Pwris and Roberts two each, 
and Oreair one. 

Huff may have taken over as tfie natton's No. 1 
passer with a four-game total of 67 completions 
for 1026 yards and eight touchdowrts. He has 
completed 62.6 percent of his passes and is 
avera^ng 256.5 yards per game passing. He went 
into the game ranked No. 8 in the nation in 
passing.

Labor leader worries Poff 




NORFOLK, Va.-A letter from an official of 
one of the most powerful labor unions in America 
nwy hme played a lc«y role in the dadtion of Dtp. 
Richard H. Poff, R-Va., to withdraw as a candidate 
for the U.S. Supreme Court, the Norfolk Virginian 
Pilot raportad today. 

In a story from its Washington bureau, the 
Virginian Pilot said the letter from the 
unidentifiad labor official raisad poimad quastioni 

about Poff's introduction of a bill in 1963 that 
would have required that Supreme Court justices, 
like Presidents, be native-bom Americans. 

"What constituency was Poff trying to please," 
the newspaper quoted the letter as saying in part. 
"Was it the Klan? Was the bill put in at a slap at 
Felix Frankfurter?" Frank^rtw, now dead, was 
born in Austria. 

The qualificationi bill wm intfoduoad by Ploff 
atK) several other Southern congressmen at a time 
when the Southerners were critical of the court's 
oontinuing chrii rights dadtiom. 

It would also have required Supreme Court 
nominees to have been judges for at least five years 
and practicing lawyers for 10 yaars, quaNfienlont 
which originatly Poff could not nwt. 

The newspaper quoted the labor official, who 
asked not to ba idantifiad. ai nying "that pvt of 
it wasn't too important What was important, and 
gave us some real ammunition, was the native birth 
element. What la l awno a could it have had. if not 
to cater to the worst prejudices in this country ' 

"We could have used that in the confirmation 
fi^t," he said. "I don't know of many Sanatofs 
who don't have a lot of foreign bom, firft 
generation people in their states."

Medina quifs Army; 
joins aftorney Bailey 

FT. MCPHERSON, Ga.-Capt. Emast L. 
Medina, wfto was found innocent less than two 
weeks ago of murder chwges at My Lai, submitted 
his resignation Monday with "deep sorrow and 
n^n" after 16 years in the Army. 

The veteran offner, who said aftar hit 
court martial that his maitary caiwr ww finitftad 
despite the acquittal, requested an honorable 
*charge and complete separation from the Army. 

Medina's discharge went to the adjutant general 
of the 3rd Army hara and will be forwarded to the 
Department of the Army for final action. The 
request is expected to be granted in about two 
w«ks. Capt. Marie Kaddish. Madini's Mornay, 
said. 

Medina, 35, said in a brief statement ralaased 
by Kaddish, that "it is with deep sorrow and regret 
*« iftw 18 yean I leave the Army which has 

meant so much to me and my family." 

Medina will go to work after hit discharge for 
attorney F. Lee Bailey, hit chief counsel at the 
court-martial. Bailey said the soldier would be a 
corporation executive with the helicopter firm 
BaHay haads at Menomtaiea, Mich.

Rep. Gerald R. Ford, R-Mich., a Poff backer 
said Saturday the Virginia congressman had been 
wiMing to risk a fight for the Supreme Court 
nomination as late as Thursday. Ford, the House 
minority leader, said Poff's mind was changed "t/y 
At iNtMti andlncinMMiom of Hm last 46 hours." 

Specifically, he said, a few labor leaders, the 
NAACP and a few power-txjngry Senators "were 
willing to use McCarthyist" tactes against Poff.

Richard H. Poff, R-Va., to withdraw as a candidate 
for the U.S. Supreme Court, the Norfolk Virginian 
Pilot reportMltod^r. 

In a story from its Washington bureau, the 
Virginian Pilot said the letter from the 
unidentified labor official raised pointed questions 
about Poff's introduction of a bill in 1963 that 
would have required that Supreme Court justices, 
like Presidents, be native-born Americans. 

"What constituency was Poff trying to please," 
the newspaper quoted the letter as saying in part. 
"Was it the Klan? Was the bill put in as a slap at 
Felix Frankfurter?" Frankfurter, now dead, was 
born in Austria. 

The qualifications bill was introduced by Poff 
and several other Southern congrestmen at a time 
when the Southerners were critical of the court's 
continuing civil rights decisions. 

It would also have required Supreme Court 
nominees to have been judges for at laast five years 
and practicing lawyers for 10 years, quaiifieations 
which originally Poff could not meet. 

The newspaper quoted the labor official, wfto 
asked not to be identified, as saying "that part of 
it wasn't too intportant. What was important, artd 
gave us some real ammunHiort, was the native birth 
element. What relevanr:e could it have had, if not 
to cater to the worst prejudices in this country? 

"^Nb could have used that in the confirmation 
fight," he said. "I don't know of many Senators 
who don't have a lot of foreign born, first 
generatfcMi people in their states."

Medina quits Army; 
joins attorney Bailey 

FT. MCPHERSON, Ga.-Capt. Ernatt L. 
Medina, who was found innocent less than two 
i weeks ago of murder charges at My Lai, submitted 
hit resignation Monday wHh "deep sorrow and 
regret" after 16 years in the Army . 

The veteran officer, who said aftar his 
court-martial that his military career was fini#ied 
despite the acquittal, requested an honorable 
discharge and complete separation from the Army. 

Medina's discharge went to the adjutant ganaral 
of the 3rd Army here and will be forwarded to the 
Department of the Army for final action. The 
request is expected to be granted in about two 
weeks. Capt. Mark Kaddish, Medina's attorney, 
said. 

Medina, 35, said in a brief statement raleaaed 
by Kaddish, that "it is with deep sorrow and regret 
that after 16 years ! leave the Army which has 
meant so much to me and my family." 

Medina will go to work after his discharge for 
attorney F. Lee BaHey, his chief counsel at the 
court martial. Bailey said the soldier would be a 
corporation executive with the helicoptar firm 
B8»ey heads at Menominee, Mich.

Rep. Gerafd R. Ford, R-Mich., a Poff backer, 
said Saturday the Virginia congressman had been 
wWing to rWc a fi(M for the Suprente Court 
nomifwtion as late as Thursday. Ford, the House 
minority leader, said Poff's mind was changed "by 
the threats and intimidations of the last 46 hours." 

Specifically, he said, a few labor leaders, the 
NAACP and a few power-hungry Senators "were 
willing to use McCarthy ist" tactk» against Poff.

ATLANTA -President Nixon was urged 
Monday by the Georgia House of Representatives 

to issue a "full and complete pardon" to Lt 
WiUiam L. Cailey Jr. on grounds he had been 
"sufficiently punished" for the murder of 
Vietnamese civilians at My Lai. 

The resolution, introduced by Rep. Dorsey 
Matlhawi of Moultrie, was passed by a voice vote 
arxl did not receive unaniriHJus approval of the 
k>war chamber. Cailey was found guilty last March 
at Ft. Bennirtg of murdering 22 civilians at My Lai 
and sentenced to hfe imprisonment The case is 
currently being appealed. 

The House resolution said Cailey was found 
guilty "for actions taken during the heat of battle 
in Vietnam" when the officer was "acting in what 
he felt was the best interest of his country and was 
seeking to protect the troops under hb 
command." 

Matthews said he proposed the resolution 
because "I personally don't *ilnk we should be 
flirting communism in Vietnam and hrtting them 
tike ow in America."

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Faculty union 

FSU professors w'il hold an organizational meeting of 
<hE American Faderation of Teachers Wednesday night in 
a.i attempt to unionize faculty members. 

This is an important event to many of the faculty. Ideas 
of organizing faculty have been around for years. Last 
May, the fHrst contacts were made in anticipation of a 
unionized faculty. Wednesday night will be a milestone in 
seeing how many of the faculty are really interested. 

Why unionize ^Bulty? Aren't they white collar workers 
who are weil-enouf^ off and weii-taken care of by their 
employers? 

One need only to look at last spring's legislative session 
to see the need of organizing faculty . Many bflls came 
before the legislature concerning education (most not in 
the best interest of faculty), and there was no substantial 
unified, organized voice with which the faculty could voKe 
opposition. They were forced to depend upon the 
administration to do the fighting. Although the 
administration tried, their lone voice was inadequate. 

What would a unk>n do to the relationship between 
the administration and the faculty? Would it not set them 
into an adversary relationship, one against the other, with 
little being accomplished? WhHe this may be possible, it is 
not necessary. Ideally, the union would insure that faculty 
were treated fairly and that the interests of faculty and of 
educatmn in general would be protected by the 
administration. 

A union would seek to insure academic freedom in the 
classrooms. It would attempt to provide an effective means 
throu^ which feculty could bring grievances to the 
administratron. It would imure fair promotionai 
guidelines. 

In the interest of the faculty, the union would seek to 

establish stable salary scales. Insurance and fringe benefit 
programs for the professor's persomri and family needs 
would be sou^t. 

In the interest of general education, the union should 
be committed to keeping the basK goals of education 
before the administration. 

HopeftiNy, in these thiw araai (faimen, faculty 
interests, general education interests), Hw faculty would 

not be struggling so much against the administratkMi as with 
them in an attempt to develop a quality institution. 

There can be drawbacks to the union idea. It is possible 
that faculty will spend more time than they have available 
for unk>n work, allowing it to become a time-consuming 
pro9-am. 

The union can be rostly. Dues of $6.00 a month are 
Mgh unless they ace seen as a valuable and necessary 
investment. 

Also, there is the danger that a powerful union will 
become overiy concerned with faculty interests and spend 
too much time and effort on themselves rather than on the 
university. 

Instead, the faculty union must keep in mind that they 
are only a part of the university. They must always 
remember, for example, that hi^ier salnies for them mean 
hi^er tuition for students and higher taxes for citizera. 
Demands must never be selfishly unreasonable. 

The faculty unkm is e promising venture. But it is 
necessary that most of the faculty be behind it. Full, 
associate and assistant profenors must vwrk together in 
the uraon. Doubters in the union's possibilities must woHt 
iMth "union fanatics." 

The organization meeting will be at 7:30 Wednesday 
ni^t in the United Ministries Center at 548 W. Park. All 
faculty members, enthusiastk or not,should at least kx)k 
into the union's possibilities.

Vietnam. 

Violent anti-government and 
ant i -American demonstr at ion s 
had been feared in the wake of 
the Sunday election but they 
failed to materialize. 
Demonstrations had swept 
South Vietnam in the weeks 
leading to election day. 

In the nation's second largest 
city. Da Nang, anti-government 
Buddhicts charged that an 
American serviceman had joined 
South Vietnamese police Sunday 
in suppressing demonstrations 
and street fighting that left one 
dead and 57 injured. 

Thieu waited until 



mid-afternoon Monday, when 
preliminary official figures 
showed he had won 5,776,074 
votes of 6,311,853 votes cast 
Sunday or about 91.5 percent, 
before issuing a statement from 
the presidential palace. 

The government election 
information center said 353,148 
votes v«ere invalid and counted 
against Thieu. That amounted to 
5.5 percent of the vote. Officials 
said there were some "n^ng 
b^lots" and it jMould be one or 
two days before all the votes 
could be accounted for. Thieu 
had said he would quit if he 
didn't get more than SO percent 
of tiw votes cact.

For those rrai familiar with 
die way flag football operates, 
here are a few rules about the 
game.

H a 
flag accidentally falls off by 
itself, the runner is not down 
until someone pulls a flag. The 
defensive team must be five 
yards behind the line of 
scrimmage until ttia ball is 
snapped. 

Unsporumanlike conduct of 
dw players towards the referees 
will result in the player being 
ejected from the game or the 
whole taam being penalized half 
the distance to the goal. The 
decisions of the referee will be 
made in die bast judpmant and 
one should respect that decisk>n.

Lieberman's Honor Court 
heoring is next Monday

Although not officially charged. Jack 

Lieberman's hearing is scheduled before Judge 
Charles Tunnicliff, Student Honor Court, at 
7:30 p.m., October 1 1 , most probably in Moore 

Auditorium. 

Lieberman's defense team is Ken Spriggs, a 
member of die Florida Bar, and student 
attorrwys Richard Shapiro and Mike Dupree. 

According to Dupree, charges have not been 
filed officially widi Honor Court hut FSLTs 
administration has indicated to the defendant 
they will charge Lieberman with violation of 
breach of the peace (300.2f section twe-Pow 
Wow) and violating an order of an official 
including furnishing of identification (300.2, 
rules and regulatfons, Pow Wow). 

"We will adt for a jury trial, which should be 
selected witiiin the next couple of days," 
Dupree said. "ActuaWy we would prefer having 
the trial before Monday but since Spriggs will 
not be available until Monday, this is when die 
trial will be scheduled." 

Regarding the trial, Lieberman said, "I 
believe last Friday's hearing showed die real 
intentkMi of the administration pertaining to 



the case. The soolled impartial arbitrator was 
Assistant to Vice President of Student Affairs 
Robert Kiimnel, who was one of the 
proaecutofs on the case. The prosecution was 
not required to present an argument since it 
was adjudicating the case. In fact, we were 
appealing to the prosecution to lift the 
suspension." 

"I think the hearing was proper, in order, 
and conducted in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the POW WOW," Kimmel said. 

Lieberman said the administration's actions 
wes a blatant attack on student rights of free 
ataembiy, free speech, and due process of the 



"Because Marshall has ultimate control over 
Honor Court, it is very important for as many 
students as possible to attend the heedng to put 
tf.e necessary pressure on Marshall so that he 
VKon't overrule the Honor Court if it hands 
down with a favorriile decision." 

Lieberman also said, "so far Marshall has 
mainly received pressure from outside 
university forces to act against rtudents 
•xerciting Iheir ri|^. If we are to defend our 
rights, we must put just as much pressure in the 
opposite direction. No one etae «M defend our 
tk$a» H we don't."

Bicycle boom 



The City of TaNahatsae has finally raactad to the

You open it up and it's nothing but 
laws. Failure to comply with any of tfien is a 
misdemeanor.

The Pentagon pulled out ail thestopi iwantly to lobby 
for passage of the new draft law. They claimed that our 
armed forces needed people desperately. 

Yet, two days after Nixon signed the bill into law the 
draft call was set at 10,000 men spread over the lasttf.ree 
months of 1971, which is the towest call since 1965. It was 
also announced that the induction rate would remain tow 
for the first three months of 1 972. 

All this proves is that Melvin Laird and his crew are very 
dumb. The Pentagon lost all sorts of credibility again by 
fighting for something they don't really need. 

They also lost points when it was shown that skilled 
men with some former rank wan being refuted 
re-enlistment.

I am a native of the East 
Saint Louis-Saint Louis area, and 

have spent nearly all my life 
there, i have taught in 
elementary schools for six years, 
and the most productive portkMi 
of tiwt experience w« during 
the time wAien I was a traveling 
art teacher in the black ghetto 
schools of St. Louis. Although I 
am white, my background of 
personal poverty has brought me 
what I believe is a great deal of 
awareness and concern over the 
racial crisis in ou' country. It 
was only a year and a half ago 
that I moved to the South. Here 
I found awarenesses similar to 
the ones I brou^t. But what I 
perceive as a ttrtal indifference 
on the part of "intellectuals" of 
both races here has caused me 
ovnwhelming befuddiemant and 
what I fear is becoming a 
paralyzing bitterness. 

I have been employad since 
the fall of last year by a county 
public school system bordering 
Taflahanee and am an art 
teacher in an elementary school 
there. This school was ordered 
to be integreted during the M 
of '70. The school now has a 
faculty of 50-50 black wtd white 
teachers. Out of 600 ehldTen, 
however, only approximately 10 
are w^ite. Problems between and 
among the courrty school board, 
black teachers and white 
teachers are many and serious. 

The most depressing and 
frustrating problem to me, 
howsver, it the ineiearing havoc 

being wrou^t on the developing 
self concepu of the children 
mm truly victimt of an 



emotionally suffocating if not 
destructive institution. 

My intantk>n In thh tottw. 
however, is to conaiously 
repress the venom of my anger 
agamn ow immaiian wnom i 
feel are most responsible, either 
through ignorance or self 
intaratt, for (hit dthumenizatiort 
of black children. For the sakj 
of my personal stability I have 
nawi Trying mania to aaercn out 
practical means to help these 
children toward a more healthy 
school anvironnwnt. After 
turning for help to the county 
adminstrators where I work, 
Leon County tchoolt art 
department, some of the 
facilities of FSU and even to 
the Rorida &ate Department of 
Education, and receiving little to 
no support, I am now making a 
general appeal to the people of 
FSU . 

In general these children are 
in desperate need of anything 
that will promote a more 
positive self-concept. Behavioral 
and ptychoiogKal probtami art 
being handled most 
ineffectively. Psychological 
service is tfial only of a wonwn 
who comes periodically to 
administer tests. Only one 
Special Ed. teacher services the 
entire school where the large 
majority of students functran in 
crowded datm below grade 
level. Acadermc failure is 
cumulative. Culturally, neither 
myself nor the mutic teachtr 
have any available provisiorts for 
furthering black arts except 
those we can purchaw at our 
own expense. Both of us feel 
that our prime functran is to 
provkle an environment in our 
tt<f4dentity and 
flourish through self 
expression. Thus, wt 
consistently find ounrivet in 
very oompromiiing posltww 
when many of our classes enter 
our rooms from either vary 
dtgrwRng, lepieitiiig or titt 
chaotic rooms. 

My appeal for halp in any or

youth. The most practical 
suggestion I can offer is to give 
academic credit for 
"ln-the-f!eld" research, 
experience and problem 
confrontation. 

Why couldn't education 
students come out to the typical 
bteck Soudiem schools and 
preaent Hm fflmt, recordings and 
information on Black Culture 
that FSU hat fibd away in its 
tbrariet to the chldren who are 
most in need of being exposed 
to them. (I, as their teacher, am 
not permit led aeeatt to them.) 

Why can't your behavioral 
science students come and spend 
time wftb the over-aged ttudenu 
of the sixth grade, for example, 
and observe firsthand the 
buikfing of their anger and 
frustration at being forced only 
to mark time in an institution 
diat hat nahher the c o ticern nor 
facilities to help them find any 
positive reason for their 



Secondly, I appeal to any 
students who have among their 
concernt dwt of our young 
Wade brothers and sitters who 
arc to easily and habitually 
wctimized by a meeningless 
machine. To you I plead: 
donand of your university the 
freedom to learn how to 
furKtion effectively for the 
alleviation of real proUems 
dumped on blade youths in the 
South. Further. I would like to 
inform education students that I 
haw yet to meet a genuinely 
concerned teacher, young or old, 
wfto does not express bitterness 
over the way their university has 
cheated them by prapvingihem 
to pooriy. 

If than are any readers who 
are eonearnad enough to learn of 
the many additionai needs of 
thit eritit titualion other than

He shows us how we can experience a personal 
day-to-day Iowa laMonship with Him. 

Kri^na says in Bhagavad Gita, ch. 11, v. 53: "The 
Form which you are seeing with your transcendental eyes 
cannot be und erstoo d simply by studying the Veda, nor by 
undergoing serious penances, nor by charity, nor by 
worship. No one can see Me as I am." Here the Supreme 
Lord clearly indKates that there are no good works which 
one cen perform to develop love for Him to know Him.

Monday ni{(ht, Marshall referred repeatedly to 
FSU's relations with the legislature. He said the 
unhfenity's dealings wMi legislaton "wll be 
characterized by organization and planning and 
communication as it has not been in the past." 

Marshall said the university's general counsel, 
Robert Bickel, has been instructed to rtay 
informed on all pre-filed bills and other matters of 
interest to Urn FSU community 

He urged faculty members who have contacts 
with legislative committees or iixiividual legislators 
to keep Bk:kel informed "so that we can have the 
most effective possible relationship with the 
legislature during the next sesskin." 

MARSHALL PROMISED a strong 
administrative stand wttere the university's welfare 
is concerned. 

"Our location in the capital city presents 
certain delicats oonsidenrtions in legislative 
relattens," he said. "Propriety must characterize 
our posture towards the legislature, but wa wiN 
take a dynamic and aigfmuMa stance." 

The university pr e si dent's e nyh ai i i on the rteta 
legislature is not without reason, according to Dr. 
Elston Roady, professor of government and a 
tong-time observer off Florida lagiilatuies. 

ONE OF THE MAIN items on the agenda for 
this session is an extensive study of the state's 



educattonal system, from kindergarten to gradurte 

xhool, Roady noted. 

Not only the universities, but the puWk: 
schools, the junior colleges-all educational 
institutions receiving state funds-will be called 
upon to explain their operation and justify their 
expendibJre of state money, Roady said in a 
recent interview. 

He said President Marshall's emphasis on the 
upcoming session is "standard procedure." He did 
note that more envhasis may be necessary this 
session than in the past. 

Marshall and other administrators made several 
appearances before legislative committees last 
spring. More of this type of thing probabfy is in 
the offing, Roady said. 

A CHECK WJH several Senate committee 
offfces Wednesday showed that only one major bill 
affecting higher education has been pre-filed so 
far. Sen. Richard Deeb (R-St. Petersburg) has 
pre-fHed a bill which would require review of 
faculty tenure every five years. 

An aide to Senate President Jerry Thomas said 
Ihomas wW present a couple of "strong" 
university bills to the Senate universities 
committee when it meets in Miami later this 
month. 

Thomas authored several university bills last 
nision, including a bill v»hk* would have 
abolished the Board of Regents, which was not 
passed, and the 12-hour teaching bill, which did 
become law. 

No major university bills have been pre-filed in 
the House so far, a check with the House 
Education Commitiae showed.

The Congressmen wouM radwr change the court than 

make the necessary reforms in our society to stop people 
from ever becoming criminals in the first place. 

To politicize the Supmne Court would destroy the 
usefulness of seperatlon of powers. It would also allow the 
federal government to avoid examining the real effects of 
what it is doing to this country.

"We did this play very successfully 
off-Broadway about eight years ago," the actor 
recalled.

What is puzzling Beeber is just how the staircase 
could have disappaarad unnoticed. He said it 
would hwe takan tMwn tt> dtaMMte it, and to 
take it in one piaoa would requtra a erana and a 
large truck.

MIAMI— Tilt leader of a women's "march 
against rapM" ^Mnandad Tuesday that police find 
better ways of proMtIng atatewt iipat. 

In a list presented to Police Chief Bernard 
Garmire, Roxcy Bolton also asked for more foot 
and motoncootv pittoli in hi||h«inM areas and 
at night, more police call-in boxes, a "hot line" 
phone number for reporting rapes and other 
crimes, and availability of a famala officar 24 
hours a day to investigate rape casn. 

"There were more rapes in the month of 
September than ever in the history of the City of 
Miami " said Mrs. Bolton, wtro led a march of 
wm. 50 women in downtown Miami Monday 

5 ■ !o protatt tho incraata In rapes, particularly 
in the downtown area where there have been a 
niMnber of attacks ractntly. 

Citing Chief Germirt't racent installation of 
iron bars on the windows of his home, Mrs. Bolton 
said, "If he, with the protection of his own police 
department, feels unsafe in his home, how do you 
think a woman laeving work at 9 p.m. feels in 
<*owrrtown Miami?" 



The announcement came after an all-night 
emergency meeting between union Mid 

management representatives in the offices of 
Mayor Joseph Alio to who twice before had 
intervened wiHiout success. 

A spokesman for the mayor said that the new 

contract was a three-year pact running through 
1974, but he did not list any other terms of 
agreement, reached -fter 14 hours of nearly 

continuous negotiations. Union members meet 
tonight at Col ma to vote on its terms. 

The union's membership last Saturday rejected 
a proposed management offer of $39 a day, an 
inoraase of six cents an hour retreaetiwi to Ifatch. 

Maurice Fitzgerald, secretary of Cemetery 
Workers Local 265, had said the strike would end 
if employers offered a minimum two or three year 
contract and increased the Haahh, welfare and 
pension benefits. 

The strike by cemetery workers started June 3 
and closed one cemetery in nearby Colma and one 
in Palo Alto. There are no cemeteries in San 
Frandaoo, except Army plott at the Presidio. 

Unburied bodies were stored at mortuaries in 
the city and on the San Frandsco Peninsula, and 
official had warned of the p..Jibility of haMt 
hazards.

Agitation has increased as 
many nrWddle-class young men 
and women find themselves 
facing the reality of prison 
became of their o b ja c tio m to 
the Indochina War and their 
involvement in the drug scene.

The 
Old Right is characterized by a 
heavy Chfiatian Mhic - a stricfc 
code of murillly which 
explains its personal bias in 
lanctioning moral legislation. 

Strict moral codas and ethics 

of behavior are fine, if they are 
voluntary. The OM Right, 
however, fseis it ia tfw duty of 
the state to enforce a code of 
morality - whicn the New Right 
has pereeived as being a 
hypocricy if one claims also to 
be for a free economy, 
something the OM Ri#it has 
'-'aimed to be fir. 

How, the Ntw Ri^t asked 
the CM Ri^ before breaking 
away, can » government regulate 
morality without ragulating the 
economy? Arent, after all, drug 
pushers and dealers, 
pornography sailers, prostitutes, 
gambling houses and so on just 
supplying the maricet «»ith a 
product in demand? Tite Old 
Right never got it together en 
this point and hence the 
spawning of the New Ri|^. 

The first New Right group 
established was Young 
Ameriuna for Pwedowt. YAF, 
however, came to be dominated 
by what are called 



youthful conservatives who still 
cling to some of the 
miirmaaplini eif Ae OM 
Right. Big bualMai mads some 
restraints. Tlwf* hMds to be 
more raia w c h on marijuane 
before it b lagaUzad (opiate* 
never shpuM be legallaed).

anarchy is untenable because of 
the power vaccum it creates and 
4)e lack of protection that is 
offered against either 
institutionalized coercion or 
coercion on the part of 
individuals. 



These fine points between 
anarcho-capitalists and limited 
government libertarians, along 
with the differences between the 
Old Rii^t and the New Right in 
general, suggest a philosophical 
depth to the anti-statist 
conceptions of capitalism which 
previously were rarely 
acknowledged. 

It would do well to note, in 
fact, that despite the brutal 
beatings capjte li sm has suffered 
at the hands of historians, 

economists, the media, and 
governments, the philosophy of 
laissez faire capitalism is 
flourishing and, indeed, 
proliferating profusely.

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French underground survivor now FSU teacher

Marie Barnes is a French instructor and a graduate 
Student at FSU, but she is not the typical graduate 
student. The fact that rfw worked for the French 
underground during VMoild War II mtkn har ili^y 

unique. 

SHE CAME TO America ax yean ago on «m 

Fullbright Exchange Teachers' Program. Prior to that 
time, she had been teaching French and history for the 
past 20 years in Europe. 

In May of 1940, after Worid VKm- II begMi, the 
Germans Invaded Belgium. Marie was in Brussels 
teaching at the time. Her husband, an officer in the 
Belgian Army, had been called away to fight in the war. 

Eighteen days after the irwasion of Belgium, her 
husband returned to Brussels, and with ttie help of his 
fellow officers, began work in the underground 
resistance. 

Marie and her husband were both 25 years old when 
they found themselves in the war. She said she became 
involved with the underground partly bacauae har 
husband was a member, md hti*nirtf of har I r n i u a 
desire to fight the Germans. 

IN SEPTEMBER 1M0, Marie Bamas recaivad trancfar 
orders to go to Tournai, a small town bordering between 
France and Belgium, and take a position as bursar of a 
school. Her job for the underground wn to hide yeung 
men and officers who had been ordered out of A« 
country to be sent to work in Germany. 

Marie remainad at the Khool for raat of tfit mr. 
successfully harboring her fugitives in the empty cellars 
beneath her house. kx:ated on the school grounds. 

At the same time, her hwtand and hit forea 
busy making false identification papers for tfioae 
ordered out of the country. 

The underground resistance had the aid of an aiqiart 
In forging papers, she said. The only part of the process 
he couldn't complete was forging the German seal that 
was stamped on every card. For thit.lhay had nodwtot 
but to kicate the seal and find sonw way to use it. 

The seal was kept in one of the ministry bufldingi 
occupied by the Germans. It was here Marie's hudiand 
successfully added the final touch to ^ papm ha had 
secretly brought with him. 

Each week, Marie explained, her husband visited har 
at the school, bringing with liim the latest batch of 



completed oapers. From there, she would go across the 
border into France and mail them to the underground 
headquarters. This operation want on for two years. 

As part of her role as bursar of the school, Marie was 
forced to appear a pro-German. She managed this very 
waM, ai WM proMn by «w h«Md «M taiimpMfilt and 
the school offksials fiad of har. 

"IT WAS ONE of the hardest things to 
do-€omincing everyone I was for the Germane and 
knowing all along they hated me for it," she said. 

It was a coincidence that one of Marie's best friand^ 



throughout the school. She made her way up to the attic 
and slipped the papers between the shingles of the roof 

SHE HAD ANOTMER doaa oaM wfHi the Gestapo iii 
August of that year. 

"It was about two weeks before the Germans pulled 
out of Aa ichool-they had earlier aitiualiu] the 
ftudants and turned it into a barracks." 

The Germans had heard noises coming from the cellar 
of her house and became suspicious. 

"Thoaa boys (har fugitives from the Germane) wm 
ihiwyt imking much too much noiie." the recalled.

Finally, around noon, the racaivad word the 
town's an,tire Gestapo force had been destroyed The 
Garmans' vehicles, en route to the school, had been

"It was Saplambar 1, 1944 and ri#n before the 
Gemsans were preparing to evacuate because of the 
iandbtgof the American forces at ^k>rmandy.

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Bicycles regulated 
by Tally police

The Safety Education Division of the Tallahassee Police 
Department has begun distribution of a pamphlet entitled "18 
Safety Checks on Your Bicyde's Equipment" with a complete listing 
of TaHahanee city nil** ragulationt concerning bicycles. 

The pamphlet announces that registration of bicycles is required 
of all city owners. Any t)tcycle "kept within the city and operated 
upon the streets of the city" is subject to this registration 

Applications for registration should be made within ten days of 
purchase. Cost of registration is 50 cents. 

Every person riding a bicycle upon a roadway shall be granted all 
of the rights and shall be subfect to all of the duties applicable 
according to state laws and dty ordinances. Furlfwrmore, cydists 
should obey aH traffic control devicM mMI obey ^ forbiclding 
right, left or U turns. 

Bicycles should be ildden near the ri^ hand side of the roadway 
as near to Hm •dgt as praetieaiite. They should not ride more than 
two abreast. 

Concerning speed, the pwiifiMM says. "No person 4iall operate a 
bicvde at • 9Md greater thm it rMamwUe and prudent under the 
conditions then existing." 

When parking, a bicyde tfiould be placed ao as to afford tite least 
obstniction to iiajtililan traffic. SdMMriks rfwuM not be used for 

riding. 

Bicydes used at night tfwuld be equipped with a headlamp, 
visible lor 600 feet. A red reflector should be used on the rear of the 
bicyde. The bicycle should also be equipped with a bell or other 
Mrning device audible for 100 This device diouW not be a 
siren or a whistle. 

Enforcement of die traffic mlot and regulations has begun, 
according to the TaH*«aee City Polloe. The enforcement of bicycle 
ngisntion wW not be presendy enforced, because the department 
,5 "mainly concamMi wi* abiding by traffic njles and regulations." 
said a police spokesman.

Study gives info oniranchise 
management and managers

Hamburger stands, dry deaning chains, places 

for quick food and drink— all in franchise 
form-line the streets of American cities in infinite 
variety. 

Out of this phenomenal boom which began in 
the eOs. how many have proved financially 
successM for the man who buys such a business? 

A nationwide report just published by the 
federal government provides some answers to this 
and other questions concerning an industry that 
saw sales of $90 billion in 1970. The two-year 
study was conducted by Dr. Shelby Hunt of the 
University of Wisconsin and Dr. Urban Ozanne, 
formerly of the same university and now associate 
professor of nwrketing at FSU. 

The study had several purposes: to determine 
the economic effects of franchising; the 
characteristics of the franchisee; the characteristk» 
of the operation of franchised businesses; the role 
of minority groups in franchising and the nature of 
the franchisor-franchisee rdadornhip. 

Dr. Hunt and Ozanne conducted the study with 
a $62,000 grant from the Small Business 
Administration artd their report, tided "The 
Economk: Effects of Franchising, " has been 
publehed for use by the Senate Select Committee 
on Smdl Business for tl»eir hearings on the 
industry this fall. 

The report concentrates on fast food, 

convenient grocery and dry cleaning-laundry 

franchises. The need for such a study grew out of 
increasing concern by state legitlatcrs »h1 
government agencies over the abuses of franchfae 

systems. 

Several books have been published on the 
franchise industry; but Ozanne said apologists for 
the system have painted too rosy a picture, while 
critics have been too gloomy. His report gpves 
statistical data on franchise operations induding 
their sin, sales, k>cation and failure rate. 

Both Hunt and Ozanne sent questionnaires to 
approximately 800 franchison (those who own 
entire systems) and sent questionnaires to 
approximatelv 4,000 f i a nc h i i ee s (those who buy 
individual franchise businesses). They obtained a 
25 percent response rate from this latter group. 

Of the individual owners polled, 65 percent said 
they would buy the business again if they had it to 
do all over, indicating they were satisfied with 
their venture. 

The median family income reported by 
franchisees in }dB6r Mas fttjXO per year, which 
was higher than prior eaMiings reported by the 
^oufn. The median incoone prior to buying a 



frwvhise business was $10,000. The $6,000 
increase sounds rosy, but Ozanne said for the 
salary indicated the owner's family also worked in 

the business. The total hours a man with a wife 
and two children spent working in the business for 
that income was 120 hours a week, with the man 
working 60 of those hours. The income also 
included the owner's profit from his investment. 

The report showed the typical franchisee to be 
married with children and between the ages of 35 
and 44 years old. In the fast food franchises, 59 
percent in<ficated they had completed one year of 
coliege and more than 32 percent indk:ated they 
had been self-employed prior to purchasing a 
franchise. Only four percent of the fast food 
franchisees were women and they earned 
substantially less than men franchisees. 

Advertising and sales gimmicks attracted very 
few into the business and 48 percent of the owners 
indk:ated that the establishment itself first aroused 
ttieir interest. More than two-thirds of businesses 
were bou^t directiy from franchisors and only 25 
percent of the fast food businesses were bou^ 
from outgoing franchisees. The survey shows that 
businesses purchased second-hand produced 
significantly tower ffwomas than when bou#it 
from a franchisor. 

in the area of minority group participation, the 

report indicated that relatively few minority 
individuals enter business ownership ttirouj^ 

franchisinB, and there aM few minority franchisois 
as wdl. 

The raport said major barriers still stand in the 
way of minority-<iwned franchises, induding racial 
discrimination by hfandmors and sodo-economfc 
factors. Most minority families simply do not have 
the foods necessary to purchase a business and 
very few franchisors have the financial capability 
to subsidize significant numbers of minority group 
franchise holders. The report stated also that 
minority members lack managerial and business 
experience, and that typical two-week training 
programs have not proved ade q uat e to train those 
who have lacked basic skills. 

In conduston, ttw report recommended 
legislation in many areas, indwfing reducing false 
advertising and misleading information, owner 
protectleih Miw, a handbook to be devekiped by 
the Small Business Administration to assist 
franchise holders and a thorough review by the 
SBA of its present minority business programs. It 
dso advocated a "cooling off" period to allow 
prospective owners to change their minds.

Seminoles favored if Huff-Dawson 
combination keeps on rolling along

Florida State's undefeated Seminoles will have to be 
careful Saturday, lest visions of Gators obscure their 
view of Homecoming foe Mississippi State. Kickoff for 
the second home game of the season at Campbell 
Stadium is scheduled for 2 p.m. 

With fTWny Seminole fans already looking ahead to 
next Saturday's FSU-Florida game in Gainesville, FSU 
head coach Larry Jones has been vvaming his players 
aiMUt this WMk'l opponent, Mississippi State. 

"They're an experienced Southeastern Conference 
team," said Jones. "We're going to have to do a good job 
to best them." 

The visiting Bulldogs have managed only one victory 
this season, tfiat a 13-10 win over the Gators. Oklahoma 
State beat the BuHdogs 26-7, while Vanderbilt took a 
40-19 decision, and last week Georgia finished in front 
35-7. 

"We just htven't moved the football," commented 
Misiscippi State coach Charley Shira. "We've been 
working on the offense this week, and we hope it will be 
nrtore effective." 

Shira noted that the Bulldogs haven't been especially 
impieisiv* on defense either, altho*n^ he said mental 

llpies liave proved costly . 

"Wb tiawn't played viiell on defense, even though the 
top (tefenrive piayars are bade from last season," he 
oontimiad. 




Offensively, quarterback Billy 
Baker has fumbled himself out 
of the starting lineup and junior 
college transfer Hal Cheaiander 
is now No. 1 at that position. 

Cheaiander has completed 29 
of 63 passes for 377 yards and 
one touchdown. His top running 
backs have been Lewis Grulite 
and Wayne Jones. 

Grubbs has gained 277 yards 

on 62 tries and scored twice, 
v«hile Jones hat added 147 yards 
on 26 atHMpts and three 
touchdowns. 

Giant tackles Joe Edwards 
(263) and Preston Payne (260) 
anchor the offensive line, and 
provide most of the holes for the 
running of Grubbs and Jones. 

Defensively, Mississippi 
State's pass defense has been the 
major bri^t spot with Frank 
Dowsing and Ken Phares leading 
the way. The duo anchors the 
defensive backfield and their 
veed makes them espadaily 
dangerous on interceptions. 

"We have some fine kids back 
there," commented Shira, "but 
Ftorida State has the passer and 
receivers to really give us 
trouble. Our offense started in 
such poor field position last 
vveek against Georgia that we 
gambled and lost. As a result, 
Georgia got good field position 
and scored two touchdowns that 
our defense might not have 
otherwise given up. Actually, 
our poor offense has been 
hurting our defense." 

Surprisingly, Mississippi State 
returned all 11 starters from last 
year's defense. 

As for the Florida State 
Seminoles, Coach Jones has been 
vwrning his players not to get 
caught looking ahead to the 
Florida game. 

"Mississippi State has been 
the victim of some bad breaks in 
the past two weeks, and they i; 
be out to bounce back at our 
expense," he said. "If we get 
caught looking ahead, we'll be in 
for a long afternoon." 



Ftorida State has started out wMt four straight wins, 
only the fourth time in history the Seminoles have 
accomplished the feat. And, Jones is hoping history 
repeato itself again, since the 1949, 1950 and 1964 
teams that won their first four alao went on to win game 
^k>.5. 

Leading the offensive dtarge for the Seminoles has 
been the trio of quarterback Gary Huff, wkie receiver 
Rhett Dawson and kicker Frank Fontes. 

Huff is currently No. 2 in the nation in both total 
offense and passing offense. He has completed 62.6 per 
cent of his passes (67 of 107) for 1036 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 

Dawson is the nation's No. 1 pass receiver with an 
average of 7.5 receptions per game. The redhead has 
pulled in 30 passes for 369 yards and three touchdowns. 
In addition, Dawson has a shot at both season and career 
pass catching reconfc. 

Fontes has scored 31 points in four games, and ranks 
No. 6 in the country in that department. He has hit on 
10 of 10 extra points and oonMrtad seven of 10 field 
goals. 

Overall, the Seminoles rank second in the nation in 
passing, trailing oi4y Watfiington. FSU is averaging 258 
yards per game thru the air. wMIe Washington is at 304 
yards per game. 

Althou^t Dawson has been Huff's No. 1 receiver, the 
Seminoles have 10 players who have pulled in paaes.

Florida's offk:lal state play is "Cross and Sword," presented in ite 
own amphitheatre in St. Augustine. 

ITS BRIEF HISTORY is as stormy as the unsettied era it depicts. 
From its incpetion. Cross and Sword has been enmired in a veritable 
quagmire of red ink. However, through private contributions, and 
some political razzle-dazzle by State Senator Verle Pope (D) from 
St. Augustine, it appears that the State Ray is here to stay. 

Since the citizens of Florida involuntarily contributed about 
$25,000 to prevent its collapse. Cross and Sword Aould be 
scrutinized like any other State expenditure. 

Cross and Sword is, all things oonsidered, an average play. It 
needs dialogue revision, excess scene elimination, a few 
choreography changes, an jntprowjd fliimtf system, and certain 
technical modifk:ations. 

The play runs two hours, so even with a fifteen minute 
intermission, it is thirty minutes too long. 

Selective dialogue and scene cuts would generate a conciseness 
the pageant neette, shorten production time, and cut costs. 

DANCE NUMBERS ARE very well done, but are too numerous 
and long for outdoors production. 

The most asinine aspect of outdoor pageantry is technkal 
ostentation. Cross and Sword has it too, nam<^, the excessively 
loud discharging of firearms on stage is a travesty of true drama, 
and doing it in the name of realism is no excuse for poor taste. 

After the shooting of countless rounds of blanks in the heat of a 
battle scene, and old style, 4 inch cannon is ominously wheeled on 
stage and fired. The resulting bone-grinding concussion jolts the 
entira audience, and frightens youngsters to tears. 

CROSS AND SWORD does have several strong aspects, for 
example, the incredibly beautiful and historically accurate costumes 
by Gundrun Hal, and fine music by Karen Armel. 

The acting is surprisingly good in most cases, and is typified by 
Phillip Lanier in the role of Basilio Bonito, a castaway held in slavery 
by the Indtens. Robert Bloodworth as Don Pedro Menendez de 
Avilez, the governor of St. Augustine, Mark Dearing as Itufa, the 
Witchman, and Linda Hall as the beautiful Timucuan Princess, 
Notina. 

The Official Play of the State of Florida has done fairly vwN tills 

season. Reports are it broke even.

Long-haired Russell, the 
popular artd versatile Ameruan 
star vrfio records on his own 
Shelter label, is featured during 
the next hour in a repeat of a 
concert broadcast by PBS last 
year. 

Both segments, produced by 
Alan Baker and diractad by 

Allan Muir, are uninterrupted 
concerts without host or 
announcer - a format that has 
become increasingly popular for 
presenting rock musk: on PBS. 

Stevens and Russell were 
given complete artistic freedom 
to select their own music and 
perform it in their own way . 

For example, at the Stevens 
taping session, the artist wns 
simply invited into the studio 
along with a small audierKe and 
the sesswn was taped.

NSA abolishment debated 
this afternoon in Moore

A debate on whether the National Student 
Assodation (NSA) will be abolished or not at 
FSU is at 3:30 p.m. in Moore Auditorium. 

A referendum box proposing to replace NSA 
with an Office of Student Services, elkninating 
the political aspects of NSA, will be available at 
the student election polling places Wednesday. 

Speaking in favor of the referendum will be 
Chesley Morton, candidate for NSA 
coordinator on a ticket (Young Americans for 
Freedom-YAF) that advocates abolition of 
NSA. In opposition to the referendum will be 
V. James T. Parish, current NSA coordinator at 
FSU and member of the NSA Supervisory 
Board. James Monroe will be mediator. 

Morton said "the NSA acts as a 
represeritative body of all U.S. students. It 
holds a convention each year and passes 
resolutions, etc., which supposedly represent 
the opinions of all students in the country." 

However, he said that "only 7.5 percent of 
all U.S. colleges are represented at the 
conventions. This is one of the reasons we want 
NSA abolished." 

In a counter-statement. Parish Mtad, "NSA 



never has said it represents all students in the 
U.S. What we in NSA attempt to do is to act as 
a forum for the expression of student concerns 
in NSA-member schools. Why spend student 
government funds and time to create a new 
office in the bureaucracy when we can improve 
on the system?" 

Rem3:King on the debate. Parish said, "I am 
conse-iting to this debate with YAF only to 
keep tht issue bi-partisan, not to expound on 
philosophKal beliefs." 

The purpose of tf>e previously mentioned 
student services office would be: 

1. To withdraw FSU student government 
from membership in NSA. 

2. To form a presidential committee to 
investigate the formation of a student services 
office vKhich would perform the following 
functions: (a) consolidate and disburse 
information and materials on services; (b) 
maiiTtain correspondence with odier student 
groups to bring new ideas to FSU; (c) initiate 
projecu for the benefit of studenu; (d) operate 
at a eoat less #ian that of FSU4i^ 

3 The former NSA coordinator shall 
become coordinator for the student services 
office upon Its formation.

for women' bill 

WASHINGTON-The House wtes Tuesday on a 
proposed Const : . : j lai amendment to guarantee 
equal righu with men. 
At issue is not whether an amendment wiN be 

.1 but v»+>ether it will be the straight 
^rKompromising version demanded by women's 
groups or an amended version that would exempt 
women from the military draft and would allow 
laws aimed at protecting women. 

The original amendment proposed by Rep. 
Martha Griffiths, D-Mich., says, "Equality of rights 
of any person under the law shait not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any state on 
account of sex." 

But Rep. Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., won 
Judiciary Committee approval for adding a 
provision saying, "This article shall not impair the 
validity of any law of the United States which 
exempts a person from compulsory military 
servico or any other law of the United States or <^ 
any state which reasonably promotes the health 
and safety of the people." 

FAMU study shows 
blacks distrust drug 
abuse programs 

A study conducted by two Florida A&M 
University professors and the Department of 
Health and RehabilitatiM Services indicates th« 
Wade citizens In Tallahassee distrust drug abuse 
programs run by whites. 

The professors, Lefiest Gatimore and Brenda 
Williams, conducted their survey in 
"Frenchtown," the Uadc distric; of the capital, 
and found that 09 percent of the Mack residents 
ftft white people do not understand the *ug 
pwrfilem among blacks. 

"The black community has been burdened with 
these problems for years," said their study. "It was 
not until drug abuse reached the plush residential 
section of middle-class America that it was. 
recognized as a real problem." 

One third of the persons surveyed reported 
using marijuana. Half the respondents said they 

felt v*hite college studwm and drug peddlers mn 

the main source of drugs in the black community. 
Frank Nelson, director of the health and 

reh^litative services department's dn^ 

program, said the survey "dearly indicatet a need 
to move into this gap." 

"We long have Wt the biedc community was 
being bypassed in society's efforts in druf ibuM 

abatement," he said. 

Newspaper editors

The resolution, drawn by IMiami Heiald 
nwnaging adHor Urry Jinks, also supported the 
caaes of Herbert Davidson, editor of xhe Oaytona 
Beach News Journal, and the potitkMi of the 
Florida Timot^kMi and Jacksonville Journal in a 
lawsuit against the papfjrs. 

The resolution noted that Davidson had been 
amrsted and charged under an old law requiring a 
"**«P«PW to give equal space to a political 
candidate who has been criticized by the 
newspaper. 

The Times-Union and Journal, the resolution 
aid, had been sued for invasion of privacy under 
a. old law prohibiting the piMication of the 
names of juveniles in rape cases. The two 
newip^iers printed the name of a 15-year-old 



rapist and were sued by the youth's family. 

Sachs, editor of the University of Florida 
student newspaper The Alligator, was arrested 
earlier this week and charged with publishing 
information about where to obtain abortions. 

The FSNE resolution noted that Sachs 
"deliberately tested the law by publishing a list of 
abortion referral servtcec, ^ich are themselves 

a M 



The resolution said the FSNE "supporu the 
legal righu of publication in each of these cases, 
protected by the Fmt Amendment guarantee of 
freedom of die prest."

Befora leavinf Ankara Wednesday, Agnew will 
hold formal discussions with President Cevdet 
Sunday, Prime Minister Nihat Iram, Minister of 
Foreign Affaire Osman Oteay, Tckim Ariborun, 

president of the senate and Sabit Oimanawi, 
president of the National Assembly. 

He will arrive in Iran Oct. 13 to partKipate in 
the Shah of Iran's celebration to commemorate 
the 2,500th anniversary of the founding of the 
Rareian empire by Cyrus the Great. 

The Vice President will leave Iran Oct. 16 for a 
two or three-day official visit to Athens. 

Once the official part of his visit ends, Agnew 
will proceed to Gargaiianoi in the south of Greece 
where his family lived before they emigrated to 
the United States. Agnew still has many, althou^ 
mostly dbtant relatives Ihnng in Greece.

The show was scheduled to begin et 8-it didn't. After Coach 
Larry Jones introduced the senior members of the football team, 
McDonald sauntered onstage to announce he was stalling for time 
because Presktont MarthaM had not anivwi. He promody began to 
secrete a vapid 45 minute monologue, oocasmnalhr spewing racial 
slurs and obscenities. 

The next major event of the evenmg was the mangling of the 
traditional crowning of Homecoming Queen. Hershel had help for 
this one; President Marshall, a florist and someone who lost the 
queen's crown. 

The court was named, then hustled offstage. Then Howdy-Doody 
McDonald suddenly began shouting to the crowd that the florist 
fwgot to bring the complimentary roses until now, and demanded 
the queen and her court return to the stage for the flowers. 

The bewildered queen and her court obeyed, and an already 
restless audience patiently endured another foul-up. 

Forty-five minutes late, the Vofces of East Hariem hand-clapped 
and bugalooed their way on stage to begin the task of salvaging the 
remainder of the evening. 

The Voces of East Hariem are indeed talented. However, their 
SB le c t fen off songs ww designed primarily for northern blacks. 
Consequently, it bore little relevance to a floMiiam, pndominatriy 
white audience-and was received cooly. 

Bet we en acts. Hershel McDonald again commandeered the 
microphone; at this sight, the disgrunded audience began booing and 
stomping. McDonald proceeded, however, to mdce several innocuous 
enrNNmoaments. then ended with an obscenity. 

Then came the highlight of the evenkig (to that point), as a 
technician chased a couple of shy polKeman around the field with a 
spotlight beem. 

Ensukig thoae ephemeral moments of mirth were 20 minutes of 
the Ike and Tina Turner Review, playing instrumentals. then itte 
Iketts bopped on stage to further warm the crowd. 

Finally, at about 11, Ike and Tina Turner began their act. The 
crowd responded warmly. Tine topped off the evenkig with the song 

"I Want to Take Vou Higher", which really ignited the audtence, and 
made over three hours of waiting worthwhile. 

Unfortunetely. they dkl no encore; the homecoming crowd 

deserved one. 

The extended delay was inexcusable. If President Marshall was 
unabfa to attend, than tome odiar dignifaiy should have perfomwd 
the crowning-or postponed it until prior to the football game.

Florida Statute 797.02 was passed by the legislature in 
1868. it fbriMds the dissemination of any information "for 
the purpose of causing or procuring the miscarriage of any 
woman pregnant with child..." 

Today, 103 years later, the editor of The Florida 
Alligator, student newspaper of the University of Florida, 
is charged with violating that law. 

Last week the editor, backed by the Board of Student 
Publications, elected to contest that law by printing 
abortion refen^ information wMch Ind twan gathered 
from national magazines. 

In justification of their action, the Alligator stated 
editorially. "We believe F.S. 797.02 to be 
unconstitutional, for it forbids a newspaper to print what 
are already well-known facts: legal abortiom may be 
obtained. 

"in the highest journalistic traditiora, we ai« 

challenging the law, as any legitimate newspaper would. 
We refer you to John Peter Zenger or the New York Times' 
release of the Pentagon Papers for historical precedents 
that ended with affirmation of the press' right to act as 
governmental watchdog through testing of the law." 

It is the opiraon <rf the Alligator staff that F.S. 737.02 
violates the First Amandmant to the Constitution. 

We disagree. With freedom of the press comes the 
responsibility of the press. And, it is this responsibility 
which we feel The Floridi ANigatDr hafc fomken. 

F.S 797 02 is the second part of the abortion laws of 
Florida. The first, F.S. 797.01. forbids the performance of 
an abortion upon any woman, except to save her life. The

For years integfation has 
been floatinfl around, but people 
continue to i|noi» ».

Sagravatien^ oonfucion hat 
formed in men's mind* 
throughout history throuj^i 
concept! of riawy varsus 
freedom, Inforiorlty W» 
superiority. 

Now Uackt advocate and 
protest for freedom and 
superiority, yet many Amaricana 
are unabia to saa these changaa. 
These blind Americanf put 
"dead end signs" on all roads 
leading to integration. 

One of the issues of 
integration is the busirtg of 
children away from thair 
neightKMThood schools.

Perhaps "integration 
therapy" would help people 
understand and see through the 
illogical ideas they use to block 
reality. Investigations of a group 
ai paopi* AouM cease and 
I n va m g atkwit of the individual 
and hit meritt be taken up. Then 
maybe steraotypai oouM be 
erated. 

The "great stall" hat brouf^t 
some consequences. Inferior 
black schools, formerly 
cvnouflagad and overlooked, are 
now expoeed to the publk: eye. 
Blacks have paid taxes for 
education but have received 
facilities, equipment and 
materials far below standard 
quality. 

And now that the trumpet of 
forced intagratkin it sounding, 
some v\rfiites don't want their 
kids to go to these schools, even 
thou#i black students w^o ware 
graduated from these inadequate 
institutions have managed to 
escape into established society 
and have survived the turmoil of 
their imposed enviror>mental 
inadequacies. 

Even though competing 
within society with the handicap 
of inferior schooling, these black 
man and women have succeeded 
in making superior achievement, 
for when a black man takes even 
the tame size step that the white 
man takes, one step is worth 
10,000 for the black man. 

More anger recently has been 
provoked because of federal 
court intervention in public 
school integration, but the 
Uueprintt have been flowing 
around too long. It is past time 
for them to come off paper and 
intoactkMts. 

Some parents still think: "My 
chid wiH be exposed, and I 
don't know v»hat will result." 

A child it taui^t to hate and 



to love. He learns from his 
environment. If parents tell a 
chid Waek it dirty, uify and 
nasty, when the child sees 
something black, he will avoid it 
and fear it. 

How can anyone understand 
a person if he doesnt have a 
chance to know him?

In some cases people may 

raapond: "America doesn't want 

to change." That's really too 

bad, because change is 

inevitable. 

Now that tchooit are being 

integrated, there is a need for 

the development of a positive 

seif-concept for black studentt 

who have been stripped of *eir 

self-worth as a human being. 

These students are lost in a 

mwrocosm that belittles them 

and destroys their self-worth. If 

a student does not believe in 

himself, who will? If a student 

feels he cannot do something, 

who can help him do It? 

People desire to be needed 

and wanted; not rejected and 

despised. The worst thing that 

can be done to the young black 

mind is to say: "I don't want 

you in my school." 

The strong black mind would 

rebel and say: "What makes you 

think I want you in my tchool? 1 

don't want to go to your school 

anyway. I'm better than you 

■ »• 
are. 

The weaker black mind 
wouM be crippled until he 



becomes aware of the situation 
whteh strives to mold him into 
"nothing." 

And then there's the cultural 
barrier between the black 
student and the white teacher. 
What happens when the cultures 
clash? The child gets hurt if the 
teacher dott not understand htm 
and ihai'etara cannot lalaAa to 
him. And if the school Ixwrd 
does not help the teacher brkige 
the cultural then the school 
board's bahairior it blatant 
racism. 

There must be in-service 
training for all teachers so they 
will be prepared to teach in the 
multi-cultural dassroom. If a 
person is to teach American 
literature, he should know black 
literature as well as white 
literature. He should know black 
history as well as white history. 
He should know black-created 
scientific achievements as well as 
white -created ones. 

This not only applies to 
blacks, txit to Indians, Mexicans, 
Chinese and other cultural 
groups in America. Sure, it takes 
time, but it certainly doesn't 
hurt the teacher's education and 
it certainly does help the child's. 

Colleges and universities 
should broaden their programs 
to include studies that will 
prepare their graduates for the 
multi-cultural society. 

Meanwhile, the studentt in 
puMk: schodt will tuffer unlett 
there is a cadre to visit schools 
during the weeic and instruct 
studentt and teachers. 

American can no longer 
escape the words that have so 
long been written in documents 
and American history 
books-that the United States is 
composed of hetarogeneous 
groups of people. 

And America should know 
now that it is the time for these 
heterogeneous groups to be 
educated without being robbed 
of their lalf-worth and cultural 
heritage.

Just what is the University 
HeoMi Center supposed to do? 



By KERRY RAOEL 
of the Flambeau staff 
With all the gripes and 
complaints about what the 
University Health Center does 
do and what it doesn't do, 
wouldn't it tie nice to find out 
exactly what it is suppoied to 
do? 

Over 70,000 visiu were made 
to the Health Center in the last 
academic year for "just about 
any of the things you'd expect," 
said John Graves, center 
administrator, "from advice for 
colds, sore throats, upset 
stomachs, allergy shots, sprains, 
cuts and lacerations to major 
illnesses and injuries." 

That makes the center a 
walk-in, emergency, minor 
surgery, mental health, birth 
control, gynecology and physical 
exam clinic. 

Patients are urged to call the 
center for an appointment when 
they wish to be seen by a 
doctor. Of course, emergencies 
or sudden illnesses are handled 
any time, day or night, by either 
nurses or doctors on call. 

One of the newest services is 
the nurses' diagnostic dinic 
w*fere students can receive a 
thorough physical exam 
including lab and blood work for 
$12. Any doctor in to«m «wmW 



probably charge $16 -420 for 
the same service. 

The gynecology (GYN) and 
birth control clinics are often 
frequented parts of the center 
too, with over 100 vwomen iseing 
treated weekly. 

The GYN clinic, open 
Tuesday and Thursday from 
8.20 to 2:50, handles the "usual 
female proUems" and is separate 
from the birth control clinic. 
There is no charge except for a 
Pap smear, which oocts $4. 

The birth control clinic is 
open all day Wednesdays and 
operates on a fee-for-servioe 
basis. "Despite critics, this is 
bask:ally set up for married 
students, and there are many 
controls in effect for those who 
are not," said Graves. An 
unmarried woman under 21 
must have written parental 
consent before the clinic will 
prescribe for her. As a 
precaution, the forms for this 
consent are maHed by the Health 
Center directly to tfie parent and 
are then returned by them. 

The mental health clinic, 
staffed by two psychiatrists, is 
also well used, although Graves 
eoufcint give a positive monthly 
number of patients because 
"ueatment for a mental health 
ProUem may require a number 



of return visits where a cut 
finger would be a one-time 
thing." He mentioned tttat an 
increased number of students 
have symptoms of anxiety 
and nervousness towa r d s the end 
of each quarter. 

The minor surgery ward, 
open Wednesdays from 9-12, 
handtes such things as ingrown 
toenails, cysts and warts, or 
anything that is usually done in 
a doctor's office and does not 
requfre ho^Mtalization. There is 
usually no charge for the surgery 
unless laboratory work is 
required. 

Prescriptions are sold at cost 
to the student, ar>d certain 
non-prescription medications, 
such as aspirin or throat 
k>zenges, are also available at no 
cost. 

What about the Student wlio 
should burst his appendix one 
afternoon? "He wouW be sent 

immediately to Tallahassee 
Memorial," said Graves. "Wte 
have no facilities to handle 

surgical emergencies like that, or 
delivering babies, or intensive 
care." 

The $15 student health fee, 
w^tch full-time students pay 
quanariy as pwt of their 
registration fee, pre-pays the 
cost of basic medical care and

To be accented into 
the program students must have a 2.5 grade point average or better 
and must have the minimal equiwrtant of four quarters of college 
^Spanish. A November 1 deadline has b«n established for 
apptications for the January session. 

The Center for Latin American Studies will acfven applicatnns 
and forward them to Colombia for final selection. 

The program is entirely 
self-supporting Students will 
pay the same tuition and fees as 
Colombian students, directly to 
the Universidad de los Andes. 
Dr. Carter estimates total costs, 

including transportation to 
Bogota, wNI be nearly the same 
•s a student resi<lence at any 

Florida university. 

The Universidad de los Andes 
is organized similar to U.S. 
universities. Dr. Carter said he 
"foresees no difffculty" in

BACK WITH THE WIND 

Gone With the Wind, that 
granddaddy of all Hollywood 
romantic epics, is bade with the 
winds of economic necessity 
vxhich are now so fiercely 
buffatift* M6M. Origindly 
re-released on an 
every-seven-years basis, the film 
is back to us just two years after 
itt most recent ra-reiaase because 
ttte studio (now actually little 
more than a distributing 
company) needs the bread. 

AdmittwBy. Gone WOt the 
Wind is a film that every 
American should see at least 
once. It's your patriotk: duty. 
The film is so ingrained as a 
piece of Americana (like Busby 
Berkelcv muaicala and Bogart 
flicks) that it is if only for that 
reason important in the history 
of Hollywood fMnMnaking. It 
won more Oscars than any other 
film until Ben Hur in '59, 
including being named Best 
Picture of 1939 by thecritKally 
oriented Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences. And 
of course, it made stars of Vivian 
Leigh. Olivia de Havilland, and 
Hattie McDaniel. 

Besides those illustrious stars, 
the film of course had Rhett 
Butler as Clark Gable (or was it 
the other way around?). Also 
featured were Thomas Mitchell, 
Leslie Howard, Victor Jory, 
Butterfly McQueen (no relation 



to Steve), and George 

"Superman" Reeves. An all-star 
cast in the MGM tradition. 

But why be cynical. The film 
is, indeed, the epitome of the 
Hollywood romantic epic. 
(That's romantic with a small r.) 
Why should we care if Scarlett 
O'Hara is a spoiled, greedy bitch. 
She believet in aH those solid 
American ideals (your strength is 
in the land, etc.) which were 
instilled in her by her daddy. 

Directed by Victor Fleming 
(and perhaps George Kuchar), 
tfte film is inliised wMi an epic 

ffEV/EW 

sweep, and it is technkally 
overwhelming-despite the fact 
that the idyllic Tara was 
constructed on a back lot in 
California. Commentators often 
like to cite the technically 
difficult crane shot at the 
railway station -hospital. Other 
people like the burning of 
Atlanta. My personally favorite 
shot was done in the studio 
where Rhett and Scarlett kiss 
goodbye after the burning of 
Atlanta. They are simpiv 
silhouetted against a dean 
aange-washed cyclorama with a 
rail fence in the foreground. 

Then there is Gable's familiar 
(and at that time shocking) line 
about not giving a dam. But, 
after all, tomorrow is another 
day (whteh must be one of the 
worst end lines of any movia 
evpr made). 

SHALLOW-CALLOW SUMMER 
Robert MuHigan's Sunwner of 
'42 continues its successful 
return engagement at the Varsity 
Theatre. It is a popular film, and 
it is entertaining. But I think it's 
also a very *allow. almost 
empty film. This same feeling 
has haunted me through every 
Robert JuWigan film from To 
Kit a Mockhgbird to Inside 
Deitf Clover to The Stalking 
Moon. 

On an affective level. 
Mulligan's evocation of callow 
youth Strikes a responsive note 
with the viewer, especially the 
male viewer. The bateony scene 
where Hermie thinks he's feeling 
his date's breast is clever enough, 
I guess, but the scene where 
Hermie goes into a drugstore to 
buy his first condom is a minor 
masterpiece. 

But in their attempt to be 
spare in their evocation of past 
innocence, MuHigan and his 
scriptwriter evoke the very 
sentimentality they seem to be 
trying to avoid. Hermle's 
relationship with the woman 
(ethereally beautiful Jennifer 
O'Neal) it dramatlcallv 



unsatisfying. Ultimately the film 
becomes a sentimental version of 
Last Summer. 

APES AGAIN 

Tvwntieth Century-Fox has 
re-released the first two of its 
highly successful ape films. 
Planet of the Apes and Beneath 
the Planet of the Apes, as a 
double feature, and they play 
this weekend at the Mall 
Theatre. 

The first, directed by 
Franklin J. Schaffner (recent 
Oscar-winner for directing 
Patton). stars Charlton Heston as 
Taylor, one of three American 
astronauts of the future who 
survive a aach landing on a 
strange planet, very earth-like, 
where evolution seems to be 
reversed and where apes emerge 
as the dominant species, with 
men running around wild and 
naked in the forests. 

The role reversal situation 
gave scriptwriters Rod Sailinfl 
and Mfchaal Stewart a f ieM day 
with clever goings-on, and *«y 
almost turned the film into a 
silly sit-com. 

But the dklactic power of the 
realization as to how the story 
will turn out saves the film. The 
ending, with Taylor forlorn on 
the beach. Is quite 
povwrful-even if you did fliMre 
it out some time beforehand. 

Also featured in the film are 
Maurne Evans as Zakis, the 
orthodox. Establishment-type 

orangutan scientist, and Roddy 
McDowell and Kim Hunter as 
Cornelius and Zira, the 
rebellious young chimpanzee 
scientists. Linda Harrison is 
rather unnecessarily thrown in 
for love interest. Morton Hack 
designed the make-up.

Florida State took the ensuing kickoff and 
mounted its best drive of the day. The 
Semi notes went 74 yards in five players. 

Two pass plays from Huff to flanker Barry 
Smith were the lonfl gainers, the first one for 25 
yards and the second over the middle for 37 
yards and a touchdown. FontM added the extra 
point to give FSU a 10-3 lead. 

The Seminoles got a break later in the 
quarter when Duane Carrell punted to the 
Bulldogs' 32. But FSU was offside on the play 
and Mississippi State elected to have Carrell 
punt over. 

The second time he boomed a 45-yard 
punt that eluded Frank Dowling, and PWI 
Arnold noownd Hit Ml for Florida State at 

the 22. 

Again a slippery field botfwed the 'Moles 
and Pontes wet called on for a 40-vard field 
goal His kick WM just over the crossbar and 
Fktrida State led 13-3 as Ihe first half endad. 

The second half started slowly before 
Fkirida State took advantage of a Bulldog 
fumble. First FSlfs Jarrett fumWed at the MSU 
27 and Jack Hall recovered. Then, on the next 
play, BuMdog quarterback Hal Chealander 
fumhl«l and Chariie Hunt recovered for FSU at 
the 26. 

Jerren dashed up the middle for 15, and 
HuffthrwvtoW»ettO«vK>natthetti«.

Munroe hit for one and then blasted into the 
end zone on the next play. However, Munroe 
lumblad iuit « l»e croseed over the goal and the 

ball flew into the hands of Seminole »ia«'

Later in the period Florida State took the 
ball following a punt and drove .46 yards for a 
final touchdown. 

Smith started the drive by sprinting around 
right end on a reverse for 21 yards. Paul 
Magalski rambled 10 yards on the draw, and 
Huff got one yard on a busted play. 

On second down. Huff lobbed a pass to tight 
end Mike Glass in the right corner of the end 
zone for a touchdown. The catch was the first 
of the season for Glass. Fontes' kick vi/as good 
and FSU led at the end of the third period. 

Mississippi State scored a touchdown in the 
fourth period-the first TD given up this season 
by FSU's defense in the second half. Of course, 
at that juncture in the ganw Coach Jones had 
the second and third string defensive players 
gaining experience while the first and most of 
the second teams watched from the sidelines. 

The Bulldogs' score came on a 10-yard run 
by halfback Wayne Jones, but the two-point 
conversion try was no good and tt»e game ended 
27-9. 

"I think our defense played real well again 
today," said Jones after the game. "We used 
our second unit much of the second half and 
they gained valuable experience.

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Lieberman's 
fate unsure

Jack Lieberman's trial dragged on in Moore Auditorium last night 
at lagBl technicalities stymied a quick decision. 

Vice President for Student Affairs Steve McClellan was the first 
witness called by the prosecution and was the principal witness prior 
to Flambeau press time. McClellan was called to testify one hour 
after the beginning of the proceedings and after the final K"Y 
telaction wt* completed. 

McCMIan's opening testimony established the certificates and 
guidalifMK from which the Center for Participant Education (CPE) 
oourm were approved. Course syllabi were to be submitted to the 
CPE board and then to McClellan's office, the vice president 
testified. Then they were judged by (1) legal ramifications and, (2) 
financial reimbumment policies. 

McClellan's further testimony dealt with the immediate 
background of the crediting of counes and Lieberman's suspension. 

The deferae questioned McClellan about any possible pressure 
from the Florida Legislature, one of many procedures which were 
objected to and overruled by Honor Court Judge Charles Tunnicliff. 

Prior to being reiaawd as witness, McClellan testified his main 
reason for differentiating between Claire Cohen's "War and 
Revolution in Vietnam" and Lieberman's course was that Lieberman 
paiaad out and followed the same syllabus submitted to the vice 
president's office and Cohen did not use a syllabus.

BOR to establish 
CPE policy Friday 

The Board of Regents (BOR) is expected to establish policy 
guidelines for non-credit discussion groups such as FSU's Center for 
Participant Education (CPE) edu-groups at the monthly BOR 
meeting in Gainesville Friday morning. 

THE RECOMMENDATION to be voted on states that "no 
non<xeAt discussion group can be offered on a regular or a 
continuing basis in university-owned facilities or be supported by 
publw monies" unless it meets certain guidelines. 

The guidelines are to relate to the "statutory and other lawful 
aims of the State University System, legal constraints upon 
expenditures of public monies, lawful teaching method, and 
discussion leader competence." 

BOR CHANCELLOR HENDRiX CHANDLER said that the 
piBp o sed policy will not affect the present CPE program at FSU. 
"The state just needs a guideline policy, but the present CPE 
conforms to these guidelines," he said. 

The proposed policy also requires review and approval of 
noncredit discussion groups by university officials, v*rtio shall 
establish internal poiicv ouidelines as necessary. 

GOVERNOR REUBIN ASKEW has made It clear that he will not 
nnppomt Regent Elizabeth Kovachevich when her term expires in 
Daeembar. Caiandler said. Kovachevich. who has served for two 
yaars, aroused much oontroveny last spring when she labeled 
universtty dormiteries "taxpav**' whorahouaes." 

In other business Friday, the BOR wM hear a racommendatkm to 

establish an engineering science program st the University of Soutfi 
Fk>rida. The proyam wouM offer B.S. and M.S. degrees but no 
doctoral degree, and wouM give FSU students a place to transfer. 

The BOR is expected to pass a recommendation to reduce the 
term of the board chairman from four years to one year. 
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McGovern favors Byrd for post 



WASHINGTON-The two 
announced candidates for the 

Democratic Presidential 
nomination gave opposing views 
Sunday of whether Sen. Robert 
C. Byrd, D-W.Va., was qualified 
to be a Supreme Court justice. 

Sen. George McGovem, 
D-S.D., predicted Byrd would be 
confirmed by the Senate if he is 
nominated by President Nixon, 
and called him a man of 
"enormous industry and 



personal pride." But Sen. Fred 
R. Harris, (M)kla., said he would 

oppose Byrd as a man whose 
record did not warrant his 
appointment to the high court. 

Both men were reacting to 
published reports that Nixon 
was considering Byrd, now 
assistant Senate Democratic 
leader, to fill one of two 
vacancies on the court brought 
about by the resignation of

Evers' remarks Saturday were in response to a 
recent news conference, at whteh I We r wi t h. the first Wade to enter 
the University of Mississippi, announced he was forming a "voters 
committee" to encourage blacks to go to the polls in the November 
electkMi. Hovwvw. he dadined to give hb peraonal endorsement to 
Ewers. 

Church advocofes amnesty 
for war protesters 

WASHINGTON-The United Methodist Church announced 
Sunday it would consider next yaw resolutions advocating amnesty 
for war misters, the ri|^ to conseitntiously object to a specific war 
and lessening of penalties for marijuana posaession. 

Noting die numbers of Amencan exilts in Canada and Sweden, 
the board called on the church to "initiate or join efforts to secure 
amnesty for these and others who have resisted war by violating 
Selective Servne regulations or civil or mMitary law in connection 
rawWi." 

And as long as conscription exists, another resolution sakl, "We 
ask that all those who conscientiously object to preparation for or 
pertieipatton in any sp«Mc war or all wws be granted legal 
recognition.'' 

Th« board, in another 
resolution, caNod for reform of 

narcotics laws making penalties 
for marijuana possession 
"conmensurste with the known 
dangers." It asked that penalties 
be reduced "for simple 
poHMion without intent to seH 
to a sm«N fine or no penalty at 
all."

GOVERNOR ASKEW was sel e cttd by Gold 
Kay (men's honorary) members as their Man of 
the Yew. representing the traditional off-campus 
selection. Presidant Marshall was chosen Man of 
the Year by members as the campus hoiwrae. Both 
received honorary maiWbarihlps. 

Gold Kay Praiideiit George Tragos said Dr. 
Marshall and Governor Askew were selected 
because "they are examples of what Gold Key 
stands for in the way of leadership and service. 
Both have contributed greatly to Florida's 
program in higher education, especially at Florida 
State, and in addition, have given major aid to the 
entire scope of public education as well." 

He said student members felt Marshall had done 
"an outstanding job as president" and was 
sincerely interested in students and their problems. 

Governor Askew was selected for his 
continuous support of educational reforms, both 
as a legislator and as a governor, said Tragos. 
Tragos added that he is the first graduate of 
Ftorida State to be elected governor, "and we are 
very proud of that. He has always been a terrific 
friend of the university." 



GARNET KEY (women's honorary) tapped 
Patricia Dore, assistant professor of law and 
Juanita Matthews, assistant professor in 
government. Members also designated a special 
honorary Memorial Membership for the late 
Glynise Smith, a faculty member in the 
department of physwal education who recently 
<fied. Former presidential assistant Alice Cftambers 
also VMS tapped for membership. 

The new Garnet Key members were cited by 
club president Joanne Harris for their 
"outstanding leadership, spirit and service." Dore 
is the first full-time woman faculty member in the 
university's College of Law. She joined the faculty 
in 1970 and is considered a spodalirt in the field 
of constitutional law. 

Matthews, a faculty member for 16 years In the 
government department, was cited for her 
continuous concern and interest for her students. 

CHAMBERS HAS KEN secretary and assistant 
to five university presidents, serving Florida State 
for 22 years.

Journalism program 
badly needed here 

Last fall the President's Task Force on Student 
Publications reported to university president Stanley 
Marshall. While many recommendations of that task force 
have been put into operation, one of the most important 
recommendations has not. 

It was recommended that "an academic joumalisfn 
program be established" at Florida State. 

A four-point plan was outlined for the creation of such 
a program. The task force recommended that: 

-a minv m joumaHnn be craned no iaier Aan Urn 
fail; 

-a major shouM be offiered by September 1973; 

-a master's program shouM be ready fay September 

1975, 

—and a doctoral program should be offered by 1980. 
When the report was submitted to the unnersity 

administration, this recommendation received nothing but 
favorable response. Yet, as of today, nothing has been 
done. 

There is no journalism minor, as was recommended. 
There is no plan for any journalism program at FSU. 

The Board of Regents had dewek>ped a similar plan 
prior to the task force report. Everyone seems to be in 
total agreement that a journalism program is badly i 
at Florida State.

These are the words of an 

activist: 

"The American Federation of 
Teachers (AFT) coming here to 
FSU wilt make the university 
more of an open institution. 
Over the past six years I've seen 
the style of govemenoe change 
from one of some ibility to 
carry on a useful dialogue among 
educators to one of legalistic 
ma neiive rings." 

"It used to be the faculty had 
a reasonable input to governing 
the university. Their personal 
values used to be reflected in the 
institution's policies. But now 
we have legal maneuvering. 
There seems to be always some 
rule or law used to terminate 
questions. No longer do 
reasonable men try to get things 
settled throu]^ the process of 
debate." 

Dr. Roy Ingham is an activist 
and an individual and Florida 
State isn't used to people like 
this. He is making a mark on this 
university and here is why he is 
doing it: 

"This new style marks a 
profound change in deslirig with 
institutional governance. And it 
is a change w^ich could make 
this university sick." 

"My feeling is in a pubic 
university about five percent of 
the activities that go on oouid be 
called oontroversiai. These five 
percent deal with two 
questions-d) building a new 
intage of society and (21 dealing 
with the ways of getting there." 

"If that five percent isn't in a 
sense attowed by the rest of the 
university, the univenrity's 
primary function ceases to exist 
Everything w«ll center on 
Ensfish 101 and Adult Ed 546 
and a football team and a band. 
I don't see why legislators and 
much of society get to 
frightened of this five percent. I 
don't see why they jan't let 
these ideas grow, examme Ihem, 
and give them an opportunity to 
grow if they have merit." 

"If this growing process can't 
go on here, where will it go on? 
The university is the only 



institution that provides a 
self-renewing society. If it folds, 

what can create that 
self-renewal? The answer: 
nothing. Some say this is alreedy 
a disfunctional society. If the 
five percent cannot operate, 
there will be produced only 
leaders to carry on this 
disfurKtional society." 

Ingham doesn't worry about 
opposition and about his self. 

"You place yourself outside 
the reward system of the 
institution and just 'vhat are 
your rewards? You are charged 
with seeking pufalkrity. You are

"Eariler this year, the Board 
of Regents passed a policy to 
equalize graduate admissions at 
this unhwrsity without ever 
coming to us.

"It wasn't Jack's course I 
took the group to another room 
and told them I would act as 
group leader if ttiey wanted to 
discuss f<ouk't book The Making 
of m CountarCi^tun. They said 
yes and pr o cee d e d to give me 
several other books they would 
like to examine. When the group 
met the next week nobody 
rfiowed up." 

That's orte of the many things 
diet has led bigham to his 
speculation on today's 
generation. 

"A frifhtenkig lack of 
concern with corKStmns of 
society today marks this 
generatmn. They are protected 
too much on campus and I don't 
think the university begins to 
expose students to the realities 
of society. They ought to be 
sperKiing a consMeraUe amount 
of time finding out what's going 
on. I must say, thou(^, we as a 
university don't give them any 
initiative for creation." 

"They never get a chance to 
lead their own Ihws. By the time 
they are 22, they don't know 
how to make decisions and they 
don't know how to begin. They 
don't feel they are a causative 
force so they fall back on the 
indecision process, where 
administrators and teachers 
make the decisions for them. 
Unfortunately, they last this 
way all the way through their 
lives and we are the victims of 
their immaturity."

Flipping through the pages of one cf my less enlightening 
economic textbooks, I came across this incongruous statement: 

■In a purely capitiltst system no barriers of law or of custom, 
sjch as existed in the Middle Ages, interfere with the individual's 
free choice, so long as his activities do not conflict with aiminat 
laws of the land. (The fi^X of 'free enterprise' does not permit, for 
instance, slave trading or traffic in opiates.)" 

01 course, free enterprise does not allow slave trade because 
"slaves" are fellow hufwn baingi and have, consequently, the sanfie 
inalienable rights to life, liberty and property as the rest of 
humanity. (Note: an individual becomes a slave v«hen he or she is no 
longer altowad accesc to or control of private property ) 

But since when does free enterprise not allow the trafficking in 
opiates? Since when was a society that passed laws to prohibit the 
voluntary trading O* vrtua for value (money for dope, dope for 
monev acting in tfia nama of laissez faire capitalism, ijs, free 
enterprise? 

It doesn't stand to raaaon that by society choking the free flow of 
; dIv and demand of opiates, narcotics, drugs, dope, and 
nonnarcotic, more-fun drugs like marijuana, that society could 
possibly NOT be fooling around with the economy. 

The problem is not one of moral legislation whch deems the use 
of opiates a sin, i.e.. a crime. The problem lies in the confusion 
resulting from not racogniiirHI that morality and economics are 
interrelated and cannot be aaparalMl for matter of convenience or 
prejudice. 

If one takes a moral oppositk>n in outlawing opiates, the economy is 
inevitably interfered with. By outlawing opiates, a society has, m 
effect, stepped into the affairs of oommeree and said to opiate 
buyers and users, and opiate sellers and growers, "No, you may not 
willingly exchange goods (your property) and if you do^you will be 
arrested (by the State) and sentenced to prison or death." 

Arguments such as opiate users harm society because they must 
steal and doviolenceto "locietv" (but really to individuals) m order 
!o sup(x,rt their habits are shallow. Since opiates are fllegal. the 
supply IS low while the demand is great. The supply » 
ARTIFICIALLY kept down, through the moral/economic strictures 
passed by govermnant, as ar« the pricas for the dope kept artif icially 
^igfi foi the same reson. If opiates were products of the free 
prices for opiates would be MUCH lower, and there would be much 
less criminal action on the part of the iunkias. 

If a iunkie couldn't round up the money for his habit « |^ 
market situation, he could either commit himself to a voluntary free 
clinic (in the syle of MedMk» Anonymous) or, if it seemed there 
were a lot of people getting strung out on opiates and there seemed 
to be a great need for a new wonder drug (in the vein-pun O 
Methadone), the junkie could begin spending his money on the new 
*onder dnig. whkh scientists, motivated by the profit ^ 
charity, would make a heavy effort to invent and maricet. (A tree 
•narket inspins contimioui i iiiair ti and davaiopmant. i^. social 
Pfogrrn.) 

Taking the issue deeper, individuals are self-responsible An 
individual may do harm unto himself if that, indeed, is what the 
effect of taking opiates would be. Individuals should also be free to 
setl opiates to whomevw wishes to buy or use them. . „ f 
If .5 only when the individual junkie commits ^violatiWiOT 
another individual's right to either life or property that the addict 
then is classified as a criminal to be held accountable for ^'s actions^ 
Sorr.e statists contend that state control over dope would be tne 
'deal situation (as thou^i dope was not already subiect to state 
(Control) . that if you wara thinking about getting strung out on ,urik 
vou could go to a government dispenser and receive your ^ 
nation presumably for "free." (Huxley's 5rave/Vew Mtor/rf or even 
THS 1 138> 

The state approach to the opiate problem, however, would be one 
which excluded self -responsibility, the freedom to trade goo 
Iprivate property), and tha freedom to burn yourself out on dope, 
'*iat was what you particularly wanted to do. 

So the big question from which to exfnKrt a PNo«>Ph'"^ 
'"-cipie is NOT "should opiates be legalized?" But rather^ Does 
government, the Stata, or 'society' have the n,^t to make 
opiates illegal?"

Sbevin sfates 
police must 
sift grass' 

Attorney General Robert Shevin, the state's law 
interpreter, says law enforcement (rffioHrt mutt 
continue to sift through confiscated marijuana to 
separate the real stuff from similar-lookini weed. 

Shevin said that although such a sorting pr ocess 
might be tedious and time-consuming, it is 
necessary to protect the rights of small-time 
marijuana users whose "stash" contains moatiy 
oregano, dried seaweed or other products. 

The 1971 state legislature passed a law making 
first offense marijuana possession a misdemeanor 
instead of a felony if the suspect is found to have 
in his possession five i^ams or less of pure 
marijuana. Possession of any anraunt of Marijuana 
over five grams, about tfie equivalent of five to 
seven "joints," is still a felony imder the law. 

Brevard County Solicitor Jarry Brow lacently 
complained to Shevin and SMWe Presidant Jarry 
Thomas, D-Jupher, that the state's new marijuana 
law does not take into consideration "mature 
stalks" of the cannabis plant or other bits of leaf 
miMd wHft mar^uana.

Shevin doubts abortion law

Attorney General Rebart L. Shevin eiQiresced 

serious doubts Tuesday about the legality of 
Florida's century-old law against giving abortion 
information. 

He indicated he might be waiting for the right 
challenge to reach the State Supreme Court so he 
oouM argue againtt the stetute. 

"That's one of the things we're considering 
right now, but we have not made a decision," 
Shevin said. "We're eensidaring various 
altern a tive s ." 

Two of diem are tiie suit filed by die Gannm 
Newspaper Corp. in Biwwd County, pubNdMra of 
Cocoa Today, and the charges filed against 
University of Florida Alligetor editor Ron Sachs, 
who dalibaralaly puMidiad a irt of abortion 
referral services last week to test the law. 

Shevin said there are other cases that mi^t end 
up in the suprama court HttMltm SMhs case 
has not yet been heard at the tecal level in 
Gainesville, and that "we have not yet filed an 
answer" to Gannett's suit. 

Section 797.02 of the Florida Statutes 
prohibits the distribution of any abortion 
information. It makes no distinctk>n between lagri 
abortions in states whera the law has been changed 
recently and abortions done by illegal 



practitioners. 

"I hswe serious questions about the validity of 
the statute." Shevin said in a brief interview 
following Tuesday's cabinet meeting. "I can't go 
beyond that right now." 

Ha said ha oould not state a stronger opinion on 
tfw abortion question, sinee the matter is pending 
in the k>wer courts. 

But Shavin's prass aide. Jtonas Banvtt, said 
"fhtn't no doubt wa'n going to end up in it" on 
one side or the other.

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Senators quesfion quorum count 



]/P, senator charged with senate manipulation

An angry group of student 
senators made charges of "senate 
manipulation" lart Friday 
against Sen. John Harrington 
and Student Body Vice 
President Stevie Eisenmenger. 

THE GROUP EXPRESSED 
their opinion that quorum calls 
by Harrington along with 
rescheduling of a special session 
and alleged "misrepresentation" 
of senate size bv Eliennwiger 
were part of a plan to prevent 
passage of controversial CPE 
resolutions. 

Sen. Pat Garvey charged 
Harrington with "blatant 
irresponsibility" in rafarance to 



the quorum calls which brought 
about adjournment of two 
senate meetings since the quarter 
began, one a special session. 

"At our first meeting of the 
quarter Harrington called for a 
quorum as soon as the session 
began and Slevie adiourned the 
meeting immediately, as we 
didn't have the needed number," 
said Garvey. "More senators 
came in later, but it was too late, 
so we circulated a petition for a 
special session for the following 
Monday ni#it at 7:30." 

Harrington said, "I called for 
a quorum because I felt that 
since there were less than half 
the senators present, the student 
body was not being properly 



represented." 

"Harrington took it upon 
himself to represent the entire 
student body, immobilized the 
senate, and in effect, 
immobilized the student body- 
from having their views 
expressed effectively," 
commented Garvey, 

THERE WAS GREAT 
controversy at the first meeting 
over the present size of the 
senate, which affects the number 
of senators needed to constitute 
a quorum (half the total number 
of senators on the roll, plus 
one). 

Argument ensued concerning 
several students who had 
graduated or withdrawn from 



the university. Vice President 
Eisenmenger reported that her 
office had not been notified of 
any such cases at that time. The 
quorum was placed at 24. 

"This shows a lack of 
responsibility in the vice 
president's office when the list 
of senators still in school is not 
kept up-to-date," said Sen. Tony 
Tubus. 

Eisenmenger said, "The 
quorum number did change by 
the next meeting, but this was 
the result of a resignation which 
VMS not effective until the week 
after the first meeting." 

"The quorum number was 
changed from 24 to 22 at the 
next meeting," said Tubus. "One

In this body, 
from boyhood to youth, and 
then to old age; similarly, the 
soul also passes into another 
body at death. The self-realized 
soul is not bewildered by such a 
change". "As a person puts on 
new garments, giving up old 
ones; similarly, the soul accepts 
new material bodies, giving up 
the old and useless ones." Here 
you can see that your body is 
changing constantiy but that 
something is staying the same. 
But what is that thing that is the 
soul? You cannot remember 
these last lines because to take a 
new body means to forget. We 
can not even remember life at 
age 2 or 3. We performed many

Two ledding advocates of the current women's 
liberation movement, Gloria Steinem and Dorothy 
Pitman, will share the podium tomorrow as guests 
of the FSU Lecture Series. 

THEY WILL APPEAR in Ruby Diamond at 8 
p.m. and will discuss women's role in history and 
current thoughts within the liberation movement. 
The lecture is open to members of the University 
and area communities and no admission will be 
charged. 

Steinem's articles on politics, urban problems, 
current lifestyles and other aspects of 
contemporary society have been featured in 
McCall's magazine.Glamour. Life, Look, 
and the ' New York Times. She is a contributing 
editor of New Yorker magazine, in which she has 
a regular column "The City Politic." 

An active political campaigner, she was recently 
appointed to the Democratic Policy Coundl of the 
Democratic National Committee. Steinem is an 
alumnus of Smith College, where she graduated 
Phi Beta Kappa and magrta cum laude in 
government.

Lieberman under oath said 
the meeting in question was not 
a CPE course but just j 
discussion group. When 
questioned by a prosecution 
attorney if he couU have callec 
the group meeting a "course, 
LielMrman replied, "It could 
have been called a course, but it 
was not a CPE course " 

Richard Sh^iro, Lieberman's 
attorney, closed his remarks by 
(tying the prosecution had failed 
to show any intent on 
Lieberman's part of trying to 
violate the delay of CPE courses 
Prosecution attorney Russell 
Thacker said m his closing 
remarks that "Lieberman was 
playing a word game" and his 
acts ol Hurt night proved his 
intent to violate Marshall's order 
on CPE. 

The jwy was remanded to

YSA case 
reopened 

by Court 

NEW ORLEAfK-The 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ordered a new hearing Tuesday 
for members of the Young 
Socialist Alliar>ce m their fighl 
for recognition as a student 
orgMiization at Fkirida State 
University 

The appeals court reversed a 
ruling by the U.S. Oistrk:t Court 
in Tallahascee which claimed the 
constitutional issues raised by 
the YSA against the FSU Board 
of Regents ware "unoonstitu- 
tionri." 

"It does not appear," said the 
circuit court in its decision, 
"that the paintiffs (YSA) had a 
full opportunity to present such 
claims. We express no opinion as 
to whether the complaint 
sufficiently stated facts to 
entitle them to relief. But there 
is no basis for dismissal. 
Plaintiffs should have the 
opportunity to present their 
complaint."

For those of you who weren't around here last year about this 
time, or don't remember, or have asked me about it, here is a brief 
rundown of last year's Florida State-Florida game. 

The game was played at Campbell Stadium on Saturday 
afternoon, Oct. 10, 1970, and the fourth largest home crowd in FSU 
history, 42,704, was on hand. The weather was perfect for a 
ballgame, althou^ probably a little hot for the players. 

Florida State carried a 2-1 record into the game, while Florida 
was 3-1 . The Gators were favored by about a touchdown. 

The score was tied 7-7 at the end of the first quarter but the 
Gators exploded for three second quarter scores to take a 28-7 
halftime lead. A third period field goal and a fourth quarter wnback 
of a pass interception boosted Florida's margin to 38-7. 

Up to this point the Seminoles had done little right as their 
passing teme wis well contained wnA the running game was 
ineffective. On defense, mistakes at crucial times proved costly. 

Huff provides fireworks 

But with seven minutes remaining in the game, reserve 
quarterback Gary Huff suddenly ignited a Ftorida State comeback. 

First Huff fired a 43 vard touchdown aerial to end Mike Gray, 
and then fired to Kent Gaydos for a two point conversion. FSU now 

trailed 38-15. ^ « • 

Next Huff completed passes of 27 and 30 yards to Gary Parris 
fired an 18 yarder to Rhett Dawson, and then whipped a one-yard 
scoring toss to Barry Smith. A pass for the two-point conversion was 
incomplete and FSU trailed 38-21 . _. . ^ j 

Finally Huff found Smith streaking down the field and the duo 
teamed up for a 66-yaid touchdown. Aoain the two-point conversion 
failed to click but FSU had pulled to 38-27. 

The gamed ended before Florida State could score agam but the 
defeat somehow seemed a IStde easier to take for Semmole fans 
Huff's heroics were headlined in papers all over the state, and he was 
dubbed "Huff the Magic Dragon" by some inventive sportswnters. 

The final totals that day showed Florida State with 418 yards 
passing but only 45 running. Florida intercepted five passes to repulse 
early FSU threats and the Seminoles also lost two fumbles to 
contribute to their early do wnf al I . 

The loss temporarily sidetracked the Seminoles as they lost the 
following week to Memphis State. However, the scrappy FSU team 
rebounded in fine style to win Hieirnext flue ipmes befere suffering 

a season ending loss to Houston. 

Overall, the Florida State-Florida series began in 1958 and the 
teams have played every year since then. FSU has won only twice 
and tied one with a 16-7 vfctory in 1964. a 21-16 win in 1967 and a 
3-3tie in 1961. 

Since FSU's triumph in 1 967, Florida has won by scores of 9-3 m 
1968, 21-6 in 1969 and 38-27 last year. 

This year's game will be unique in the series for several reasons, 
including the fact that FSU is 5-0 for the season and heavily favored 
But as last year's game showed, anything can happen anytime when 
Florida State meete Florida on the gridiron^

one leg but apparently nothing 
more serious, while Miles has 
recovered from a mild 
concussion. Both players worked 
out in sweat clothes Monday, 
and then worked out in pads 
yesterday. 

Jones has named senior wide 
receiver Rhett Dawson and 
senior defensive end Bill Shaw to 
captain the Seminoles for the 
Ftorida game. 

Statisitcs for the first five 
Seminole games show Ftorida 
State outscoring iis opponents 
by an average score of 23.6 
points to 9 points. 

FSU has piled up an average 
of 345.4 yards per game total 
offense, as opposed to 253.4 for 
its foes. Although averaging only 
108.4 yards per game on the 
ground, Ftorida State has pwked 
up an average of 237 yards per 
game in the air. The opposition 



has averaged 113.6 yards on the 
ground and 133.8 in the air. 

Individually, quarterback 
Gary Huff has completed 78 of 
128 passes for 1189 yards and 
nine touchdowns. He has 
completed 60.9 percent of his 
passes for an average of 15.2 
yards per completion and 15.6 
completions per game. He has 
been intercepted 10 times. 

Dawson is still far in front as 
the No. 1 receiver, although he 
cau^t only one pass in thewin 
over Mississippi State. He has 
grabbed 31 passes for 378 yards 
and three touchdowns. 

Barry Smith is the No. 2 pass 
catcher with 16 catches for 329 
yards and three touchdowns, 
while Kent Gaydos has two TO 
catches and Mike Glass one. 

Art Munroe is the leading 
rusher with 173 net yards, 
followed by Paul Magalski with 
146 and James Jarrettwith 114.

McClellon noted for involvement

FSU's new vice president for student affairs. 
Dr. Steve McCMIan, has twen here lest than two 

quarters, but has had ample opportunity to (Mko 
his influence firmly and strongly felt. 

MCCLELLAN HAS stayed right in the middle 
of the CPE controversy this quarter. His review of 
the edu-groups prompted, in part, the CPE Board 
of OirecUKS to break with the administration. His 
staff, the Division of Student Affairs, has been 
responsible for the administration's handlings of 
the iKk Uetwrman and Oaire Cohen suspensions. 

Less controvenial, but equally important to the 
university's day-to<iay operation, has been 
McClellan't role in the reorganization of his 
division. Relying on the "modular unit concept," 
he has streamlined student affairs, trimming it 
from 13 service units to five service modules, or 
student development divisions. 

In an interview last week, McClellan talked 
about the reorganization and the new thrusts he 
has atteriHited to give the division. 

He said the five service modules should make 
the division's services "more dynamic, more 
meaningful and more accessible." In addition, the 
streamlining dKwM eiiminate much duplication 
and other inefficient use of student affain 
personnel. 

The service modules are: 

-Career Planning and Financial Aid, headed up 
by Robert Shoemaker; including the offices of 
career placement and financial aid. 

-Minority Affairs and Special Programs, 
headed up by Norman Jackson; which includes the 
Black Students' Educational and Cultural Centw, 
the International Students' Office, andtiiofffot of 
special prograrru. 

-Resident Student Development, headed up by 
Rot)ert KImmel. who also is assistant vice 
presidem for student affairs; which includes 
unlMrrity hensing and reiidance counalfne 
programs. 

-Student Activities and the University Union, 
hewiMi up by Rogwr Wahrie; which inciudat 
programs and other entertainment actMtiet/ and 

the Unktn management and operatnn. 

-University Counseling Service, headed up by 
Dr. Harold Korn; whkh includes the Counseling 
Center, off-campus counseling and religious affair:;. 



McClellan said he was excited over the Minority 
Affairs and Special Programs service moAjle. 

"It tMll give special attemion to the needs of 
ntinorrty students." he said, "an admmistr - 
office they can idrndfy with." 

He said the «ecial programs' office wiii be 
unstructured -"dasignad to receive any student 
concern at any time and «vork on it. It will serve as 
sort of an ombudsman." 

He said the office is currently working on the 
construction of rest room facilities for wheelchair 
students Following corr,i)laintf by handicapped 
student to Student Body President Ray Gross, the 
proliiem «ms turned over to ttie special program; 
office, which was aiiie to begin work on i' 
immediately. 

MCCLELLAN SAID he is striving for three new 
thrusts withm the division He said ho .s fry nq ;r 
expand existing services, offering "more anc 
improved help to students." 

He said the division is trying to hire stiidt'^ti » 
para-professional admtni$trators-"not as mttms 
or practk»l obserwrt. but at staff members." 

"Students usually 91 ts Other studenu for help 
first," he said. 

The division's third new thrust is "to take the 
services to students, wherfiver they are." 

He said his staff is working to estat)llsh 
emergency financial aid programs in the 
dormitories. If a resident needed mon'', ' the 
middle of the night for a family emergency, he 
could get on hn signature from the dorm's head 
counselor 

He said he may assign division personnel to 
make regular visits to off-campus apartment 
complexes to assist students with their problems. 

"I'm so enthusiastic about the contribution 
Student affairs can make on this campus," he said 
"This university has e president who very clearly 
understands and appreciates this role. His 
involvwaant makes my involvement so mud) 



HE SAID HIS anthuaann had been sobered a 
little by the CPE controversy. 

It's not that CPE is unimportant, he said, "but 
that the dhritton Is such a larger, more dynamic 
errterprise and it needs to turn its attemion to 
Mher tilings." 

"But things are vary mtich on the upswing 
now," the new vice preiNJant sakl. "The 
enthusiar.m is returning."

"The biggest hassle came 
from the la nguage 
dep»tmem," Tikofsky said, 
"They felt ihey would lose 
most of their students." 
Michigan's language 
department recently 
commended the BGS degree 
as they found they didn't lose 
as many students as expected, 
"These students were more 
eager to learn than the 
captive audience tliey had 
before the BGS was initiated. 
When you have a captive 
audience you can't begin to 
talk about quality 
education," Tikofsky said. 

Later, in a writ with Dr. 
George Bedell, coordinator 
for Humanities and Liberal 
Arts for the Board of 
Regents, Dr. Tikofsky 
pointed out that there 
currently are 1600 ways to 
obtain a B.A. degree in the 
United States. 



Women's 
draws big

Gloria Steinem and Dorothy Pitman, two 
leading advocates of the women's liberation 
movement invited here as guests of the ^U 

Lecture Series, spoke last night in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium to an almost capacity 
crowd. 

Steinem spoke first on women's place in 

history. 

For the first five thousand years of 
prehistory, women dominated 
everything— economic, social and political 
structures-because they were totally 
responsible for the family structure. 

According to Steinem, this perrad of 
pre-history could be called man's period of 
"womb envy." 

Then came the five thousand years of

recorded history where men have subjugated, 

dominated and exploited women. "A feminine 
task is anything a man doesn't want to do," 
Steinem said. "In some societies it is digging 
ditches and in some it is typing." 

Steinem brought out the parallel between 
women as second class citizens and blacks and 
other minority groups as second class citizens, 
and then gave oudines of what women couW do 
to fight white male supremacy. 

"Women must work together and break the 
race-class barrier set by the viihite male," 
Steinem said. "We must form a women's 
coalition to reeducate women from accepting 
their role as a second class citizen in society ." 

Pitman began her speech by saying she had 
been racially discriminated against by local 
SeeWOmN.pg- m 



Lieberman acquitted but 
may face further oction

Jack Lieberman, acquitted by student 
Honor Court in the wee hours Wednesday of 
chvges stemming from his alleged vk>lation of 
the "CPE ban," may face further trials or 
hearings on the charges. 

Speculatk>n abounded among students and 
faculty that President Stanley Marshall, using 
the final review authority he has over the 
University Judicial System, mi^t intervene in 
the proceedings against Lieberman. 

And Solicitor General Russ Thacker, who 
prosecuted Lieberman in the Honor Court, said 
he may appeal the case to Ifie student Suprww 
Court. 

Mike Beaudoin, acting director of univenity 

relations, said no decision had be€n made on 
what, if any, action should be taken by the 
administratfcm in the case. He did concede that 
Marshall's review authority would allow him 
"to do about anything he sees fit." 

Beaudoin said Marshall is presently leaving 
Ihe matter up to Dr. Steve McClellan, vk» 
president for student affairs. 

McClellan said Wednesday he should reach a 
decision "in a day or so." He said he spent 
Wednesday afternoon going over the case and 
consulting with members of his staff who hlW 
been involved in the controversy. 

Soltoitor General Thacker said Itwt if he 
ifipeals the case to tiie Supreme Court, it wouM 



be strk:tiy an appeal on technk»lities. He said 
there would be no new teftimony, but that the 
proceedings would be based on the trial record. 

Thacker said his appeal would center around 
two objections he raised during the trial: the 
inadmissibility of an affidavit conteining die 
text of Marshall's executive order postponing 
CPE; and specific points in Judge Charles 
Tunnicliff's instructions to the jury. 

He said his appeal would be independent of 
any action by the administration. 

Lieberman's Honor Court trial ended at 
about 1 a.m. Wednesday morning after two 
nights of testimony. The jury returned ite 
unanimous verdfct of not guilty after about 
three hours of deliberations. 

The six student jury, instructed by 
Twinidiff to consider separately the two 
charges against Lieberman, acquitted him on 
both charges. He had been charged with 
intentionally disrupting the normal operations 
of the university, and failing to comply with 
the proper order of a university officar. 

The charges stemmed from his conducting 
of a meeting with about 60 students Sept 24. 
The university c o ntende d the meeting was a 
violation of Marshall's executive order 
postponing the opening of CPE. Lieberman 
contended the meeting was just a pmip of 
students having a discussion. 

Although final disposition of Lieberman's 
CKe has not been completed, he has been 
reinsttted to the university, McClellan said.

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Askew's corporate profifs 
tax passed 6-0 by Cabinei 

A resolution supporting Gov. Reubin Askew's oorpontt profits tax was patted by the cd>inet 
today, with CompuoHer Fred Dickinson not voting. 

The cabinet alto voted 5-2 agiintt Secretary of State Rrchard Stone's motion to caned the contract 
of a Fort Lauderdale architectural firm he said had underestimated costs of state construction jobs. 

The tax resolution endorsed the corporate profits tax as being "in the best interests of the people of 
Florida." 

Agriculture Commissioner Ooyle Conner said he was voting for the resolution only with the 
understanding he was not trying to tellthe people how to vote in the Nov. 2 statewide referendum on 

the tax. 

After Dickinson abstained on grounds he, as banking commissioner, must maintain neutrality m 
dealings with the banks he regulates. Askew asked him if he was also neutral toward the financial needs 
of the state's schools and cor«servation projects. 

The Florida Banking Association has opposed the tax. 

"As a member of the State Board of Education (cabinet), what do you think is the best way to 
finance education;^" Askew asked Dickinson. "As a member of the Natural Resources Board (cabinet), a- 
a time when we're trying to protect the anvironnMnt. are you nautral toiward our pollutwn controi 
needs? 

"Is your position neutral in regard to the stale in terms of meeting these needs?" Askew asked 
Dickinson. "Being banking commisswner is one of your responsibilities, but I would like to have the 
benefit of your concern as a cabinet member on the best way to try to meet the needs of the state." 

Dickinson replied, 'Thank you. Governor, for inviting m« to participate. Before the legislature nex' 
meets, I'll be more than proud to participate in the area of racomnwnding tax sources to the legislature 
"As to my interest in conservation and education and ttie like, you and I share a friendship of 2C 
years and my record is abundantly complete with strong stands in these areas," Dickinson told Askev. 

"I consider my atistention proper," Dickinson said, adding the banks under his regulation, having 
deposits of more than $6 bilion, have in the past filed suits in the U.S. Supreme Court charging "abuses 
of discretion" by the banking commissioner in issues similar to the tax plan 

"I abstain with a deep sense of respect for you," Dk:kinson told Askew. The comptroller said he 
could perform his duties as banking commissioner only in "an atmosphere unfettered by dairm or 
charges of improper discrimination " 

Later during the cabinet meeting. Askew referred to Dickinson as "the banking commissioner. 
Askew normally refers to Dickinson during catiinet meetings » ttte comptroller. 
"I'd like to discuss your senate record with yoii," replied Dickinson 

In other action, the cabinet turned down Stone's motion to take away the contract awarded to 
Anson, Grove, Haack and Associates for designing a student services building at Fkyida Internationa 
University. 

Dr. Robert Mautz, chancellor of the State University System, said atthQugh the firm had 
underestimated the cost of the project, it had completed past prc^ts under budget com. Only Stone 
and treasurer Tom O'Maliey voted to reconsider the award.

Restrictions of 
visitation policy 

uiiger freshmen

Hendrix Chandler, corporate secretary of the Board of Regents, 
spoke with about 100 students Tuesday night on what he thought 
was an "exhausted subject"-visitation restrictions. 

THE LOBBY of Kellum Hall was overflowing with skeptical 
freshmen as Chandler explained why he thought the Florida people 
had re^nded so InfavoraWy to the previously open visitation 
policy. 

"Everybody was up in arms about the things they heard were 
happening on college campuses across the nation. And visitation was 
just something they could grab hold of." 

He further explained that the present policy, one which requires 
that all freshmen live on campus in dorms where visitation is not 
allowed, was only a "test" that would be up for review after this 
year. This ignited the .hostile freshmen. 

"So we're the guinea pigs," charged one student. 

"IF YOU WANT to have this rule changed, you should go 
Iftrough the democratk: processes. You're voting adults now. Let 
your legislators know how you feel," said Chandler. 

Another student then asked that if a referendum showed the 
majority of students wanted visitation, would the Bo««l of Regents 
change its ruling. 

"No," said Chandler flatly. "Students shouW have a voice in what 
goes on in the university, but it should not be the decisive voice." 

WHEN QUESTIONED about the use of mass disobedience. 
Chandler said it would only impede chances of getting visitation 
ever, let alone this year. 

"The Board of RegenU acts as the body which connects the 
unlvenity to the puMk:. |We get our money from the piAUc, so we 
have to do what they want." 

Chandler summed it up by saying, "I personaHy am for a limited 
form of visitation. Not one that violates the mittwihial's right of 
privacy, but one whirh i- fair to aii."

The Young Socialist Alliance is in court again, this time 
in the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in New O ri ea ns . 
to be legally recognized on the campus of FSU. 

The continuing YSA effort to be recognized brings up 
the issue of whether or not the State or the Unh/ersity may 
prohibit certain political, or even non-political, groups 
from being allowed to congregate peacefully as a legally 
recognized group on State University property. The 
debatable point is whetiier or not tfi* YSA is a peaceful 
political group. 

Although, since the investigations last year by certain 
State Senators, most YSA members 4iy away from 
advocating violence, any one of them will tell you that 
"the ruling elite will never give up their power without it." 

Joe Taxpayer, FSU's supporter, would get pretty 
upti^t if he thought he was financing the training of a 
revolutionary cadre. In the sense that the university is 
financed through taxes, the taxpayers rightfully should 
have a say over what is to be iNowsd on the univartity 
campus. 

But while the state may prohibit the YSA, or the GLF, 
from being iegaiiy racogmzed, the absurdity is that Hm 
members of these underground groups continiM to 

influence people as students. Let's recognize these groups 
so we know who we're dealing with. Subversion is less

The U#y Araerican-that mWdle-aged suburban 
man with open-chested Hawaiian shirt, baby-blue 
Bermudas, white socks and oxfords, an Instamatk: 
slung around his shouWer-lives on in the image of 
his obnoxtoui diMren. the American student 
traveler. 

Unlike their mothers and fatfiers before them, 
student travelers don't take ovartifed red and 
black plaid suitcases and fly off to Rome. Nor do 
they leave behind large gratuities, something for 
the natives to remember them by. In fact, they 
don t leave gratuities behind at all. And the natives 
do remember. 

Amercan studentt travel differently than their 
parents, although often as offensWehr^ They daim 
they don't travel to pick up quick culture or super 
souvenirs, but to pick up more of their own heads. 
Many leave this country, not in search of new 
worlds nor expanded horizons, but in search of 
themsehies, wandering further into their own egos 
while shjmming through other people's countries. 

There are two ways students usually travel. 
There are those groups who slither onto 
student-only flights for three^eek or sumnier4ong 
tours. They bring their history books -imprinted 
In their minds-oohing and aahing over ancient 
ruins and castlet: 

They send back glossy postcards and take gobs 
of pKtures so they can pass slides in a little viewer 
across the kitchen ttMe when they return. 

The other popular form of Student travel is the 
travel lightly and alone technique. With pack sack 
placed firmly on beck, this to-jrist plans to rou^ 
it, tough it, until he's had enouj^ of it. He tends 
to take along little more than the bare 
essentials-jMn*. toothbrush, extra-dry 
deodorant-because he feels that, unlike his 
American brothers and sisters, he isn't the least bit 
nwMrlalistk:. The only souvenirs he'll bring home, 
he vows, will be in his mind. But, as many 
resklents of oft-visited countries have disparagini^ 
noted, the American antl4nateriali»tic student 
brings his capitalism and monetary values with him 
in his head, not naoessarihf in hi( pockatbook. 
Materialism is a state of mind, not altogether a 
state of affluence. 

The State of Israel is a perfect example of a 
country whose people have their own conception 
of the U#V American student. Many American 
students come to Israel-often for their junior 
year-to study and travel in the country. They 
come with preconceived notions of what Israel is 
suppored to be like, and many misunderstandinj^ 
emergtf because of their misconceptkMis. 

Moriie Fass is an Israeli who works with 
American students at Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. He describes many AnwlBart Sudanis 
visiting Israel as "spoiled." 

"In Daddy's house in America, it's very easy to 
dream dreams and to dlMiUSi phHoeophiaa." he said 
recently. One of the American stereotypes is that 
when there's any woric to be done, they are too 
busy cowiemptetlng. 'men coma hai»," Fa« 



said, "they aren't prepared to do anything." 

There been a war going on in Israel and, like 
any relathrely new counby. there's a lot of work 
to be done. Fass said that students come to Israel 
with the misconception that it is a clamorous, 
romantk:. pkmeering country, rather than the 
reelity that it is. And, he said, they bring Amerka 
with them, unwilling to give up the comforts of 
their homeland. 

Fass tells a story of a giri who brouj^t a huge 
box full of vitamins and soft toilet paper to Israel, 
and constantly complained that she couldn't find a 
steak or hamburger there. 

"Amerteans dont make compromises," he said, 
"and this is the reason they can't stay here." 

Chava KaU is an Amertean woman who works 
With Amerfcan studentt at Hebrew University. She 
described the imaQB that Israelii have of Amwfcan 
studentt. 

"Israelis percehw Americen ttoidentt as lazy 
creatures with ample time for frothing off at the 
mouth. Israelis think, 'They're not serious, they 
smile too much, there mu« be lomething wrong 
with them.' They dirtrutt American studentt," she 

sakl. u • —1 

And there Is an Israeli paranoia that tong^wired 
American studentt are importing drugs mto the 
country. 

How true are these images of the Anoerfcan 

student? 

Some students in a small hippie community in 
Israel recendy hed a few fhingi to say about their 

image. 

"I think they're a little upset about the drugs,' 
one student said, putting it mildly. "But I can't 
worry about that. That's not gonna stop me from 
doin' what I'm gonna do anyway." 

"I'm here," another said, "because there's a 
nfce beach and it's warm and there's nice water 
and there's nk:e people." 

The "nice" Israeli people, however, become less 
nice when they hear Americans talking like this. 
With all its problems and «hruggtes for growth. 
Israel at this point is not exactly a 
do-your-own-thing country, and Amertean 
studentt seem to be helping neither the country's 
nor their own progress. 



As Amerfcan students go galivanting around 
the worid searching for little more than their own 
identHies at other people's expense, they can't 
very well expect to eradicate the image their 
parentt began. 

Countries like Israel, including many m Europe, 
are not Miami Beach-althou^ many American 
travelers have tried to turn them Into that. 
Amerkan studentt should treat people and their 
customs in other countries with the same respect 
that studentt expect to receive. And un* itm 
happens, American student travelers might as well 
don Hawaiian shirtt and Instamatws, or at least 
leave large tipc.

The Clergy Consultation 
Service, the local affiliate of a 
national organization of 
clergymen who counsel yoong 
women on unwanted 
pregnancies, apparently has 



survived the worst. The CCS has 
been investigmd by the State's 

Attorney in Tallahassee, the 
Leon County Grand Jury, and 
State Sen. Richard Deeb. 

The counseling service's 
principals. Dr. Leo Sandon, FSU 
chaplain, and the Rev. Charles 
Landreth, associate minister of 
the First Presbyterian Church in 
Tallahassee, have been 



condemned by some as abortion 
brokers and as perverters of 

youth. Their counseling 
activities have been "exposed" 
before two grand juries, and the 
Florida Senate universities 
committee. 

At one point, their 
indictment by the Leon County 
Grand Jury for violation of the 
Florida Statute prohibiting 
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dissemination of abortion 
information appeared imminent. 

The threat of prosecution 
apparently has been removed, 
however, and tfie counseling 
service, discontinued since July, 
will be resumed. 

CntHJit Judge Ben C. Willis 
issued an opinion last month 
that the abortion information 
distributed by the CCS does not 
violate the abortion information 
law. Answering a request by the 
Leon County Grand Jury, Willis 
said the law specifically 
prohibits only written abortion 
information.

To vi<riate the law, the attorney ganeral said. "You have to have 
exposure in a towd and iMovious nmnmr" and grossly exceed any 
artistic license in conveying a message to the audience. 

"If it's sirrKilated copulation, then you've got a violation of the 
statute," Shevin said. 

He emphasized he could not okay any particular showing of the 
production without seeing it. But Shevin said that if the actors stick 
to tha script, MMr is not obaeant onda^ tf»a law.

The department heads wW be 
required to fill out reports on 
the individual faculty member s 
indicating the amount of time 
spent in classes and in 
non-classroom activities. The 
reports will then be sent to 
administration offideis and 
ft«My submitted to the BOR. he 
said.

A survey taken last year

The survey, initiated by the 
BOR and conducted by the 
individual universities, and its 
findings raises some doubts as to 
the necessity of the law. 

IMost teachers are already

Miller withdraws as criminology

The appeals court in New 
Orleans stated that the plaintiffs 
should have the opportunity to 
present their complaints, and 
that YSA had not had that 
opportunity.

Pan Africanism 



(Reprinted from the Howard Uiiversity Hilltop 
in VKarfiington, D.C.) 

All peoples of African descent, whether they live in 
North or South America, the Caribbean, or in any other 
part of the world are Africans and iieiong to the African 

nation. 

It must be understood that liberation movements in 
Africa, the struggles of Black Power in America, or in any 
other part of the wmid, can only find CfNWimmation in 
the political unification of Africa, die NNiie of die btocfc 
man and people of African descait 

We have come to raefiie, because hvtory cKctates to us, 
that in order for black people in America to survive and 
develop culturally, politically, and economically we must 
begm to organize, program, and plan from the perspective 
that we are Africans and not Americans. 

The objective reality in America today reveals that the 
problems which confront blacks in America can be placed 
in four major categories. We suffer from racism, politieil 
subjugation, cultural degradation, and economic 
exploitation at the hands of the white man. Therefore, as 
far as survival and deveiopmem are concerned reatontng 
scientifically, it is apparent that the basic interests of 
Uada in Amerna are not only conflicting, but in many 
instances are dialecticdiy opposed to the interests of the 
wider Amerk:an society. 

(Mow if you accept the above premise and conclusion, 
which most black people do, then there is no question 
about who we wHI have to fif^t m order to survive and 
develop the American system which is suppor ted and 
perpetuated by the vast majority of Americans. 

The ideology of Pan-Africanism directs us ultimately 
toward the political and socialistic unifieatioii of the 
African continent and people of Afrk:an ancestry. Now in 
taking this position it does not mean that we will be 
sponsoring a movement to take 25 million Macks beck to 
Africa, because at this time such a move would be 
impractical, but it does mean as Marcus Garvey said some 
years ago, that tfie greatest goel to which any people can 
aspire is nationhood and a State government of their own. 

For history offers us no instance of a wreak and 
unorganized race living happily and developing under a 
strong and oppressive race. Without quostion, eventually 
the weaker race is subjugated, exploited, and if everything 
^ fails, exterminated. Consequently, if black people in 
AmerKa limit their future to America, then they have no 
future. 

All Pan-Africanism calls for is an expansion of our 
perspective on the struggle to a Pan-African level. And if 
you like Black Power then you wM love Pan-Africanism. 

Now let us look at the economk front. We have learned 
in economic principles that in order for a people to 
develop economicaily four physKal agents of grewtfi are 
necessary: human resources (labor), natural resources 
(land), capital (plants, machinei, money, etc.) and 
technology. 

America is a closed frontier as far as natural resources 
are concerned; Africa is wide open. Africa has the natuiai 
resources. 

If only we could link the financial with the natural for 
die benoftt of all Mack peopla. 

As we said before, we ere an African people, diere is no 

question. And we must operate from that perspective. For 
If you like Black Power, then you will love Pan -Africanism.

PASS/FAIL ALL THE 
WAV AT SIMMONS

Simmons College— a 
well-establi^ed liberal arts 
institution for women, not 
a^MciiNy known far innovatlva 
steps-is making a bold 
departure from uadition. 

It is one of ttie first colleges 
in the United States, and 
perhaps the very first, to abolish 
the usual yading system and use 
pass/fail completely. Since the 
honors level is maintained, 
Simmons' evaluation is known as 
Honors/Pass/Fail (H/P/F). 

"You've heard a lot about 
pass/fall in the last few years," 
remarks Dr. J. Gaston Neecttiam, 
director of institutional studies 
at Smmons. "But actually, 
pass/fail is less used than most 
people think. Whare It Is in 
effect, it is usually limited to 
one course per term or to 
courses outskle the student's 
maioi field. But Simmons is 
going all the way."

Intarviawers talked with 515 
fuN-tima college studenu during 
lha fkrst waak of August.

Graduate students, least affected 
by the social functions of 
fraternities or sororities, were 
more likely to oppose the Greek 
system. Little differences r 
opinion were found on the basis 

of tax.

Having become 
inured to such responses during 
my seven years in college I was 
able to overcome complete 
lastitude from my futile efforts.

I have to admit that I am not 
swe about the exact content of 
Or. Tikofsfcy's proposal as a 
whole, and the Flambeau article 
provided little darifcation. The 
amlogy quoted, hoMavar, is 
offensive to my and many other 
people's views on education, its 
proetss and everything 
education stands for. And this is 
more than mere institutionalized 
studying and learning, the 
success in which is rewarded by 
a degree. 

Not enough that our 
multiversities in many respects 
already resemble 
degree-producing factories and 
serve as a screening device for 
the American productive 
machinery to select and wpply 
their manpower requirements, 
now also the "BA, BS and BGS" 
will have to be turned "in one 
operation". Exactly like the 
productt of General Motors, the 
prime example of American 
capitalism. 

I propose to Dr. Tikofsky to 
replace classrooms with 
assembly lines, libraries with 
warehouses to store input parts 



of the educational production, 
and teachers with quality 
irapectors at the and of the line. 

Likewise, administrations of 
universities shall be replaced by 
efficiant bustnass management, 
with emphasis on marketing, like 
in other advanced sectors of the 
U.S. economy. Products unfit 
for future use in the social and 
productive machinery shall be 
disanembied and put together 
again in a more satisfying 
oombinatton. If that does not 
help, tfwy sMI be discarded in a 
nonpolluting way after thof9U#i 
inspectk>n.

GAINESVILLE-Call it chauvenism or optimism or any variety 

of ism you like, but this corner is predicting an upset victory by the 
Florida gridders over FSU in front of a capacity crowd at Florida 
Field on Saturday. 

You've got this winless team, see' They have a game coming up 
at home against the big, bad boys from upstate, who are undefeated, 
see? No one gives the hosts a chance, right? So what happens? A big 
upset— original, no? 

No. The screenplay reads like a 1935 black-and-white depression 
opus starring Buster Crabbe, Pat O'Brien, Faye Raye, Edgar 
Buchanan and Mange, the Wonder Bulldog. 

Gridiron upheavals are even older than Mr. Crabbe and occur 
with such frequency that one wonders why Hollywood would even 
bother wasting celluloid on such a format. Upseu are especially 
prolific in traditional contests-witness the defeats which befell 
Texas and Duke last Saturday. 

Several factors contribute to the possibility of a UF upset on the 
Astro Turf this week. 

The percentage law is bound to catch up with the Gators soon. 
This team is largely composed of the same men who defeated 16 of 
22 opponents in the last two seasons. John Reaves did not ractc up 
his total offense record with his press releases, he used his arm. The 
same man who wore no. 33 in '69 and 70, Tommy Durrance, is 
wearing it this year, and he holds the SEC scoring mark. An offense 
like this just can't go on averaging one TD pi^r game 

Secontfy, FSU holds no terrors for a team with a schedule like 
Florida has faced. Excluding Missisippi State-a team for which there

the top three football polls. 

Under first year coach Jones, 
the Seminoles have put together 
perhaps their most balanced 
overall team in history. FSU 
opened the season by downing 
Southern Mississippi, and 
foHowed with wins over Miami 
20-17, Kansas 30-7, Virginia 
Tech 17-3 and lait Situntey 
Mississippi State 27-9. 

In direct contrast, Florida 
was upset by Duke 12-6 in its 
first game of the season and then 
lost to underdog Mitiistippi 
State 13 10 Expected losses to 
Alabama 38-0, Tennessee 20-13 
and LSU 48-7 came next and the 
Gators are now 0-5 for the 
season. 

"We're going to forget about 
the first half of the season, and 
start anew against Florida 
State," commented Coach 
Dickey earlier this week. "It's 
not just an ordinary week in 
Gainesville. When you're 0-5 the 
next one is real big, and this one 
is as big as can be." 

The Gators began install!r>g 
their game plan cn Tuesday and 
Okikey indcated tfut stopping 
FSU's "fine passing attack" 
would be the No. 1 task for the 
defense. 

Apparently the Gators will 
depend on a zone defense in the 
secondary in an attempt to stop 
FSU quarterback Gary Huff and 
his battery of outstanding 
receivers. 

Coach Jones worked his 
Seminoles hard all week, and 
this afternoon ttie team will 
work out on Fhxida Field's 
synthetic turf in order to get 
tome Mea of wftat type of 
footing to expect 

"Althou^ we know it's not 
just another ballganoe, we've 
tried to approach it the same," 
stated Jones. "We didn't want 
our players to get too fired up. 
we just wanted them to go ahead 
and prepare for their usual 
game." 

Jones added that the 
Seminoles "have a gr^ raspact 

for Florida, and especially their 
quarterback John Reaves. 
They're going to bre^ loose one 
of these days, and I just hope it 
isn't against us." 

Florida State's passing attack 
currently ranks No. 3 in the 
nation with an average of 237 
yards per game, while 
quarterback Huff is the third 
ranking passer in the natton with 
78 completions in 128 attempts 
for 1189 yards and nine 
touchdowns. He has been 
intercepted 10 times. 

The Seminoles' top receiver is 
Rhett Dawson, who caught only 
one pass against Minissippi State 
but has impressive five^me 
totals of 31 catches for 378 
yards and three touchdowns.

The Florida Gators have been 
struggling on offense with 
turnovers at crucial times 
l<eeping them out of comantton.

named Chan, so we had to 
unload R<faves. Besides, this 
Reaves kid started talking about 
maybe winning a game before 
the season was over, and 1 won't 
tolerate that kind of talk.

With Mif of the record crowd of more than 65,000 fans at Saturday's 
FSU-UF football ganrte screaming "yes" and the other half screaming "no," the 
official waved his hands incomplete, bringing a halt to a last minute effort by 
FSU to beat Florida. 

After almost a full game of troubles Seminole Quarterback Gary Huff got the 
FSU passing machine going in the late minutes of the fourth quarter and found 
his favorite taryet— Dawson— open on the sideline. Dawson's completed catch 
would have put the Seminoles on Florida's 28 yard line with 40 seconds of play, 
Mtting the stage for a possible touchdown or field goal by Prank Pontes, which 



would have put FSU over the hill for victory. 

The stage was set for the annual gridiron rivalry between Florida's two top 
football fighters and recor* and statistics don't count »*en FSU meets Florida. 

Florida stood 0-5 and FSU was 5-0 coming into the big clash. Tempers 
seemed to be on edge from a special edition of "The Alligator" printed and 
distributed by FSU publications in Tallahassee. The special issue niade fun of m 
already loser team and it seemed to be just too much for the Gators. 

The dreary set of a damp afternoon showed the Seminoles m*ing more 
mistakes than the Gators, fumbling the pigskin four times, one of the four being 
converted into a Gator touchdown on a ZG^aid ninback by defensive safety Jim

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Negro VP candidate 
could win— Harris 

WASHINGTON— Sen. Fred R. Harris, one of two announced 
candidates for the Democratic Presidential nomination, predicted 
Sunday that a Negro could be elected Vice President. He said Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie made a serious mistake when he said a 
Presidential candidate could not win with a black running mate. 

"A black man can be efected," said Harris in a UP! Washington 
Window interview. To say otherwise, he said, "is kind of a 
self-fulfilling prophecy." 

The Oklahoma senator, an announced candidate along with Sen. 
George S, McGovern of South Dakota, said Muskie made a serious 
mistake when he told a ^oup of Negro leaders that although it was 
deplorable, a white Presidential candidate could not win witft a black 
running mate. 

Harris predicted that Muskie, an unannounced candidate bui 
considered the frontrunner, woukJ continue to be critwized for his 

outlook. 

"I don't think it will subside and I believe that Sen. Muskie has 
gotten himself in more diffreulty with that remark than he realizes," 
said Harris. "... I think it was a serious mistake." 

However, he said that if a candidate really believes that a Negro 
cannot win on the national tKket, "you ought to ay to ... that 
would be the honest thing to say." 

But for himself, said Harris, "I believe he can win." 

Kosygin visits Conado 
to tighten partnership' 

MOSCOW-Premier Alexei N. Kosygm left for Canada Sunday to 
tighten the new Soviet-Canadian "partnership" as part of the 
Kremlin's worldwide public relations campaign. 

It was the first trip by a Soviet premier to Canada. Kosygin was 
repaying a visit to the Soviet Union last May by Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau. 

Anti-Soviet demonstrations were expected from a number of 
ethnic groups which charged that the Soviet Union "violates the 
universal declaration of human rights." Oemonstratkms are expected 
in Ottawa, Montreal and Vancouver-almott every scheduled (top on 
Kosygin's eight-day tour. 

Kosygin and Trudeau are expected to discuss increased trade 
between Canada and the Soviet Union and further cultural, 
industrial and scientific exchanges between the 
two nations. 



The visit by Kosygin comes at a time when 

Canadian relations with the Linited States are at 
their lowest point in many years. The Canadians 
haw objected strongly, without suooen, to the 10 
percent import surcharge impoced by President 

Nixon on Aun 1 5. 

Heolth Deportment 
condemns onchovies 

JACKSONVILLE-The State Dhriswn of Health 
has requested that all cans of S&W anchovies be 
impounded by county health departments because 
of possible bacterial contamination. 

Dr. Stanley Music, assistant state 
epidemiologist, $aid more than 20,000 cans of the 
suspect anchovies had been seized in Dade County. 
He said the suspect cans were originally shipped to 
Miami but some of the cans may now be in other 
Florida counties. 

"These cans have a very high swollen 
rate-about 50 percent," said Music. "This means 
tfme is something wrong with them." 

He said samples from the suspect cans had been 
sent to Food and Drug Administration laboratories 
in Atlanta and Wa s hi ngton. D.C. to detemrine if 
botulism organism was present in the cans. 

Music said he had been told the 20,000 cane 
impoundad in Miami represented the 'Vast 
majority" of the shipment. He said there had been 
no reports of sickness attributed to eating the 
anchovies. 

Music said anchovies normally are not the type 
of food in which bacteria are found which cause 
botulism, a leth<rf type of food poisoning. He sirid 

the cans quite likely contain bacteria which might 

cause some other type of mmor food poisoning. 

Tourists killed in crash 
neor Grand Conyon 

PEACH SPRINGS, Ariz -Search planes hunting 
through the storm-washed deserts of southern 
Nevada and nortttem Arizona found the wreckage 
Sunday of a plarw that vanished carrying the pilot 
and nine tourists on a sightseeing flight to ttie 
Grand Canyon. 

Scenic Airlines in Las Vegas, owner of the 



aircraft, reported there were no survivors. 

The airline would not klentify the dead 
passengers until relatives have been notified. Three 
of the dead were Germans and two from France, 
said John Siebold, owner of the line. The pilot was 
Wayne Leeth of Las Vegas. 

The plane dammed mto the side of a steep 
slope leading up to a 7,200 foot high plateau, the 
air searchers reported. 

It was one of the line's five planes which took 
off Saturday morning, carrying tourists to view the 
canyon, 18 miles to the south. About 100 miles 
out. Lee«h radkiad iStm he was returning to the 
North Las Vegas Air Terminal because of bad 
weather over Shivwiu Plateau. All five aircraft 
eventually turned back because of the foul 
weather, including the lead plane that reached the 
Grand Canyon but returned without landing.

(BOR) adopted a policy 
regulating non-credit discussion 
youps on university property at 
the monthly BOR meeting 
Friday in Gainesville. 

The policy requires 
n on -credit discussion groups 
meeting on a regular basis, such 
as FSU's Center for Participant 
Education (CPE) edu-groups, to 
conform to appropriate 
guidelines "relating to statutory 
and other lawful aims of the 
State Universitv System. 



The proposal, recommerKted 
by the State Council of 
University Presidents, was 
amended by the BOR to require 
the council to draw up specific i 
guidelines for the operation of I 
any program such as CPE and to 
present the guidelines at the 
fWKt BOR meeting. 



The new policy came only 
after much discussion on two 
other proposals oonoemmg 
CPE-type discussion groups. One 
proposal, requesting the 
abolishment of any CPE-type 
program, was rejected by a six to 
three vote.

Women's lib mainly

"Women's lib's basic interest is the white middle class woman," 
Irving Howe told an audience Thursday night in Diamond 
Auditorium as part of ttie campus lecture series, entitled "Women" 

Howe went on to say that white midde class women do have 

definite needs and are hunwn. 

Howe said that all women should have upgraded jobs. "The 
majority of working women are employed in semi-skilled and 
low-paying jobs, due to the fact th.jt they ha,/en't been given a 
chance to obtain tf»e sitills required for the better jobs." 

He stated that women ^wuM be given the opportunity for 
training for the better jobs. 

Howe cited a test given to young children involving their 
technotogical abMities. Both sexes proved to be equally capable 
technologically. But, in adults men proved to be the most 
technological on a whole. This he attributed to the fact that most 
women aren't educated in technotogical skills, as many men are 

Howe said he agreed with women's lib when they demand equal 
pay for women who do equal work to a man. He also agrees that day 
care centers should be set up for working women. 

He told his audience that he disagreed with the extreme end of 
the VMomen's lib that advocates an end to the family. He admitted in 
some cases the family structure is used to the advantage of male 
dominance, but he defended the basic family structure. 

Howe said that the family probably will change in the years to 
come, but it will sunrive. 

"Black women tend to think abolishing the family structure is a 
vKhite women's fanasty," he said. "Black women do not scoff strong 
male participation in tt» family." 



Howe said that most sexual 

differences arise from biological 
differences in men and women, 
but that the biok>gk»l (Kfference 
between men and women should 
not stop women from doing 
valuable work outside tite fM>me. 

"The role women have been 
given in the world is derived 
from the biologR^ difference 
between men and women. 
Radical oorraetion of the social 
institution for VMomen must 
conte about," Howe stated.

Lieberman faces 
student judicial 
court hearing now 

Jack Lieberman, acquitted by the Honor Court last week on 
charges he viotated the CPE ban, must now face a student Supreme 

Court hearing. 

Solicitor General Russ Thacker, who prosecuted Lieberman in the 
Honor Court, appealed the case to the Supreme Court Friday. The 
appeal is being made jointly with the administration represented by 
judicial officer E. T. "Joe" Buchanan. 

Supreme Court Chief Justice Wayne Hogan said Sunday he had 
received only "verbal communkiation" from Thacker that the case 
was being appealed but this was sufficient. 

Thacker said Wednesday his appeal would center around 
objections he had raised during the trial: the inadmissibility of an 
affidavit containing the text of President Marshall's executive order 
postponing CPE and specific points in Judge Charles Tunnkrfiff's 
instructions to the Jury. 

University Defender Mike Oupree, v»ho acted as Lieberman's 
second attorney in the case, said that the proposed technicalities 
"wouldn't hold water and that it seems like somebody is out to get 



Lieberman's feelings on the appeal were that "it's being used to 
cover what's really going on and that is Marshall is reviewing the case 
and will make the final decision." 

Solicitor General Russ Thacker and Joe Buctianan were not 
available for comment late Sunday. 

According to Chief Justice Hogan, Thacker has ten school days to 
submit the prosecution's brief. After which the defense has five 
school days to submit their brief. The court will then convene and 
receive oral arguments from both sides.

The Bachelor of General 
Studies degree has no set 
requirements for the oounas 
ttiat a student must take (i.e., no 
basic studies courses, no 
language requirements) The 
only restriction of the BGS is on 
the oumber of hours that may 
be counted for graduMign in • 
given department. 

The requirentents for the 
BGS degree awarded fay the 
University of Michigan are: 

# The BGS student must 
coiwptet e 180 quarter hours with 
an overall grade average of C or 
above. He must, however, 
complete at leatt 90 houn of 
work in intermediate or 
advanced courses— courses 
numbered 300 or Mg^iar-and 
must achieve a C ■vBnga for 
these 90 hourk 

e Not more than 30 hours 
earned in any one department 
may be cre di ted toward the 
gO-hour requirement. (TNs rule 
does not predude c Midant 
from taking more than 30 houn 
in a department if the hours are 
below the 300 level or if a 
student takes more tftan 90 
hours of 300 and 400 level 
courses.

The University of Michigan 
has no m^or under the BGS. "In 
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practical terms it is not at all 
difficult to complete a regular 
departmental concentration 
(major) while on the BGS 
program if one plans ahead," 
said Dr. Charles Morris in his 
"Initial Report on the Bachelor 
of General Studies Degree." In 
effect, a major will have beer 
completed but ttiere will be no 
mention of rt on a student's 
transcript. 

The regulaticns governing the 
BGS degree are minimal and, 
without exception, dear. The

upper level work (i.e., 300 level 
or higher) in one department.

requirement. However, Dept. A 
indicates clearly that the BGS 
degree does not limit a student 
to 30 hours of advanced work. 
The BGS program simply will 
not count the extra advanced 
work as part of the 90 hour 
minimum which is required; 
those extra hours are considered 
to be elective hours. 

A BGS student may also elect 
up to 30 hours outside of arts 
and sciences. Therefore, it is 
possible that Dept. D and Dept 
E are not in the arts and sciences 
departments (e.g., education, 
business, art, music). In the case 
of the student above, seven 
houn of non-am and sdences 
work ware counted in the 
minimum 90 hoiwe of advanced 
work. 

The BGS degree has been 
adopted at other imiwanities. In 
some of these sctiools the BGS 
has been aitared to include a 
maior. The BGS has been 
a ccept e d by many graduate 
achoolt. "A student should keep 
in mind that the requirements 
far the a ccep u nce to graduate 
scfMols are much leas than those 
required for a nnior under ttie 
BA or BS degree programs," said 
Dr. Ronald Tikofsky, creator of 
the BGS dapaa at the University 

^ItMTthat if the BGS degree 
te adopted at FSU it will include 
provisions for a field of 
concentration. It has come to 
my attention that the University 
of Michigan law school hat 
requested that its students take 
tfie BGS degree program instead 
of a pre law program," said V. 
James T. Parish, who is the 
prime promoter of the degree 
for FSU.

A dark look at America 



Like many students, Raymond Glover Slaton 
and James "Shorty" Smith went home from their 
college studies, bought camping gear and 
hitchhiked 6,000 miles around the country last 
summer. 

Unlike many students, thou^, Slaton and 

Smith are blind. 

"We decided if we were ever going to do it, this 
summer would be as good a time as any," said the 
23-year-old Slaton, a Sanford native. "What 
surprised me is that everyone was against it. 
Friends told us terrible stories of what could 
happen and my parents disowned me." 

"i guess they thought that blind people wouM 
be eaay prey for robbers," said the 21-year-old 
Smith from Daytona Beach. "And some said 
because I was black and Ray's white, we'd be 
victim: of race-mongers." 

But the majority of their rides came from 
young whites and black families. AthI cops. 

"We thou^t cops would be jumping all over 
us," Slaton said. "But of the five times we got 
stopped in five different states, only one cop gave 
us trouble. The other four gave us rides." 

One time they ran up to a car and a deep voice 
said, "Bet you don't know who I am, do ya?" 

"The police?" Slaton gulped 

"Yep," said the cop good-naturedly. "You're 
the only boys I ever seen who ran up to me with 
much enthusiasm." 

The one law enforcement agency that hassled 
ttiem was the New York State Highway f^trol. 
"They brought us into the station and kept us 



sitting for hours," Slaton said. "They said ihev 
could adjudge us mentally incompetent and put us 
in a mental asylum if they wanted to. They finally 
let us go, after we promised them we weren't going 
any further than Syracuse. Of course, we kept on 
going." 

The two blind men took just $40 on their 
cross-country odyssey. 

"We stayed in crash pads and at friends' homes 
and one night we crashed in the bathroom of the 
fourth floor of a University of Michigan 
dormitory," Slaton said. "We went via New York, 
M^iich is a big rip-off, across to Minneapolis then 
over through Montana and down into California It 
took us three full weeks to get to Berkeley." 

The two found that, contrary to what their 
friends warned them to expect, people around the 
country were open and helpful to them. "The 
vw>rst ride we got was two or three guys whc 
suddenly let us out of the car saying they had to 
go back and 'hit' a tracer park full of Cadillacs and 
Oklsmobiles." 

The two agreed that everyone expitssei: 
surprise that two "blinks" were hitchirtg across the 
country. 

"That takes a lot of guts, fellows," said on. 
North Carolina truck stop owner "I have j 
M^'s Mind and I wouldn't let him do it " 
They took the bus back from L.A., though. 
"We looked at Arizona. New Mexico and Texas 
and felt the hot sun coming down and said nc 
' Slaton laughed. "We're not THAT brave."

GAINESVILLE (UPI)-aies 
of help from yrts seeking 

information about obtaining 
legal abortions have been 
flowing into University of 
Florida student newspaper 
editor Ron Sachs during the past 



Sachs defied a century-old 
state law earlier this month and 
printed a directory of abortion 
referral services— primarily 
clergymen -where women could 
obtain information about legal 
abortions. 

The 21 -year -old Miami senior 
was promptly arrested for 
violating the 1868 law which 
includes a provision forbidding 
publication of advice or 



knoM^edge that could lead to a 
woman aborting a pregnancy. 

"Since the story broke I have 
even received 12 letters from 
Other states," said Sadn. "Girls 
who said they were in desperate 
trouble and would pay whatever 
they had to pay to gat the list." 

While fie has agreed not 'to 
further disseminate the abortion 
referral information pending his 
trial, SacfK said he had sent 
responses to the letters reiemng 
the young women "to magazines 
w^ere we got our information." 

Saclts said he also received 
calls from six girls who had 
abortions in the past year. He 
said four of the girls had legal 
abortions and two had illegal 




operations. 

"The terror that some of 

those girls expressed to me tha' 
they went through is the kind of 
terror tfwt no woman should 
have to face just because She is a 
Floridian," Sachs said 

The constitutionality of the 
ancient Florida anti-abortion 
statute IS in grave doubt. The 
Sute Supreme Court has told 
the legislature to modernize the 
statute or face having it declared 
unconstitutional and Attif , , 
General Robert Shevin has also 
expressed serious doubts about 
the law. 

In addition to the Sachs cast, 
the abortion information section 
of the statute is also bf-mg 
challenged by the Todjy 
newspaper in Cocoa, which filed 
suit seeking permission to 
publish abortion information 
after being threatened with 
prosecution for publishing such 
information. 

A 23^ear-old Daytona Beach 
woman, Shirley Ann Wheeler, 
was convicted m July under 
another sectton of the statute 
for having an abortion, a 
conviction which her attorney 
says is unprecedented in t; ■ 
English-speaking world. Mi'. 
Wheeler has indicated she will 
appeal her conviction and also 
challenge the constitutwnality 
of the law. 

"I am confident we're going 
to win our case," said Sachs. "I' 
we win, I am going to make the 
information available regularly 
in our paper." 

"You can talk about the 
morality of abortion all yo" 
want, you can pretend it doesn t 
exist. But it does exist." 

Sachs said he has received a

"I'm going to college in order 
to get an education," says the 
average ttudwtt upon Iwing 
asked the big Why. But recently, 
studentt have showm— as they 
comptoin of drwry days on 
campus, as they tear down the 
walls, as they drop out faster 
than they dropped in-that 
"getting an education" 
obviously isn't enough for some. 
Many students around the 
country are feeling a desire to 
plan their own educations and to 
administer those educations 
themselves. And they're ntaking 
that desire a reality. 

Student educational 
dissatisfaction is resounding. In 
the M#Mr education process it 
has over and over been found 
that the medium is tedium. The 
psycholofpcal reauhs are a 
claustrophobic classroom 
catatonia and educational 
annihilation, gjvtng university 
students in loco parentis 
paranoia and a big pain in the 
assignment book. 

The result of these severe

Chomsky, ail I oouM think of «was Bonnie and 
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Ctyde and Cuy BUmr (and, in w tr mp e ct . 

Vanishing Point). 

The reason viewing Evet Knievel reminded me 
of these other films VMt that like them, the film 
seemed to be trying to create a cinematic folk 
hero. HoiMever, their efforu fail. Starting out as a 
seemingly addle-brained punk, Knievel does not 
become heroic. He's still a crazy man at the end of 
the film. 

Of course, I guess you could argue tfiat that 
point is the film's existential massage. 

Knievel achieved a perverse sort of notoriety 
for being the best (and craziest) of tfw motorcycle 
stunt riders (Though in the film, he objects to 
being called a stunt rider because he argues that 
stunts can be repeated and perfected, and what 
he's doing has never been done before.) 

His big bike hang up is rurming his machine up 
a ramp then jumping it over 18, 19, 20 cars lined 
up side-by-side-then walking away from this feat 
alive.

Money - a subject 
dear to all students 

(Editor's note: This is the first in a series on scholarships and 
financial aid.)

Money and where to find it is a subject dear to ail students. With 
the recent rise in tuition and the general cost of living making it 
harder to stay in school, the prospect of a few extra bucks is 
interesting to anyone. 

Schoiardiipc are the best way to finance your education because 
the money doesnt have to be paid back. Most scholarships in this 
university originate from the Financial Aid Office. They handle the 
administration of several forms of scholarships plus many student 
loans. 

One type of scholarship awarded by the Financial Aid Office is a 
form of open scholarship. To apply, students must show a need and 
haw bean prwkMsly awarded aid by the Financial Aid Offwe whHe 
maintaining a 3 5 grade average. This year 100 of these scholanhipa. 
at $1S0 a quarter, were awarded. 

The Financial Aid Office also handtes scholarships awarded by 
sdmolt and colleges in the university. To vpiy, tlw student should 
contact the individual departments. 

Scholarships from private aaandes are also handM by the 
Financial Aid Office. Large foundations such as the National Merit 
Scholarships and the Ford Foundation offer scholarships to 
exnvtionally intalligent and aeonomialiy fkprivMf itudwrts. 

Loans are also available from the Financial Aid Office. The 
Natkmai Defense Education Act student loans are available for as 
much as $100 a year for undergraduates at three percent interest and 
repayment doesn't start until graduation. The Florida Student Loans 
fund has as much as $1200 available at four percent interest. 
Repayment also starts after graduation. Various unlvanity loans art 
available for small amounts at tew interest; these are mainly used k\ 
overcoming financial emergencies. 

The biggest recent thing in student loans has been the Federally 
Insured Student Loan program. The problem locally is that only the 
Peoples Bank has been awarding these loans, with a few other banks 
promising to do so soon. However, Don Muse, men's vice preskient, 
has tecated as much as $2.5 million worth of loans from 10 Dade 
County banks. Persons interested in one of these loans should 
contact Muse at his office.

GAINESVILLE-The usual 
cries of "We were robbed" and 
"Those referees put it to us" 
were generally missing Saturday 
afternoon following Florida's 
surprising 17-15 wictory over 
previously unbeaten Florida 
State. 

The Semirrale fans aniong the 

record crowd of 65,109 that 
crammed (nto Florida Field and 
several thousand more who 
watched the game on closed 
circuit television on the FSU 
canopus, clearly saw what 
happened. Florida State made 
mistakes and lost; Florida made 
no important mistakes and won. 

Wide receiver Rhett Davyson 
seemed to sum it up best when 
he said: "Wfi just made too 
many mistakes. I guess they had 
the better team today. They 
beat us, and that's all you can 
say." 

FSU Coach Larry Jones, 

suffering his first defeat as hc?d 
coach after five straight wins, 
commented that "it hurts to lose 

but our kids didn't quit and I'm 
proud of them. It just wasn't our 
day." 

Florida Coach Doug Dickey, 
who had watched his Gators lose 
five straight prior to Saturday's 
upset win, said he knew just how 



Jones felt, because "I've been 
there five times this season! It's 

been a long time since we played 
a good game and beat a good 
team." 

Despite the closeness of the 
score, Florida State was behind 
the entire game. The Gators 
scored two second quarter 
touchdowns and added a 
two-point conversion for a 14-0 
halftime lead. 

Florida State dominated the 
offensive statistics, except on 
the scoreboard. Huff completed 
22 of 40 passes for 198 yards 
and one touchdown. He was 
intercepted once. 

Arthur -Mynroe paced FSU 
rushers with 74 yards in 14 
carries, while Magalski added 58 
yards in 10 carries and James 
Jarrett had 25 yards in five tries. 

Overall, the Seminoles had 
198 yards passing and 170 
rushing, while Florida had only 
44 passing and 152 rushing for a 
total of 196 yards total <yffense. 
But four lost fumbles and a pass 
interception proved the downfall 
of the Seminoles, along with a 
couple of untimely penalties. 

Florida State, about a 
14-point favorite at gametime, 
won the opening toss and 
elected to receive. The weather 
was hot and humid, but rain that 
threatened all afternoon didn't 



begin failing until the game was 
over. 

Fontes missed a 48-yard field 
goal try early in the first period 
when an FSU drive stalled, and 
thf teams (exchanged punts until 
Florida took over at its own 25. 

With a penalty nullifying an 
apparent Seminole fumble 
recovery, the Gators put 
together a 75-yard drive on the 
ground. In addition to the one 
costly penalty, another FSU 
infraction gave Florida a first 
down at the FSU 13 on a third 
and five situation. 

On the final play of the first 
quarter, tailback Tommy 
Durrance dove to within one 
foot of the goal. And, on the 
first play of the second period, 
fullback Mike Rich hammered 
over center for the touchdown. 
A bad pass from center spoiled 
the Gators' extra point try. 

The Gators kicked off leading 
6-0 and David Snell returned to 
the 27. On the first play from 
thei's, Munroe started around 
left end only to meet a host of 
Gator tacklers. Munroe juggled 
the ball once, seemed to recover, 
and then lost the ball in the air. 
Alert Jimmy Barr plucked the 
ball out of the air, and sprinted 
for an easy TD. Durrance ran 
successfully for a two point 
See GATORS. . ..pg.

Florida State finally dented 



the scoreboard early in the final 
period, after Richard Arrantnn 
had blocked a Franco field goal 

try. 

Mixing his plays well. Huff 

drove the Seminoles to the 
Florida 22. He then hit Dawson 
with a 19-vard pacs for a first 
down at the three. Two plays 
later Magalski powered over for 
the TO and Fontes added tfie 
extra point. 

Later, Florida's John Faix 
intercepted a Huff pass and 
Franco booted a 42'Yard field 
goal when the Gators were 
unable to move. The kick gave 
Florida a 17-7 lead with 9:19 
left in the game. 

Huff again marched the 
Seminoles to a TD, hitting kay 
PMses to Dawson and Barry 
Smith before finding Dawson

The North Central Florida 
Chapter of Sigma Delta Chi, the 
professional journalism society, 
started a defense fund for Sachs 
which has grown to over $400. 

Sachs said he believes if there 
is a law on the books which a 
person feels is unconstitutional 
it is his duty "to take a risk and 
break it." 

"Not to do that when it is the 
most effective way to bring 
about change is tantamount to 
telling black people they 
shouldn't break laws which 
prohibited them from eating in 
restauranu or sitting in the front 
of a bus," he said. 

Sachs, who faces a possible 
one-year prison sentence or 
$1,000 fine if convwted, says his 
parents were a "little upset" at 
first over his arrest. 

"They calmed down when 
they realized I wasn't a real 
felon and was doing something 
on principle," he said. 

The State Senate Criminal 
Judiciary Committee, headed by 
Sen. William D. Barrow, 
O Crestview, will meet Tuesday 
and consider a bill which would 
amend FkirhJa's abortion law to 



allow abortions when it can be 
shown the baby wouW be 
mentally retarded. 

The Senate proposal would 
allow mental retardation of the 
baby as grounds for abortion. 
The present law allow* abortknts 
only to save the life of the 
mother. 

A House committee is 
studying a proposal which woukl 
permit aborttom to saw tfie life 



or the nwntal or physk»l health 

of the mother, and in cases 
where the baby would be 
severely handteapped physicdly 
or nnentally. 

The Senate bill would require 
the use of a technique of 
"transabdominal amniocentesis" 
to determine that the fetus is 
afflicted with a genetw defect 
causing mental retardation. The 
bill was proposed by the full 
committee.

A statement urging Florida 
university faculties to organize

The National Society of 
Professors (NSP). an FEA 
affiliate, currently is conducting 
intensive membership campaigns 
on university campuses in 
Ftorida. The organizatk>n is 
competing throughout the 
nation with the American 
Association of University 
Professors and the American 
Federation of Teachers for 
teulty representatnn.

the corporate profits tax isiue and faar of kmng 
insurance coverage under family policies. 

INSURANCE COMMISSIONER Tom 

CMalley's office aniwunoed he has issued an 
order prohibiting insurance companies from 
dropping family policy coverage of students 
registering to vote away from their parents' 

home. 

Stephanie Eisenmenger, student body vice 
president, said many 18-20 year olds ware 
"afraid to register because their insurance under 
their parents' policies would be vokl." 

An insurance indntry rapmentathn 

recently told state officials that 18-20yMr olds 
who register to vote in their coHege 
communities would be k>sing their reskieney 

with their parents-and voiding their coverage 
under family automobile and home owners 
policies. 

But CMalley's off ne said he has issued an 
order directing insurance companies to 
continue the extended coverage for the newly 
enfranchised voters who choose to register to 
vote away from their parents' home. 



"THE COMMISSIONER sent out the order 
over the weekend to all companies doing 
business in Florida that they are not to drop 
any insurance coverage for any 18-20 year olds 
vrfio register away from home," said Jerry 
Davies, O'Mailey's information director. 

Davies said the question of insurance status 
was raised by Attorney General Robert Shevin's 
opinion that students can establish their own 
residence for voting purposes. Insurance 
irKkJstry representatives interpreted the opinion 
to mean loss of residency for insurance 
purposes, but O'Malley feels exercising the right 
to vote shouM not cause loss of insurance, 
Davies saki. 

OHialley's order has no statutory authority, 
"but ha hat the right to isaue diractiMS from 
time to time plugging gaps in laws affecting 
insurance companies," Davies said. 

He sakI ^ oompanieB contacted by 
CMalley's offica indiGatad thay will oooparate 
with the order. 

Rey Grass, student president, said most 
students were not interested in Gov. Reubin 
Askew's corporate profits tax plan, but he 
predk:ted registratk>n among 18-20 year olds 
will pick up sharply before the presklential 
election.

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Premier Kosygin attacked 
by Canadian right-winger 



OTTAWA - A man shouting "Long live Hungary!" broke 
through police lines and attacked Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosygto 
today. He fixed an armlock around the Soviet leader's neck before 
being dragged off by guards. Kosygin was not hurt, but appeared 
shaken. 

Kosygin, 67, was accompanied by Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau when the attack occured. Trudeau was not harmed. 

UPl photographer Jean Alarie, who was so close his lip wai cut in 
the scuffling, said the assailant "actually got his forearm around 
Kosygin's neck" before being dragged away by security guards.

Alarie said the assailant 
jumped from a group of 
denwnstrators into the crowd of 
newsmen around Kosygin and 
then leaped at Koaygin's back as 
he passed. 

Kosygin's coat was pulled off 
his shoulders. 

Kosygin, was surrounded by 
Royal Canadian Mounted 
Policemen and rushed into the 
Parliament building. 

The attack on Kosygin was 
made despite extremely tight 
security m ess ur ei that were 
taken following the discovery by 
police during the night of two 
bombs and a number of 
incendiary devices near the 
Soviet Embassy. 

As the assailant was taken 
away fay police he shouted his 
name was Giza Matrai, the name 
of a Toronto man «vho has been 
active in the extreme ritfit wing 
Edmund Burke Society 
Canada's equivalent of the John 
Birch Society in the United 
States. 

Matrai is also active in a 
group known as the "Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters," a prominent 
anti-Communist organization. 

As the assailant w«s hustled 
off to an office in Parliament's 
east block, he kept shouting 
"Long live Hungary!" "Freedom 
for Hungary I" "Down with the 
Russians!" 

Kosygin originally had been 
scheduled to leave the

Civil guard 
rescue patrols from Ouzoo said heavy rain and thick fog in the area 
forced them to suspend operatkms until Tuesday. Aid helteopten 
were grounded. 

The ragkm was raported to be isolatad by landslides. Heavy 
property damage in the area was reported.

McDonald said the violence broke out after black students held a 
meeting in the school auditorium with nirtcipal Genrtd Deniels and 
then apponted a committee to draw up a list of grievances. 

Officials said the tension started Friday night at a school dance at 
whwh there was an aM svhita band and an ail Mack band. They said 
the white band was arrested for marijuana position and aH the white 
students left, leaving only blacks at the dance. 

There are 256 Macks and 1,124 whttas enrolled at the high 
school.

MIAMI (UPl)— The State Senate committee on 
universities and community collages approved a 
bill Monday establishing drug education and 
rehabilitation centers at ati state universities. 

The committee was one of 13 holdfng meetings 
here Moniay and Tuesday in Senate President 
Jerry Thomas's program to bring the legislature to 
the people. 

Charles Perry, president of Florida 
International Unhierslty which opens here next 
year spoke to the ownmittM in favor of the bill. 

"This bill is a beginning in the right direction," 
he said. "We can greatly decrease the number of 
people who are violating lha lafw." 



The vote was 4-1 with Sen. Charles 
R-Fort Lauderdale, casting the dissenting vote. 

"I am suggesting thM if we're going to pamper 
law vioiaton, we're going in the wrong dirwtion." 
he said. 

The bill would set up centers at all state 
universities, junior colleges and vocational 

technical schools. Students would be treated on a 
confidential basis and would not be prosecuted 
unless arrested by police. 

If the bill passes the Legislature, the program 
would be run by the State Department of 
Education.

For 
example, he seid the father has 
usually told the son that he must 
be tough and infallible, therefore 
that is the way it must be. 

According to Fasteau, ttie 
reason we are in war is men did 
not want to be called a coward, 
he had to be tough.

WILLS' FAVORITE 
LEADERS with whom he has 
been associated are General 
George Patton; Rev. Wyatt T 
Walker (Dr. King's Chief 
Assistam during the Non violent 
Revolution); Rev. Robert Jones, 
Assistant Pastor of Mascedonia 
Baptist Church and president of 
the NAACP Youth Council of 
Panama City, Florida; Or. Martin 
Luther King, >.; Rev. C. K, 
Steele of Tallahassee, and Dr. 
Devid Matthews, president c' 
the Afro- American Studer 
Association of the University of 
Alabama. 

Although Wills h. 
participated in numerous 
non-violent demonstrations 
—including the March 
Washington and other areas-his 
specialty is resolving racia 
controversy throug 
communication. In over twenty 
years of Civil Rights activity, 
only once did Wilis find it 
necessary to employ tact r 
other than effecti. 
communication. 

This was in Panama Citv 
when he organized and led th 
demonstrations there. Howev«r, 
WHIs alio views the Panama C t, 
(Movement as a triumph fc 
communication because he 
helped orgsnize the Panama C tv 
Bi-Ractal Committee. 

Mr. Wills feels that his success 
in Civil Rights stems from the 
fact that he deptores pubiiot. 
has no personal hatreds '.^ 
would interfere with a 
Objective analysis of the 

problem, and that he refuses to 
use young Blacks-or young 
Whitae-eo hirther his own 
ambitions. He feels that there is 
no place in his approach to racial 
problems for hatred, persona! 
insults, or vmlence. However, he 
does not attempt to force his 
views on others. He feels that 
there must be some goals for 
Blacks that shouW be pursued 
here at Florida State, and feels 
that both the administration and 
the Bleck staidents possess the 
"intelligence" to reach these 
goals through rational discourse. 

AS FOR HIS OWN 
INVOLVEMENT in the race 
question at Florida Sttte, Wills 
feels that "the young Black 
students here have so much 
Black pride. Black dignity, 
determination, and intelligence 
that 'old folk' should step aside 
and allow them to bring about 
the changes that must surely 
come." However, he is always 
willing to lend a hand to anyone 
who feels that his assWance is 
needed . 

Wills will speak at the Chapel 
of the Upper Room 
November 14, and he wH 
attempt to preach an ""'^ 
fashkmed" gospel sennon and 
not dwell too much on racial 
strife.

Happened like this: I applied for and received a tuition grant 
throu^ Dr. G. of the School of Business; as grateful as I am for the 
financial atcistance, I am sorry to say that the grant was late in 
coming, due to administrative hangnips in the B-School. Had it been 
acted upon akxsut two weeks ago, I might not have had reason to 
complain; not about the benevolent grantors, mind yoi il never bite 
the hand that feeds); my complaint is solely with ihe Office of 
FinancM Aid, alias the Office of Financial He a daches, aHas the 
Office of Frequent Aggravation. 

Dr. 6. indicated to me that actual payment would be 
immediately forthcoming, merely being a formality. Unfortunately, 
things have changed at OFA since Dr. G. last worked with them. 

The lady I was told to see is no longer employed at the OFA; it 
seems that she ran screaming into the night some time ago, no doubt 
a victim of the changes mentioned. Anyway, I had to see a Mr. H., 
the new ammm of such pwits. Basicalhf, he told me that it would 
take "two or three days" to process my grant in the OFA, after 
which it would be sent to tfw Bursar's Office, who would pay me the 
biead. Hang^ number one: this was on Thursday afternoon, which 
meant that it wouldn't be sent to the Burur until Monday or 
Tuesday, and only those Award Letters reoehwd by Friday would be 
paid tfw following Wednesday, as they only cut the checks for such 
(^ants once a waalc, each \Madnesday.

WaH. it 
is nearly 4 p.m., and I'm afraid you couldn't get it until tomorrow 
afternoon, at the earliest," says he. He didn't answer when I asked 
Mm why m heN it waa caNad an amarganey loan if It takes a day to 

g»t. 

"We also have short-term loans, for up to $300," said Mr. H., 
after Iiang4ip number two ruled out the emergency loan. "Fine," 
tM \: "\ suppose it will take a day to get also." Wrong. HangHip 
number three: Short-term loans need to be co-signad. "No problem, 
ni gM Or. 6. to co-sign for me. hand carry it over and back, and get 
my money tomonrow." Hangnip number four: no faculty, sttff or 
student may co-sign the note. Hangnip number five: It must be 
mailed by the OFA to the designated co-signer, not hand-carried. 
"Hold it, hold it ... how tong will all this take? Like, when can I get 
the money?" I said. "Oh, it averages about fiw or six 
depending on the mail." Beautiful. Not only do I have to depend 
upon the OFA, now I have the damn mall to depend upon. 

I gave up; went back to Or. G., had him caH Mr. H. to try to wortt 

it out. Last I heard was that he couldn't promise anything. Dr. G. 
has offered to personally lend me the money, if I don't get it this

Government: o perpetual irony 



The history of governments is epitomized by 
the disasters wrought forth on "the people" as a 

jresult of government interventton in tha name of 

,"the public good." Government, by nature. It 

• seems, is a perpetual irony. 

In the name of "the public good." the 

'. g ove r n men t seized the highway systems from the 
raelities of the free market. A single, state highway 

I system, the people were told, was necessary to 
prevent confusion between the different highway 
systems; it was cheaper, "free" In fact-there no 
longer being the customary toll of private roads to 
pay; and the safety standards of the stete highway 
system wouW be far superior to those of any other 
road system run purely for profit. 

The his^way system, therefore, became a state 
monop o l y , and asplwit pavement embarked on a 
trip known as "progress through modification 
and/or refinement." The Asphalt Bureaucracy 
could and can only devetop wkler, k>nger, or 

smoother highways. Alternate forms of 
.transportation are not thou(^t of with much 
enthusiasm because a government-granted 
monopoly over the major form of transportation 
has killed virtoally all incentive to innoviMa for 
altemate methods of transport, over property 
which was originally privately held. 

Eminent Domain was the fency name which 
justified the state seizing private property on 
behalf of the "public good" or the "publk 
interest," to lay down the asphalt Jungles whteh 
would be obsolete ten years before their 
construction was complete. 

Car and truck manufaduran, too, could and do 
only think of sleeker, faster, more economical 
and/or wider FOUR-WHEELED vehicles to 
devetop beceuse there was and is no need to break 
into a new market of transportation (such as use 
your imagination) if the highways are being 
'suppiiad "free of charge " by the state, provkiing a 
demand for asphalt-oriented vehicles. 

But this government -created vicious cyde has 
ironical implications beyond creating an artif idal 
demand for asphalt-oriented vehrales. 

Fifty percent of all air polhrtkm is a result of 



automobiles, v»hk* are abundant pr^dsely because 
they were built to accommodate a government 
stendardized and frozan-in-form method of 
transportetion. 

Since highways are supposedly "hree" to utilize 
by all automobile drivers, there are no monetary 
rastraintt to discourage the leisurely or wasteful 
driver from venturing forth out into the traffic 
(except in those areas where the government sets 
up hii^way toll booths, despite the original claims 
that texes, forcibly extracted from even persons 
who would never use the highways, would be 
adequate to supply "the people" with "free" 
transportation). 

Consider further the easy access to "the 
people" the state now has in the guise of highway 
policemen (state troopers they are ominously 
called) and dty pdwemen, who have jurisdiction 
over tha roads within thafr territory. 

Imagine you are driving down the highway 
smoking a reefer and all of a sudden up ahead 
there is a roadbkxHc, set up by several state 
troopers, or a few city policemen, or a couple of 
county constebles-toke your pick. If smoking 
marijuana is legal, then vKhat you're doing is cool 
and there's nothing to worry about. On the other 
hand, since grass is not legal, chances are you, or 
the penons ki your automobile who are getting 
stoned while you do the driving, will get busted at 
the roadblock, set up by agents of the state, for 
posse s sk w i of a stata-forbidden property, whether 
your driver's license (which is what they claim 
they really wanted to check you for) is valid or 
not-or whether the safety sticker on your car 
window is valid or not— or wtietiier, etc., etc. 

Crime on city streeU and reckless drivers are 
the state excuses for setting up closed-circuit 
television cameras to monitor the actions of "the 
people." And Big Brotfier flies overhead with a 
search light in a helicopter to remind us of the 
tftead with which the forces of the state can strike. 

What startt out as a state enterprise to "help 
the people" tunw mA to l» a nightmare for 
freedom.

But upon making contact witi) 
Florida Field's synthote tifl^, the ball flaw out of Dawson's hands 
and out of bounds. 

The official near the play ruled the pass incomplete, while 
Dawson arguad briefly that he had caught the ball and then fumbled 
it out of bounds. If the offk:ial had ruled a catch and then a fumble, 
FSU wouM hawe retained possession at the 28. 

But with the incomplete pass, FSU started again from its own 41 
and a fourth down pass fell inoon^lete to turn the ball back to 
FkMlda with only seconds left in the game. 

Although Dawson indicated after the game that he felt he had 
made a catch and then fumbled, and his teammates agreed, Coach 
Jonei and his playen refuaad to blame the bad call for the toss. 

"It was a judgema« oaH and I oartair^ wouldn't questkm it," 
commented Jones. 

WMIa sludHm on Hm FSU oampus Monday «mi« itiH (fitcmting 
the 17 15 loss to Florida, and especially the controversial caH, Coach 
Jones and the Seminoles returned to the practkre field.

Kovochevich stirs 
UF campus this 
past Thursday

"Mict Kovadwvich, I just wantKl to tall you that after hearing 
your talk last night, my opinion of you has changed. Some of the 
things you said are really causing me to think." 

The speaker was a Unhwrsity of Fk>rida student, telling 
controversial Regent Elizabeth Kovachevich that he had been very 
critical of her until Thursday night when she spoke on the UF 
campus. 

It seems that Kovachevich raised quite a stir on the UF campus 
this past week. She came to the monthly Board of Regents meeting 
one d»y early to spend some time on the campus talking to students, 
thought to be her deadly enemies. 

In a few hours on the campus, Kovachevich attended five classes, 
suriniected herself to three dormitory dteuisiom and gave a speedi to 
3,500 jeering students. 

Despite a dishonorable introductran by UF Student Body 
President Don Middlebrooks, a rock through a window, jeers, a 
crowd of 1 ,500 outside the 2,000 seat auditorium trying to get 
through the locked doors, and various other incidents of disrespect, 
too numerous to mention, Kovachevich urged UF students to ask 
themselves "what is the product for the prwe tag" regarding hipher 
education in Florida. 

Kovachevich told a group reporters and students Friday that the 
"hostility didn't bother me." She added, "I felt sorry for those 
people. I wanted to know how I oouM get through to them." 

It seems she did "get through" to some. She related how some 
students had even looked her up in her motel room to apologize for 
the introductory ramartcs. She said one couple had even brought her 
cookies. 

Kovachevich said she was very pleased with her overall visit to the 
campus. The wily plannad activity she didn't do was spend one hour 
in the lunch area. 

Thursday's visit to UF was a part of Kovachevich's plan to visit a 
university campus at least one day each month. She made a similar 
visit to the Florida Technological University campus in September. 

Kovachevkih said she has no intention of softening her opposition 
to dormitory visitation "until we build better dormitories." 

She- reiterated that she opposes open student housing because the 
state has waived sovereign immunity, making it vulnerable to suits 
from coeds who get "in trouble." 

"Until we build better dorm, or get out of the dorm business 
completely or knock down walls or put up partitkms or something, 
we can't afford open housing because it can't be properly 
supervised," Kovachevwh said. 

Another topic Kdvadievich wes concerned about was the 
tendency of universities to produce students in unneeded vocations. 
She called for educational reforms to stop wasting and start directing 
them to where they can be useful.

B.A. degree. 

Requirements have been around since the word college 
was invented, and most required coutms have long outiivad 
their usefulness to the student 

The administration of this university is now considering 
the adaptation of a new degree, a degree designed to allow 
the student to taice the counas he faels are uasful. 

It is called the Bachelor of General Studies and it was 
developed at Michigan State. It allows liberalization of the 
bachelor's program by encouraging the student to divereify 
hb coursework. Some programs, IHce that at Kansas, aHow 
the pursuit of a major. The main effect of the B.G.S. is 
that it allows the student to pick what he will learn instead 
of making him rely on requirements dietatad by the degree 
he wants to achieve. 

FSU can create a B.G.S. which would be flexible 
enough to fit the needs of each student We could design a 
major into the program, if that's what the students want, 
or we can let them go without one as with the program at 
Michigan. The idea is to relax the traditional requirements 
if thafs what the sftident w ants . 

FSU needs a more liberal program for its students. The 
language requirement borders on insanity with its terrifk: 
demand on students' time and attention and its irrelevance 
to other rourse work, to say nothing of how useful it will 
be in the real world. Many other requirements exist solely 
through the interia of tradition. They prevent the student 
from taking more dynamic eoums. 

The decision to allow liberalization of the degree 
requirements will probably be left up to the Faculty 
Senate. Within that body there are. of course, 
representatives from departments which would lose a large 
captive audience should requirements be relaxed. There are 
abo representatives from departments which are willing to 
compete for student interest trough modem, relevant 
courses. The students are best represented by the latter 
faction. Both should combine for the good of the students 
and the university. 

A liberal B.G.S. degree would benefit the students and 
the faculty. It would ensure the development and survival 
of useful courMS and better teaching methods. Students 
would become something more than warm bodies puttmg 
in time. 

It's time for his^er education to let pass its medieval 
trappings and allow the student to attend thoae courses 
which best suit his needs as he sees them.

(4) No person shall stand in 
the portion of a roadway paved 
for vehicular traffic, for tiw 
purpote of soliciting a ride, 
employment or busineis from 
the ooGuflmt of any tnhiala.

And now? "istow I'm ready to 
go back to teaching because I 
feel that teaching is the most 
useful thing I can do. I miss 
students. I thihk that students at 
college age are the most 
interesting. Their sense of their 
own potemial is greatest at that 
point. It's that unfilled sense of 



usefulness that's the strongest 
goal I feel in wanting to return 
to teaching." 

But can a nice Jewish boy. 
well-studied in the finer things, 
leave the academic community, 
join the Other World, and find 
real happiness? 

"I get up at 5 a.m. ev^ry 
day," Brill said. "Then I go over 
to the zen center and sit in the 
lotus position for 45 minutes. I 
work from 7 a.m. til 2 p.m. as a 
proof reader. It's no more hack 
work than reading student 
themes, except-" he said rather 
sadly, "-except there aren't any 
students." 

But after going from tweed: 
to beads, Leonard Brill hasn't 
been fulfilled. He wants to gc 
back to school. And he-the 
dropout professor— is like the 
drop-out student. Both tire of 
the educational system and 
affect a deliberate liberation that 
often becomes dishabilitation. 



For Brill, that forced freedom 
became tedium, and academic 
unampioyment became 
unenjoyment. 

But some good has come out 
of his telf-tmposed sabbatical. "I 
have explored an education I 
have never explored," he said. "I 
was always very tied to 
language-a head consciousness 
that was bred in graduate school. 
And I wanted to explore new 
languages. Vegetarian cooking, 
yoga, Zen, the goiter-they've all 
become new languages. But 
when the school year was over 
last June," he said, "I realized 
that I had spent a year not being 
in a classroom." 

Leonard Brill-Dr. Leonard 
Brill— is looking for a job. He can 
teach English lit, humanities, 
md some other subjects too. 
And he can do light cleanir.o ("'^ 
windows or floors). Coiitm 
him.

A civilization in between 



A couple of us were talking 
about Kerouac last week, about 
his influanca on people in the 
50s- 1 remember when a 
thousand paopie mobbed a 
coffeehouse in North Beach in 
July, 1960, to hear him read 
(and he didn't show up)— about 
the critic who eaNed Mm. 
admiring, "the last hobo writer 
in America" and "Whitman on 
the Opw) Road in a 1948 
Hudson Hornet," and about his 
last terrible years. Toward the 
end, he drank too much. I saw 
him one night on Buckley's 
"Firing Line," when he was so 
drunk he couldn't sit up straight 
in his ch«r. And he suffared 
from paranoid delusions, 
imagining things about a Jewish 
Literary Mafia, the threat of 
International Communism, and 
v«ho knows what other fantasies 
out of his lower middle dass. 
French Catholic, Lowell, 
Massachusetts childhood. 

During his final days, he lived 
With his crippled mother in a 



ticky-tacky house in Florida, 
nursing a hernia, drinking beer 
and watehing TV. One can 
imagine that, when the end 
came, the Venetian blinds were 
drawn against the scalding sun 
and something like "As the 
World Turns" or "The Price Is 
Right" or "Treasure Hunt" was 
flickering across the face of the 
tube. Though common sense 
says that he must have died in a 
hospital. Well, he's gone now, 
and all that's in the past. But tf» 
quastton kept coming back to 
me: Why do so many American 
novelisu come to such bad ends? 

It Is the loneliness of the 
occupation that does it? Is it the 
fact that you have to sit there 
day after day-spinning out 
fantasies with words? is it the 
brain-breakrng fatigue that sets 
in after an average eight-hour 
day? Is it the difficulty of 
getting started in dw morning? 
Is it the wild but persistent hope 
that if coffee alone won't get 
you started in ^ momins. dwn 



coffee laced with Irish whiskey, 
or coffee with one of your wife's 
diet pills, or coffee combined 
with 20 minutes of Yoga, surely 
will? Is it the agony of 
knowing-and this is a real 
agony, an agony tiiat no irony, 
however strong, can do much to 
mitigate— tttat your best work 
may be ignored in favor of 
whatever trash New York and 
Hollywood happen to be 
promoting that season? How 
many writers went into deep 
depressions at the news that 
Love Story and Valley of the 
Dolls had just capped a cool 
million and that it was all due to 
Promotion? 

Annarica has never been very 
fond of its real writers. Real 
writers always seem to be off on 
some trip of their own. They're 
uncertain consumers. They can't 
be counted on to visit Sears 
every Sunday afternoon. They'll 
drive an old car for ten years 
simply because diey've come to 
klemify with it and hwe it 



Worse than that, sometimes they 
won't drive cars at all, preferring 
to walk. They work irregular 
hours. No corporation has 'ever 
attempted to get them to punch 
a time clock. Sometimes they 
work at night. You see a light on 
in a house up at the corner of 
the street and you think 
someone's sick and maybe you'd 
better phone ... And then you 
remember, oh yes, that crazy 
writer lives up there. He works 
all night for the fun of it and 
doesn't even get time and a half 
for overtime. The suspicion 
enters the Amerkwi mind 
immediately: the man must be 
deranged. 

With a writer, nothing is 
really predictable. When things 
are going well, there is probably 
nothing that can equal the 
intensity of his excitement. 
When things are going badly, 
however ...! And there's never 
any way to tell how things will 
go from one day to the next. As 
every American knows, "You 



can't run a business iike that." 
Like actors, writeis Lisually dn 
broke. Either they're 
remarkably soft touch and give- 
it away to friends and relatives, 
or publishers, agents i-.iid tax 
collectors tafie it from them. It 
is not a life-or a death, for that 
matter— that any sane man 
would choose for himself. 

And still, writers keep on 
writing, and drinking, and 
dreaming, and taking pills, and 
having paranoid fantasies, and 
blacking out at dinner parties, 
failing forward with their heads 
in plates of vichyssoise. And 
why? Are they, in truth, the 
orriy real existential heroes in 
America at this time? Or aio 
they simply fools— perhaps 
heroic fools, but fools 
nevertheless? Is there a scientist 
somewhere working on a pill to 
restore common sense to 
writers? And would any real 
writer take that pill?

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Major changes seen in the 
student financial aid picture 



(This is the second part in a i 
financial aid and scholarships.) •

A revised loan program at FSU will bring tome 
major changes to the student finandai aid picture 
for this school year. 

THE FLORIDA STUDENT Loan Program, 
with fiscal funding totaling S96,300 for FSU last 
year, will now operate «M) increased funds as a 
result of 1971 legislative changes which combined 
six previously existing aid programs. 

Under the new policy, Florida's Board of 
Regents Scholarehips, Scholarshipe for Children of 
Deceased Veterans Program, Scholarship Loans for 
Preparation of Teachers of Exceptional Children, 
Teachers and Scholarship, and Nursing and 
Scholarship Loan Programs have all been cancelled 
for new entrants, and consolidated into one 
program. 

Students already receiving such aid will 
continue to receive assistance under the original 
circumstances of their loan or scholarship 
agreements. Hov/ever, students applying for aid 
now and in the future will have to meet 
requirements for the ill-encompessing Florida 
Student Loan Program. 

PREVIOUS SCHOLARSHIP and loan pro-ams 
were based on criteria other than "need" as 
determined by income. Aid was awarded on the 
basis of academic achievement and in some cases, 
on the particular vocation for which a student was 
prepM^ing, said the Financial Aid Office. 

Applicants for loans under the revised Florida 
Student Loan Program must now meet the 



following criteria: (1) be a U.S. dtaan and a 
resident of Florida for the preceding two years; (2) 

be enrolled or accepted for admission in an eligible 
Florida institution as a full-time student; (3) 
demonstrate firandd need as determined by a 

recognized method of need analysis; and (4) have 
an adjusted gross family income of $15,000 or less 
per year. 

Tl-,e maximum which may be borrowed is the 
amount of tuition or registration fees, boolcs arKi 
housinf, not to exceed $t200 per academic year. 

At FSU either the American College Testing 
Program of the College Scholarship Services 
Program will review a confidential family financial 
statement required of the student and/or parents, 
arxi will forward evaluation to Florida State's 
Student Firumcial Aid Office. 

WILLIAM E. BYERTS, director of the student 
aid programs, feels that "in the long run, students 
will benefit appreciably from the new system." 

More than 2,000 students will receive finwcial 
assistance totaling more than $2.5 million. This aid 
will be in the form of federal progran» of loans, 
grants, and college work study programi M tHWii M 
the state-funded programs, said Byerts. 

Students seeking lonf-tsrm financial m4 during 
the 1971-72 school year were required to meet a 
Feb. 15, 1971 deadline for filing applications. If a 
student missed the filing date. Byerts says the 
chances for obtaining aid for the coming school 
year "will depend on increased funding over that 
currently allotted." 

However, he noted that there are still a few 
sources of aid available beyond the deadline 
reputrements.

Judiciary Ccimmittee staff. 

THE CMR PLANS to woilc toward the passage of adult nghu 
legislation by showing the legisleture that students and other 18 to 
20-year-olds are interested in such legislation. 

"Some people say that Florida is too conservative to give full 
adult privileges to 18 to 20-year-oMs such as Verntont tm done, but 
I feel if enough students get behind the proposal it wilt be passed in 
ItM upcoming legislative session or at least we will make deep inroads 
to tfie passage of legislation in that direction," said Parish.

A revised loan program at FSU will bring some 
changes to the student f inandai aid pictMra 
for this school year. 

THE FLORIDA STUDENT Loan Program, 
with fiscal funding totaling $96,300 for FSU last 
year, will now operate with increased funds as a 
result of 1971 legislative changes which combined 
six previously existing aid programs. 

Under the new policy, Florida's Board of 
Regents Scholarships, Scholarships for Children of 
Deceased Veterans Program, Scholarship Loans for 
Preparation of Teachers of Exceptional Children, 
Teachers and Scholarship, artd Nursing and 
Scholarship Loan Programs have all been cancelled 
for new entrants, and consolidated into one 
program. 

Students already receiving such aid will 
continue to receive assistance under the original 
circumstarKes of tfieir loan or scholarship 
agreements. However, students applying for aid 
now and in the future will have to meet 
requirements for the aH-encompassing Florida 
Student Loan Program. 

PREVIOUS SCHOLARSHIP and loan programs 
were based on criteria other than "need" as 
determined by income. Aid was awarded on the 
basis of academic achievement and in some cases, 
on the particular vocation for which a student was 
preparing, said the Financial Aid Office. 

Applic»its for loans under the revised Florida 
Student Loan Program must now meet the 



following criteria: (1) be a U.S. citizen and a 
resident of Floridi for the preceding two yeers; (2) 

be enrolled or accepted for admission in an eligibis 
Florida institution as a full-time student; (3) 
demonstrate financial need as determined by a 

recognized method of need analysis; and (4) have 
an adjusted gross family income of $15,00C or less 
peryeer. 

n-.e maximum which may be borrowed is the 
amount of tuition or registration fees, books and 
housing, not to exceed $1200 per academic year. 

At FSU either the American College Testing 
Program of the College Scholarship Services 
Program will review a conf identic family financial 
statement required of the student and/br perents, 
and will forward evaluation to Florids State's 
Student Financial Aid Office. 

WILLIAM E. BYERTS, director of the student 
aid programs, feels that "in the long run, students 
will benefit appreciably from the new system." 

More than 2,000 studentt will receive financial 
assistance totaling more than $2.5 million. This aid 
will be in the form of federal programs of loans, 
granu, and college work -study programs as well as 
the state-funded programs, said Byerts. 

Students seeking long-term financial aid during 
the 1971-72 school year were required to meet a 
Feb. 15, 1971 deadline for filing applications. If a 
student missed the filing date, Byerts says the 
chances for obtaining aid for the coming school 
year "will depend on in crease d funding over that 
currently allotted " 

However, he noted tfiat there are still a few 
sources of aid available beyond the deadline 
reQUirements.

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CES gets five, CR wins one; 
YSAP loses in SG elecfions

Coalition for an Effective Senate (CES) won 
five seats and Coalition for Reform (CR) won one 
seat In the early unofficial returns in the Senate 
race for tlie College of Arts and Sciences. 

The four constitutional amendments passed by 
large votes, but the three referendum questions 
were not counted because the necessary 25 
percent of the student body did not vote. 

At press time, the results for all other seats had 
not been tabulated. 

Winners in Arts and Sciences are: Seat 1-Bob 
Eisemann, Seat 2-Keith Higgins (CES), Seat 
3-Danny Pietrodangelo (CES), Seat 4-V. James 
T. Parish, Seat 5-Ed Krieger (CR), Seat 6-John 
Robertson (CES), Seat 8-Nesta King (CES), Seat 



9-Tom Sullivan (CES). 

An early recount on the contest in Seat 7 
altered Bob Krieger's (CR) one-vote lead over 
Roger Messer (CES) to a tie. Another recount was 
in process at press time. Seats 5, 8 and 9 each were 
tentatively won by less than 15 votes. 

Young Socialist Alliance Party candidates 
Karen Pewitt, Bill Boyd, Paul Shang and Jack 
Lieberman each lost their races by at least 50 
votes. Approximately 430 were cast in the Arts 
and Sciences division. 

The amendment abolishing the offices of Men's 
and Women's Vice Presidents passed by a ratio of 
about three to one. The amendments concerning 
the name of Summer Senate and the purpose of 
the student body each passed by a vote ratio of 
about four to one. 



The amendment reducing the size of the 
Supreme Court passed by a ratio of approximately 
two and a half to one. 

The ballots on the referendum questions will be 
left uncounted but will be available for use by any 
organization wanting to use the information. 
About 4,500 votes were needed for the referenda 
to be effective. Elections Commissioner William 
Weinrich "guessed" that only about 2,500 ballots 
had been cast. 

Results for the remaining Senate seats-two in 
Education and 1 1 in Basic Studies-will be posted 
on the third floor of the Union and will be 
published in tomorrow's Flambeau. The ballots for 
three Union Board seats and Senior Class Secretary 
aitso had not been counted at press time. 



McManus: 'Americans 
hsbig life, properly'

"Wake up, my fellow Americans. Your freedom is being taken away not 
from an outside government, but from a government within." 

Thus spoke John McManus, staff coordinator for the John Birch Society at 
Ruby Diamond Auditorium last night to a small crowd of about 50 people. 

The event was part of Communications 311 -"Rhetoric of Contemporary 
Extreme Politics." 

"Communism is a fraud that's being used to scare people into more rules, ' 
McMwius said. "This fraud is being pushed by an American organization 
known as the Council of Foreign Relations. The goal of this organization is 
global government through the destruction of the United States as a nation. " 

McManus' attack on the organization was widespread. 

"This organization contrcils everything you hear," McManus said. "Its 
members range from the executives of major television networks, newspapers 
and magazines to the former Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara anc 
President Nixon." 

McManus also slammed the various approaches taken by former President: 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon to the war in Vietnam. 

"The war in Vietnam was a fraud to destroy the nation from within," said 
McManus. "The war is being used to bankrupt the nation and destroy its will 
to resist (Communism) by building more government power. I don't blame 
young people about being anxious over going to Vietnam to be used just as a 
target." 

McManus then compared Red China to Nazi Germany. 

"If Nixon would have WMUKinoed a visit to Nazi Germany, all heck would 
have broken loose. Nixon would rob us, control us with economic 
totalitarianism." 

McManus also said he urged America to get out of Vietnam immediately, 
saying "the military is perverted as well (as the political strucnire)." 

McManus mentioned the lx)ok Tragedy and Hope, a history written by an 
associate of the Council of Foreign Relations. McManus said the book 
describes the history of the conspiracy to bring in vuorid government and the 
book doesn't appear in print anymore. "I wouW like to know why," 
McManus said. 

McManus said young people have three chowes. They can (1) join the 
conspiracy. (2) be defwrtad by it. or (3) work to defeat it.

BSG degree taken under study by Faculty Senate

A bill for a Bachelor of General Studies (BGS) 
dagrae was sent to the Faculty Senate's Academic 
Affairs Committee Wednesday during the Senate's 
monthly meeting. 

Hm B^ dagraa does not fit standard 
requirements except for maximum set hows and 
does not require a language. 

After the committee offers its 
recommendations, the Senate can voice either their 



supixirt or disapproval of the BGS degree. 

The Academic Affairs Conmiittee will handle 
the preliminaries on the BGS degree in 
conjunction with the Diviskm of Basic Stucfies and 
will make recommendations to the whole Senate. 

"The faculty has the power to determine what 
constitutes the BGS degree, but the Board of 
Regents has the final power to approve its being 
awarded," said Dr. Paul Craig, vice president of 
academic affairs. 



The BGS degree will come up at the Faculty 
Senate's next monthly meeting, November 17. 

In other action: (1) a pregreis report on the 
search for an executive vice president was given by 
tine committee conducting ttiat search; (2) 
Lawrence Campbell, English education, and David 
Kirt>y, English, were nominated to a seat on the 
Student PuMnatioftt PMkry Board and; (3) a plan 
under which credit could be received for college 
level courses by taking specified examinations was 
given to the Academic Affairs Committee. 




Kissinger arrives in China 



PEKING-Prestdential adviser 
Henry Kissinger arrived in 
Peking Wednesday by plane for 
four days of talks with Chinese 
officials on President Nixon's 
planned visit, which may come 
before the end of the year. 

The unofficial New China 
News Agency, in reporting the 
arrival of Kissinger and his staff 
of 13 aides from Washington, 
said only they would make 
"concrete decisions for President 
Nixon's China visit." 

Kissinger was greetad at the 
Peking airport by Acting Foreign 
Minister Chi Peng-fei and other 
officials. 

Kissinger's special Boeing 707 
jetplane landed here at 11:15 
a.m. (11:15 p.m. EOT) Tuesday 



after a brief stopover in 
Shanghai where several Chinese 

officials boarded the plane for 
the flight to Peking.

Former candidate organizes 

caucuses for Nixon rival 

Unsuccessful U.S. Senate candidate Ateee Hastings said 
Wednesday he is organizing black caucuses aimed at finding a 
candidate to defeat Pratident Nixon, even if it's necessary to support 
Alabama Gov. George Wallaoe as a Presidential candidate. 

Hastings said the campaign is being run by a coalition of blacks 
Latin Americans, poor wMtas, elderly persons, college studenu and 
high school studanti. 

"My objective is to beat Rnhard Nixon. I would even suppoa 
George Wallaoe over Nixon," said Hastings. "Nixon doesn't haw 
compassion-ha's doing a Wait Straat t«igo while the rest of us m 
doing poor folks' polka." 

Wallace "at least has some compassion.. He's concerned about 
little people," Hastings said. 

He said Nixon is "a bad President because his errors of omission 
are as Nrious as the guy who goes out and commiu an evil act. He's 
not using his powers to help people." 

Nixon is following a "policy of benign neglect, being glad to be 
PratkfMit rather than being worried about doing something to help 
the country," Hastings said. 

The President, he said, is "pursuing a policy of mediocrity" in his 
currant list of poaiibia nominees to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

"it's mM intMit whNi Mjom w i itt mora ptoplt who don't haw 
any damn business on the court," said Hastings, adding then an 
"some good conservative judges" who could be named. 

Hastings said U.S. Rep. Shirtey Chisolm, CM1.Y., wfll enter 
Florida's Presidential primary, "but she hasn't done her homework 
^nd she's s mply not known in Florida among blacks."

The third referendum, which road "I fwor the 
STOP-NSA proposal," Mras submitted to Elections 
Commissioner Bill Weinrich worded in tfiat manner, so 
Student Government is not to Uame for any conhnion 

wfiich might have been caused by that wording. 

Referenda 4 through 7, however, concerned 
amendments to Hm Student Body Constitution. 

Referendum 4 read "Summer Legislative Council Bill No. 
5 amending the Student Body Constitution, Articles II, III 
and IX." Numbers 5, 6 and 7 we(e worded in the same 
manner. 

How would "Summer Legislative Council BiH No. B" 
amend the constitution? The ballot did not say. 

Copies of the amendments were avaiieMe at the polls, 
says Weinrich, the ballot did not say so. 

All the ballot said was that BUI No. 5 mendi Hm 
constitution. 

Unfortunately, most students dU not take Hie time or 

effort to ask where they might obtain copies of these four 
bills. True, the bills were printed in the Flambeau (on 
October 9) and copies were avaitaUe at the polls, but 
many voters never found this out. They simply did not 
vote on these referenda at all, or even worse, voted 
without knowing what the amendmetrts sekl. 

Why was there no swe iiieiu on the beNot wMch 
indicated where the voter might obtain a copy of each bill? 
All the voter had to do was ask, said Weinrich. Even so, 
some of the poN wrarfcers dkl not know about the copies 
which were available And many studHltl jMt WOR't 
bother to ask. So asking doesn't work. 

The wording of Referenda 4, S, 6 and 7 casts doubt on 
the validity of the voting. The results of the balloting on 
these four should be voided, and a new ballot printed 
which would give more information about the proposed 
amendments, or at least where that I nfiiin iw iow mi#it be 
found.

Their lifestyle forced on Daytonan

{UPI)-Shirley Ann Wheeler is 
going home to the mountains of 
North Cwolfow, by oider of 
Florida authorities, back to 
where her troubles with babies 
started at ■ girl of 18. 

"The whole thing is crazy," 
said the reddish-blonde young 
woman, cuitod 14) on a couch at 
her boyfriend's apartment, the 
one she must vacate by Friday. 
Why should they fbroa tfwir 
fe style on me?" 

Confused and bitter, the 
23-year-old Mrs. Wheeler stands 
convicted of manslaughter for 
having an abortion when she was 
five months pregnant. 

New York Law School 
Professor Cyril C. Means, hired 
by the Playboy Foundation to 
defend Mrs. Wheeler, says it's 
the first time in the 
English-speaking world a woman 
has ever been convicted for 
having an abortion. Unialty the 
abortionist it the one 
prosecuted. 

While the «Mi handed a ll|^ 
sentence-two years on 



probation-Mrs. Wheeler is 
considering filing an appeal. 

Already her case has become a 
rallying cry for feminist groups 
campaigning for abortion law 
reform, particularly the 
Women's National Abortion 
Action Coalition (WONAAC), 
which plans demonstrations in 
Washington and San Francisco 
on Nov. 20. 

IWrs. Wheeler, born Shirley 
Ann Johnson, is particularly 
upset at the probation officer 
who toki her she must leave the 
bearded young printer arKi 
taxidermist, Robert Wheeler, 25, 
with whom she has been keeping 
house the past three years. She 
was ordered to go live with a 
brother in North Carolina. 

"The probation supereisor 
told me I'd better not go out 
and find myself another meal 
ticket," she said. 

One of eight children whose 
mother died young and whose 
father drank a lot, Shirley was 

raised by an aunt and uncle in 
IMorganton, N.C., a small town 
Mxwt so miles east of Adieville. 
Shirley was 18 and still in 



high school when two boys 
offered her a ride home from a 

neighboring town. "I knew them 
both," she said. "They were 
drinking. They wouldn't have 
raped me if they hadn't been 
drunk." 

She named the baby Jeffrey. 

Three months after the child 
was bom, Shirley married a 
truck driver, Robert Stamey. As 
far as she knows, she is still 
legally married to Stamey. 
allhouflh he has since taken up 



with another woman. 

"It was just one of those wild 
things," she said. "Neither one 
of us knows why we did it. We 
never dki live together. He 
stayed with his parente and I 
stayed with my aunt." 

After the novelty of the 
marriage wore off, Shirley left 
young Jeffrey writh her brother, 
Roger Johnson, a television 
repairman in Morganton, and 
fled to Miami. She got a job 
caring for an elderly and wealthy

Enrollment in American colleges will douWe by 
the year 2000, the Carnegie Commhskw on Higher 

Education predicted today. This climb to between 
16 and 17 million students means that the nation 
will need about 300 new institutiont, two-thlrdt of 
them two-year comnHinity cotleget, moitly in 
metropolitan areas. 

In ite report, "New Students and New Places," 
the commission estimated that by 2000 half of all 
young people aetwtien 18 and 21 will be in 
college, compared with 35 percent now. Dr. Clark 
Kerr, commission chariman, explained to a news 
conference that the current enrolftniwnt of 8.1 
million would rise sharply in the 1970s, shrink a 
little in the 1980s, and then increase heavily again 
in the final decade of the 20th century. 

FOR DIRECT COLLEGE AID 
St. Louis Pott-Ditpatch 

An opportunity to anett the deteriorating 
finandal conditions that beset the nation's 



institutiont of higher learning is contained in a bill 
approved by the House Education and Ubor 

Committee. 

The bill would provide one billion dollars to 
some 26,000 schools, and as important as the 
money is, the principle embodied in the meesure, 
namely, that the federal government has a 
responsibility to provide direct financial assistance 
to colleges and universities. Such assistance is 
urgently needed inasmuch as most of the country's 
colleges are hard-pressed fcr cash. 

Only r<(oently, the Council for Financial Aid to 
Education disclosed that for the first time in a 
decade, aid from private sources to higher 
education has declined. 

The reasons that colleges are in financial 
trouble range from a falling-off of public 
confidence as a result of student disruptions to the 
squeeze, exacerbated by the recession, of rising 
prices that are not sufficiently offset by incoming 
reverHjes from such sources as tuitkxi and 
government aid to students.

Later Shirley met Robert 
Wheeler, the soft-spoken son of 
a Miami postal employee, who is 
a printer by trade, a student of 
taxidermy and an amateur 
photographer and painter.

The living room window in 
the second-story apartment is 
raised to catch the Octobei 
breeze.

volumes of reprints of famous 
paintings, and such assorted 
reading matter as Steinbeck's 
Grapes of Wrath, Spiritualism 
Exposed and Home Orchid 
Growing. On the wall is a 
half-finished painting of an 
Everglades scene. 

A white shaggy poodle namec: 
Crystal plays at Shirley's elbow 
along with a newcomer to the 
household, a pink-eyed white 
rabbit who behaves like a housf 
cat. 

No psychedelia here. 

"They think Robert's a 
hippie because of his long hair," 
said Shirley. "But he's not. He 
likes classical music." 

Here Shirley and Robeit have 
lived for mo'-e than three yeais. 
She worked as a cashier at a 
tourist attraction until business 
got bad and she was laid off. 
Then she got a part-time job at a 
wig shop. 

Two years ago Shirley got 
pregnant again. Through a 
Jacksonville woman and for a 
fee of $400 she arranged an 
abortion. 

Last spring she got pregnant 
again and contacted the same 
abortionist. 

Both times she was 
Windfokled before the operation 
began, never knowing who 
actually performed the abortion. 

In May Shirley checked into 
Halifax > Hospital bleeding. On 
May 26 she was arrested. On 
July 13 she was found guilty 
under a manslaughter provision 
Of Florida's 103-year-old 
abortkMilaw. 

Now she's been XxM to leave 
Robert Wheeler. 

"I just don't know whk:h way 
I'm going to go," she says. 

The phone rings. It's Sherry 
Smith in Washington telling her 
WONAAC is trying to get the 
probation to let her go to 
Washington to work with the 
feminist group. 

But Shirley isn't sure what 
she wants to do. She doesn't like 
big cities.

Financial Aid offers 
short term loans, 
work study program

Short tBim loans provide the ctudent with ready cash in small 
amounts and at low intarmt whwi ht fMs hIniMif in an unexpected 
financial bind. 

THE UNIVERSITY LOAN PROGRAM providBt emergency loans 
in $25 and S50 amounts which must be repaid within three months 
at six percent simple interest. 

A short term loan may be obtained through this pro^-am In 
anraunts up to $300. The student must have a co-signer if the loan Is 
for $100 or more. The co-signer may not be the spouse of the aid 
appli<ant and must be employed and over the age of 21 . 

To be eligible for these loans, students must be in good academic 
standing (2.0 grade average for undergraduates) and carry an 
academic load of 12 quarters hours or more. 

Last year, approximately 4^)00 students borrowed Miout 
SeOO.OOO under this program. 

Students may apply for fiaderally htmirad loans at any time during 
the academic year. This program provides federal guarantee of a loan 
arranged by the student with a credit union, bank or other lending 
agency 

For all students whose parents' income is below $15,000, the 
federal government pays the interest while tfie student is in school. 
Thoee eligible may borrow up to $1,600 per year for either graduate 
or undergraduate study. Repayment must be made within 10 years. 

Congrassman Don Fuqua (D-Fla.) has introduced legislstiofl 
which would aHow privaia laMling Imtitutions partidpating in the 
govamment insured loan program to rtudonts to sell 80 percent of 
their loan noses to a central agency, using the additional funds for 
more student loans. 

Financial Aid Director William E. Byerts heads FSU's work-study 
programs. He is hopeful that the part-time job market will pick up 
this fall. Most of the positions on the work -study program are 
positions which are combined in "pactcages" with other financial aid 
programs having tfte Feb. 15 deadlirw, artd most of them are filled 
before the fall quarter begins. 

This type of aid is intended to provide employment opportunities 
for students vi^Mee family income and reaourcas are not sufficient to 

defray college expenses. On-campus jot>s require full-time enrollment 
and, in addition to financial need, the student must be capable of 

maintaining a good academic average whHe employad. Applications 

are accepted at any time throughout the yeer at the Office of 
Financial Aid. 

Byans said students shotM frequently cheek the office bulletin 

board, where both on and off-campus positions are potted. 
Anticipating increases in the number of part-time jobs wanted upon 
the return of Florida data's normal student population hi the fall.

CPE courses 
given go-ohead

The CPE edu-groups on homosexuality, and revolution in 
America, revised and resubmitted to the administration after 
they were refused approval, were given the go-ahead Thursday 
by Dr. Steve McClellan, vice president for student affairs. 

McClellan approved "The Coming American Social 
Revolution," taught by Jack Lieberman, and "Homosexual 
Viewpoints," taught by Rictor Norton and Judy Fee. Earlier 
this quarts, he denied approval to Lieberman 's "How to Make 
a Revolution in the U.S.A.," and Milton Finley's "The 
Homosexual in America." 

CPE Director Steve Buchanan, responding to McClellan's 
decision, said he was "very pleased, to say the least." He said 
the two approved edu-gioups will cover basically the same 
information as the courses which were refused approval. 

"All I'm interested in is getting the stuff taught," Buchanan 
said. "Free speech doesn't have to do with the course title, but 
with the tubiect content." 

He said the decision is encouraging because "it shows there 
still IS a working relationship between the administration and 
CPE We are working together to accomplish the same 
thing-getting discuirioo 9«wpa tod on this campus with as 
littit Gonnrol as pociibia." 

Buchww's comments represented a rapprochement with 
the administration The CPE Board of Directors openly broke 
with McCtellan after Lieberman and Oaire Cohen wwe 
swpwidad on charges they violated the "CPE ban." 

Vic* President McClellan said the courses he approved 
Thuraday an lutostihtially diffarent from those he earlier had 
rajaclML 

"The homosexual course has a different title, a different 
instructor, and a diffwwt intent." McClellan said. 

Ha rejected tfw Findtey course last nwnth on the grounds 
that it was taught on an open-ended basis by members of the 
Gay Uberation Front, which is not a reco^ized campus 
oifanizatioR. 

"The revolution course now has a title v»hich is consistent 
with what is being taught," McClellan said. "In addition, the 
syllabus contains a positive and strong statement that if change 
is talked about, it will be democratic change."

USF SG president resigns 



TAMPA- Bob Hightower, who resigned 
Wednesday as student body president at the 
University of South Florida, said he quit the 
post because it had become "a soufoe of 
frustration, a complete waste of time." 

"I was forced to Mlphasize things to which I 
had no real commitment," Hightower said 
Thursday in a telephone interview. "I didn't get 
to work for the things I felt were really 
important." 

Hightower said he would have (preferred) to 
devote the power of his office to voter 
registration and student lepresentation on 
university committees, rather than such 
protects as the campus appearance of radical 



speaker John Froines. 

Apparently, it was Froines' speech at USF 
last year which led to Higlitower's resignation. 
Hightower opposed the allocation of Student 
Government funds to pay for the speech, which 
put him in hot water with the Radical Action 
Coalition and other leftist students. 

Recently, the RAG initiated impeachment 
proceedings against Hightower in the student 
legislature. Bill Davis and other RAC members 
drew up a "bill of particulars" against 
Hightower.

Nobel Peace Prize 

OSLO-West German Chancellor Willy Brandt, a champion of 
recorKiliation bettween east and west. w«s awarded the 1971 Nobel 
PMce Prize this wsek for "creating preconditions for peace in 
Eufope." 

The 57-year-old Social Democrat, who has governed Wfett 
Germany since 1969, received the workTs highest humanitarian 
award "for his fundamental contribution for the Strengthening of 
the possibilities of peaceful development, not only in &irope but in 
the whole world," the Norwegian Nobel committee said. 

"As a leader of the federal government m Germany and on behalf 
of the German people. Brandt has stretched his hand in reconcilia- 
tion between* countries that ham k>ng bean enemies," said Aaie 
Lionaes, chairman of the five-mamber Nobam oommittae of the 
Norwegian Storting parliament. 

The prioa indudes a caah award equivalem of $90,000. 

Nobel literature prize 
goes to Pablo Neruda 

STOCKHOLM-Chilean Pablo Nenjda, loved and admired as a 
poet but controversial as a Marxist politician and diplomat, won the 
1971 Nobel literature prize Thursday. 

Neruda, a one time Communist presidential candidate in Chile, 
won the award "for poetry that with the action of an element^ 
force brings aHve a continanft deetiny and dreams," the Swedish 
Academy of Letters said. The prize is worth $90,000 this year He 
had been a car>didate for the Nobel literary prize for many years. 

Or. Karl Ragnar Glerow. permanent aacretafy of Iha academy, 
described the 67 year -old Neruda. now f^ilaan amhuaftpr In Pirir. 
as "the poet of violated human dignity." 

One of tfw first to congratulate Nenide was his tong-tinne friend 
and political ally, Marxist President Salvador AHende, who called 
Pans from Santiago. Allende appointed Neruda to the Pans post last

Is set up fo 
help sfudenH

considers to be his unfair 
treatment at our Office of 
Financial Aid, Although Mr. M. 
stated that the initial delay of 
several weeks on his award was 
"due to administrative hangups" 
in another part of the university. 



he chose to release his verbal 
wrath on tfie Finarxrial Aid 
Office. He can't understand wfiy 
it might take thirteen days to 
convert instructions on a piece 
a4 paper to a University check. 

The following is an 
expression of my views only, 
and does not necessarily 
represent the faeKngi of any 
other Financial Aid staff 
member. 

PtrsonaNy, I wm amaaed 
both at Mr. M.'s wit and his 
naivete . Being a business major, 
Mr. M. should iMriize how much 
record keeping and 
cross-cf>ecking is involved when 
dealing with money, especialhr 
federal and state money and in 
as large amounts as our office 
handles. 

To date this school year, 
tfie Office of Financial Aid has 
awartled 2S23 students with 
federal, state and private donor 
funds under our award letter 
system. Our system is designed 
to handle hundreds of awards a 
week if necessary, and therefore 
we cannot disrupt our schedule 
to speed up service for one 
student. Our office, like ottwr 
departments in the University, is 
set up to help students. We must 
an «K>n( togemer to oest ato tne 
majority of the students, and 
not give special attention to one. 
The Offwe of Financial Akl 
alone could never me et the 
finarKial needs of the sttident 
body. We work togetfwr with 
keyjxjnch, data processing, and 
the Bursar's Office in order to cut 
checks each week. Therefore, wa 
have schedules we must adhere 
to in tfie cycle of check 
production. Each deadline is 
necessary in order to allow other 
departments to take over wfiere 
we leave off. Cards must be 
keypunched, the computer must 
be fed and updated, pre-check 
lists must be reviewed, and 
finally a check is released to dw 
studem. Alt of this takes time 
and involves a great deal of 
work. 

Meanwhile, if Mr. M. had 

needed emergency funds, these 
are available in our office 
between the hours of 8 and 4 as 

posted on the door Mr, M. 

could have gotten up to $300.00 
in a stiort term loan with a 

cosigner Tht; Finiincial Aid 
Committee requires a co-signer. 



There would be no Office of 
Financial Aid if we did not obey 
University regulatkms. If we 
tnjstad Mr. M. with a S300.00 
k>an and no co-signer, we would 
heve to trust everyone. Mr. M., 
being • future businessman, 
should know you can't trust 
everyone if you are going to stay 
in business lone. 

The Office of Financial Aid is 
here at ttie University solely to 
aid students financially We are 
set up to take care of the student 
body as a whole, and cannot 
altar our ?y<tem to expedite 
one scholarship because one 
s&ident wouki like to pressure 
us.

ATLANTA {UI»l)-Alcohol probably has done 
as much good in American society as it has bad, an 
Emory University psydrietrist said Tuesday. 

Dr. James Alford of the Emory School of 
Medicine, testifying in the second day of hearings 
before ^ Governor's Study Commfsswn on 

Alcohol, said "alcohol use is, on anybody's part, 
for the purpose of making life a little bit more 
pleasant. 

But Alford said some find out too late that 
they should have used outlets other than alcohol 
to help them cope with living. "The most abused 
thing in our society today is not alcohol," Alford 
told the commisskm. "and it's not drugs. It's 
plastic, and that plastic comes in ^ form of 
credit cards." 

The psycWatrist said some people use credit 
cards as others use alcohol, spending themselves 
into bankruptcy as an outlet for their emotions. 

Before any state program on alcoholism can be 
effective, he said, alcoholism must be put into 
"the proper perspective." The program should not 
be designed just to help some nameless and 
faceless individuals, he said, because everyone is a 
potential alcoholic. "The potential for us to 
become an alcoholic is protobly greater than any 
other illness." he told the commission. 

In developing an alcoholic rehabilitation 
program, Alford said, "I hope this time that we 
don't ask anything of the alcohol ic-that he be a 
better citizen or that he be a better dass of 
patient-because he can't to tmtil he getii the kind 
of help that he needs." 

Jack Watson Jr. of Attaitta, chairman of the 
commission, said despite the fact there are an 
estimated 125,000 to 150,000 alcoholics in 
Georgia, there is an "abominable" lack of 
treatment and detoxification facilities in the state. 
"That's incredible, but true," he said. Watson said 
he hopes the commission will be able to come up 
with reco m mendations to help aUewiete tto 
pranem. 

Gov. Jimmy Carter appointed the commission 
lest month. He asked the members to study the 
entire spectrum of the problems of alcnhol and 
come up with a report and recommendattens by 
next December 31. 



(UPI)-Gov. Reubin Askew said Tuesday the 
dignity of his office dKtates that he remain aloof 
from any debates— whether face-to-face or 
back-to-back-on the corporate profits tax 
amendment. 

"I think the queitkm is one of respect to the 

office," Askew said. "I don't think that as 
governor I should debate a lobbyist." 
The governor has been tuming down all 



invitations to appear on the same program with 
tax opponents and refused to film any television 
statements that would be run with a subsequent 
piece representing the opposite side. 

"I'm sure the President would not debate his 
economic policies either directly or back-to-back 
with Mr. George Meany," Askew said. 
"Back-to-back is essentially the same thing as a 
direct debate." 

Askew recalled that as a state senator running 
for governor, he frequently debated the corporate 
profits tax. He said his aides and allies in the rjx 
fight are always willing to debate with opponents, 
but that diplomacy requires him to stay out of 
such fights. 

The $100 million corporate profits tax will be 
put to a public vote Nov. 2. The amendment 
would authorize the legislature to tax business 

profits up to five percent. 

"He hasn't got any fear of a debate, it's just the 
dignity of the office. He feels very sincerely about 
that," said Roland Page. "If he was afraid of 
anything, he'd never have gone into the Doral 
Country Club artd delivered that speech to 
Associated Industries." 

Associated Industries of Florida (AIF) is a 
busirtess organization bitterly fighting the tax 
amendment. Askew visited the AIF annual 
conference in Miami two weeks ago and told the 
businessmen they are not shouldering a fair share 
of the tax burden. 

John Sfiebel of AIF said the business lobby 
would not challenge Askew to a debate, out of 
respect for his office, and recognizes his right to 
avoid "back-to- back" tax discussions, if he wishes. 

Askew also complair>ed in a brief iitterview 
following Tuesday's Cabinet meeting that 
opponents of his tax amendmmt are using unfair 
and misleading tactin to right it. 

He said Gulf Power Corp., United Telephone 
Co. and several banks have slipped anti-tax leaflets 
into their bills and monthly statements. 

He said the telephone company's leaflet is 

entitled "Be Informed," and the banks are 
distributing "Ax the Income Tax" literature. 

"That, I diink. does a great disservice to 
their depositors," Askew said. He said the "Ax the 
Incorrw Tax" leaflet makes no mention that the 
amertdmem applies only to corporations, not 
individual paychecks. 

The current AIF newsletter warns businessmen 
that the proposed five percent tax on their profits 
could be raised higher by a three-fifths majority of 
the legislature. Greg Johnson, Askew's tax 

specialist, said this is technically true, but he 

dismissed it as "another goblin" thrown up to 
fight the tax.

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Sominoles try to halt Gamecocks

Once-beaten Florida State begins the 
toughest part of its 1971 football schedule 
Saturday night, hosting another team with only 
one defeat, South Carolina Kickoff at 
Campbell Stadium is set for 7:30 p.m. 

The Semtnoles went into last Saturday's 
game against arch-rival Florida with five straight 
wins and a Top 20 ranking. But after an upset 
17-15 defnt. FSU now stands 5-1 and ratad 
only an honorahla mention in this week's grid 
poll. 

Sinoe the FSU squad must next play at 

Houston on Oct. 30 and then at Georgia Tech 
on Nov. 13. tomorrow night's game is especially 
in^wrtant Florida State hat beaten Houston 
once and tied them twice in 10 games, and has 
only a tie to show for six games against Tech. 

A victory over South Carolina could provide 
the momentum necessary to start another 
winning streak, but a loss could have just the 
opposite effect. 

On the other hand. South Carolina has won 
its last four games and would like a win over 
Florida State in order to carry a five-game 
straak into next Saturday's battle with 



unbeaten Georgia. After Georgia, they face 
Tennessee, so a win over FSU is also important 
for the Gamecocks. 

South Carolina has beaten Georgia Tech 
24-7, North Carolina State 24-6, Memphis State 
7-3, Virginia 34-14 and Maryland last Saturday 
35-6. The Gamecocks lost to Duke 28-12 in 
their second game of the season. 

The game could develop into a defensive 
battle, despite FSU's high-powered passing 
game. The Seminoles are 14di in the nation in 
scoring defense, giving up an average of 10.3 
points per game. 

South Carolina is 10th in the natkin in total 
offense, allowing only 212.3 yards per game. 
They are 16th in scoring defense with an 
average of 10.6 points allowed per game. 

Offensively, Florida State holds a big edge in 
statistics and ranks fourth nationally in pass 
offense with 230.5 yards per game. 

Quarterback Gary Huff has more 
completions (100) and more passing yardage 
(1377) than any quartert)ack in the country. He 
is also tied for the national lead in TD passes 
thrown with 10. 

FSU wide receiver Rhett Dawson is third in 
the nation with an average of 6.2 catches per

South Carolina depends on its 
"Carolina Bandits" defensive 

unit to control the football 
game, and the unit has scored six 
touchdowns of 18 scored by the 
Gamecocks this season. 

The "Bandits" are led by 
All-America defensive back 
Dickie Harris, the nation's 
leading punt and kickoff return 
specialist. 

Last week against Maryland, 
Harris returned one punt 59 
yards for a touchdown, set up 
another TD with a 26-yard 
return of a short punt, and 
intercepted two passes. His 
scoring run tied the NCAA 
season record of three punt 
return touchdowns. 

In addition, Harris holds the 
NCAA career kickoff return 
record with 1,557 yards, and is 
within striking range of thiee 
others. He also holds four NCAA 
taason records. 

Joining Harris are senior 
defensive backs Bo Davies, Tyler 
Hellams and Jimmy Nash, who 
call themselves the "super senior 
secondary." 

On defense. South Carolina is 
expected to start a backfield of 
quarterback Glenn Morris, 
tailback Biliy Ray Rice, fullback 
Tommy Simmons and flanker

Morris has completed 44 of 
90 passes for 613 yards and two 
touchdowns, while Simmons has 
gained 195 yards rushing in 59 
carries.

Carolina with little backfield 
depth and regular fullback 
Chuck Mimms will probably 
miss his fourth straight game 
with a knee Injury. Dietzel has 
shifted some personnel and 
brought up one redshiit 
sophomore to help fill the gaps.

After a start that had fans thinking back 
to the FSU- Florida game, Florida State once 
again became the nation's No. 1 passing 
taam in a surprisingly easy 49-18 triumph 
over South Carolina. The win on Saturday 
night at Campbell Stadium lifted the 
Seminoles' record to 6-1 heading into crucial 
games at Houston and Georgia Tech. 

The victory was especially satisfying for 
FSU Head Coach Larry Jones, who is now 
aBuied of a winning record in his first year 
at Florida SotiB.

Police break up sit-in protest of 
FSU visitation policy Thursday night 



I editorial, p. 4) 
By DAVIS WHITEMAN 
of the Flambeau staff 
Police and administration officials 
threatened to arrest a crowd of about 300 
students in the lobby and on the lawn of 
Reynolds Hall conducting a sit-in Thursday 
night in a protest of existing visitation 
policies. 

After being broken up by police, the 
students ragrouped outside of Reynolds and 
headed for President Marshall's home where 
they demonstrated for about 30 minutes. 

"There were no criminal charges pressed 
at the time and no charges are anticipated," 
said Mike Beaudoin of Information Services. 



The sit-in started at 10 p.m. as 
approximately 100 people clogged the 
entrance and lobby of Reynolds, a frerftman 
^rls' dormitory. About 50 of these people 
left at 10:30 to recruit others from around 
campus. They returned an hour later with 
200 students, many of whom sat outside the 
hail to observe evenu as they occurred. 

NKIce Breiwan of the Committee for 
Student Action, sponsors cf the sit-in, 
warned those inside of what to expect as the 
evening progressed. "The two charges against 
us will be trespassing and disrupting the 
normal operations of the university. Both 
may well mean our suspension or expulsion 
from school." 



Thirty minutes later. Chief Robert 
Tanner of Campus Security echoed these 
words as his offwers moved into the dorm, 
photographing students for later evidence as 
they entered. 

"You've made your point, let's split it at 
this point," said Joe Buchanan, University 
Judicial Officer. 

"Do we get visitation?" asked a student 

"Uo\" responded the crowd. 

At this point students began drifting 
outside until, at 12:15, only a hard core of 
30 people were left behind. Police blocked 
the exits in anticipation of mass arrests.

Senator Reuter 
sees need for 
education change » . , 

' Peace road long 
and difficult* • Nixon 



A member of the Governor's ^ledal task force 

on education recommended today that the 
Cabinet surrender its supervision of schools and 
vest total authority over the system to a "secretary 
of education." 

Sen. Qiff Reuter, R-Vero Beach, said his 
proposal would irtclude abolition of the State 
Board of Regents, the sub-cabinet board that 
supervises Florida's university system. Reuter's. 
plan «w>uld haw ttie Secretary of EducMion 
appointed by the Governor and backed up by a 
general counsel for legal advice, and a citizens' 
committee for policy advice. 

Education Commissioner Floyd Christian, an 
elected Cabinet official under the state 
constitution, has the services of General Counsel 
Rivers Buford and various lay advisory committees 
which would be either abolished or consolidated 
under Reuter's proposal. 

Gov. Reubin Askew's 21 member Citizens' 
Committee on Education, headed by former 
House Speaker Fred Schulu of Jacksonville, began 
iu two-day monthly meeting in the Governor's 
conference room this morning. Schuitz is another 
proponent of taking education away from the 
Cabinet and giving that supervtaory authority to 
one lull-time board or appointed oommiationer. 

"Elected Cabinet members with varied 
administrative and poiicy-m^ng responsibilities 
simply lack the time to devote to the problems 
experienced by a SI. 5 billion education system." 
said Reuter. "It's just not a part-tinte job 
wiymore." 

Reuter's proposal would retain the same four 
divisions within the education department: the 
division of elementary and secondary education 
(K-12), vocational education, community oolieges, 

and universities.

JERUSALEM- The first quintuplets born in 
Israel weathered their first 24 hours without 
problems, physicians said Sunday, raising hopes

"If they come through the critical first 48 
hours, we hope they will make it all the way," a 
spokesman at Hadaasah Ho^Mtal said of the two 
boys and three girts bom two monthe prematurely 
Saturday. 

The mother, Mrs. Yichak Berman, 23, ww 
reported in good condition and got her first 
glimpse of ttie babies in tttetr incubators after 

breakfast. 

The babies' condition was described as "still 
okay" and "very vwll" by the spokesman. They 

were being fed a sugar solution intravenously. 
They ranged in weight from one pound, nine 
ounces to two pounds, 13 ounces. 

Police protection ready

PARIS-The largest police force muttered in

Blue Ribbon' idea 
planned to better 
Greek system

Steve McClellan, vice president for student affairs, called Sunday 
for the creation of a "Blue Ribbon Committee" to provide a t)etter 
Greek system at FSU. 

In a speech before a meeting of various Greek alumni and 
undergraduates McClellan called on Greek organizations to change 
their perceptions towards the students and the surrounding 
community. 

'The fraternity Is tlie best leadership laboratory in the 
university." McClellan said, "and we need more of this training of 
future leaden at all levels." 

The purpose of the Blue Ribbon Committee would be to involve 
this leadership in an effort to better the Greek system at FSU. 

"Students are changing and Greek organizations must change 
with them," said McClellan. "In the last two or three years students 
have become brighter, nrore socially aware, more mature, 
sophistiortad and more aware of the residential experience around 
them." 

"Involvement in the community has caugfit the students," said 
McClellan, "and fraternities have failed to recognize this " 

"Take a momentary pause to take stock of how your 
contribution to the university arnl how others perceive you," advised 
McClellan. There could be a great distance betwnen your 
perceptions and those of others." 

McCMIan called on the Greek representatives to "join with us 
(the Division of Students Affairs) in an effort to color this university 
human," by finding new ways to touch the students. 

"Fraternities have the capacity to deHver change," McClellan said. 
They offer an option of experience in communal life where 
intimacy, responsibility, and privacy are accentuated. 

"Fralemitiet providB a (ocial support lyttam for die university." 
said McClellan. Many students who for various reasons would have 
dropped out of the university have been stopped by the social 
support pnwidHt to dwm by the GiMic syelwn.

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Woman justice 

When Richard Nixon finally nominated two persons to 
fill the vacant Supreme Court seats, he faHed to nominate 
a woman. You will remember that wlien the seats opened, 
the President said that he felt a woman should sit on the 

court. 

Originally, Nixon setoctad six c a ndi da te s for the two 

seats, two of the candidates being women. Their names 
were submitted to the American Bar Association (ABA) 
for screening, a practice of most presidents. Of the two 
women, it was later learned that Nixon was only seriously 
considering Mildred Lillie, a California appeals court judge. 

The ABA screening committee concluded by an 
overwhelming vote that Lillie was unqualified for the 
court. 

To prevent further problems with the ABA, Nixon then 
nominated two men, whose names had not been screen ed, 

to the Senate for confirmation. Nixon then blamed the 
ABA for not being able to nominate a woman to the hi^ 
court. 

Spwaking to the National Federation of Republican 
VXomen, Nixon said, "A great many in this audience, 
including my wife, wanted a woman to be not only 
considered but appointed to the court. But we have made 
a beginning. There wHI be a woman on the Supreme 
Court." 

Nixon added: "I am the only man on the platform. I 

must say that's a better break than a woman gets when she 
goes before the American Bar Association. When the (ABA 
committee) jury of 12 decides on the merits of nominees 
that the President submits to tiiero ~. the juiy should tami 
at least one woman on it." 

Richard Nixon would have us believe that he really 
wanted a woman on the court, but it ww tfie sanster ABA 
which prevented him from appointing one. 

That's absurd. The ABA is acting only as a service to 
the President when it screens the legal credentials of 
iiosnble nominees. The President, as he proved with his 
ecent nominations, is not required to ask for the ABA 
-pinion. Finally, it can be assumed from the President's 
ilecision that he must consider LiKie the only womMi 
iiu^fied to serve on the hts|h tribunal. 



Dorm policy 



Last Thursday night several hundred students 
demonstrated at Reynolds Hall against the visitation policy 
of the Bo.jrd of Regents. The students left when 
threatened with arrest and marched to President Marshal's 
house to register their anger. 

Similar demonstrations have taken place at USF. Others 
are planned elsewrfiere against this unf«asonabie policy of 
the Regents. 

The university presidents have urged the Regents to 

adopt a more reasonable plan for visitation, buttheadvica 
of these administrators has fallen on deaf ears. 

The BOB wtH meet in Tallahassee on Nov. 19. This wiN 
be the time to request the adoption of a plan more 
acceptable to the students. The students must be willing to 
go to the Regents and convince them of the need for a 
change in the visitation policy.

Corrective legislation needed 



We can see so easily that 
elected lawmakers over-legislate 
themselves, it «voukt be only fair 

to take notice when at attempt 
at corrective legislation is made. 

Even if it i* 100 years too 
late. 

And even if it ut under duress 
from court decisions. 

Both the 103-year-old 
abortion law and the 
taken-from-English-Comnrion- 
Law vagrartcy statutes will be 
considered for reform during the 
next legislative session. That is, 
if our solons on Capitol Hill 
aren't too caught up putting 
chastity belts on university 
students and worrying about 
reapportionment. 

The abortion law is being 
pushed via a State Supreme 
Court decision that said the darn 
thing just wasn't constitutional 
the way it is written. (The 1868 
statute grants an abortion only if 
having the child f i rnnly 
endangers the mother's health.) 
The court vertiaHy commanded 
the 1977 legislature to bring 
abortion up to date and to make 
it the inherent right of every 
woman not to be pregnant 

The English Common Law 
vagrancy statute is a ml wiimar. 
Following are the kinds and 
types of people who are 
considered, under the law, 
vagrants: 

"Rogues, vagabonds, jugglers, 
fiddlers, common pipers, those 
who neglect their calling, have 
no regular income, who 
misspend what they earn, idle or 
dissolute persons who go about 
begging, common night walkars, 
thieves, pilferers, traders in 



stolen property, lewd, wanton 
and lascivious persons, comnton 
raiters and braw lers and ail 
able bodied male penom over 
the age of 18 who arc without 
meant of support and remain in 
idleness." 

Still outlawed are those who 
spend their time frequenting 
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houses of ill fame and gaming 
froute* or "wandering or 
strolling around from place to 
place without any lawful 
purpose or object. " 

The vagraiKy law was caliod 
into question by the U.S. 
Supreme Court's district man in 
Jacksonville this past summer 
wtfien Oscar Folsom, Daytona 
Beach police chief, kept insisting 
that even though the law had 
baan ruled unconstitutional, he 
hadn't heard about it. 



After ail, those hippies and 
street freaks m Daytona are a 
menace to the tounst trade 
Everyone knows that VVha- 
self-respecting family man /.ui-ic 
take his dean-cut, well raised 
10 yeaf o'd out onto the street 
where those beastly, unclean 
long-haired pariahs roam' So thf 
hell with the Conftitution and 
the rights of man, said Folsom. 
Otft them in irons and throw 
away the key! 

One wonders if Governor 
flaubin Askew shouldn't declare 
martial law on all Florida 
residents as everyone I've met in 
this state seems to 
"wandering or strolling arouna 
from place to place without anv 
lawhil purpose or object " 'rom 
time to time. Translated, that 
clause would include all of us 
once in awhile. 

Is it "lawful activity ' to 
make love while still unmarried? 
No. 

Is it "lawful activity" to go 
copping for a number? No. 

And hart's^ diHy-is it lawful 
for a b*B«* mala and white 

female to tje in the same room 
with each other overnight? No. 
Even though the Florida statute 
against miscegnatlon was 
outlawed last year (more than a 
century after so-called 
"emancipation"), there remains 
on the statutes a little-known 
law as stated in the latter 
question above. 

It could be a white male and 
black female, also. Florida law 
isn't prejudir«d, you know.

Ammsty for iH offmsas r«lat«d to the war in 

Vietnam is being urged by a group of 16 lawyers, writers 
and academicians, among them Kenneth B. Claric, 
president of the American Psychological Association; 
Robert Coles, the Harvard psychiatrist; Erik Erikson.the 
renowned psychoanalyst and writer; Benjamin Mays, 
president of the Atlanta, Ga. Board of Education and 
former president of Morehouse College; Joseph Rauh Jr., 
labor and civil rights laadar; Charles Silbarman, author of 
major studiat in raca ralations and adacaHoin and 
Andrew Young, formar aisociata of tiia lata Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr.. who Is now chairman of the Atlanta. 
Ga. Human RalatioflS Commission. 

The group of signers of the amnesty statement 
emphasized that they were not constituting themselves 
into an organization, nor were they seeking formal 
endorsement or financial support. Their intention in 
publicizing the statement, they said, was to help 
stimulate a process of national discussion of the issue of 
amnesty in the hope that informed debate could still 
result in new national purposes. 

This is thak statement. 

There are at least 70,000. and some say as many as 
100,000, young Anrwrican nwn in Canada, men who 
have quit the military or refused the draft. Many of 
them have been joined there liy wives and sweethearts, 
and some have children. Tfiere are hundreds of other 
American men scattered about the world, also in flight 
from the military. Some 500 nten are held in the federal 
prisons for resisting the draft, and about 3,000 have 
ready finished thtjr terms, branded for life as felons. 
At least 5,000 men are now in military stockades, here 
or abroad, for offefMas committed against the military's 
code, and another 4,500 are confined while awaiting 
trial. And thousands of men have been, for one reason or 
another, iMranoraWy (or lesa than honorably) 
discharged during these long, anguished years of the 



Vietnam War. 

These men are all young, many of them still in their 
teens; most have probably never voted in a federal 
election. Their lives have been deeply affected by a war 
which was not of their making, one which— we feel 
sure— tiie overwhelming majority of this nation wish we 
had never begun and pray may quiclcly end. So deeply 
felt is the revulsion against this war that the air is full of 
charges and countercharges as to who was to blame for 
it. 

While men of our generation dispute blame, the 
burden of our mistakes will be their lifelong inheritance. 
Are they alone to bear legal responsibility for the war 
and all its events? 

We say: Let them go and let their records be made 
dean. Let go those who refused to fight a war that we as 
a nation have come to detest and to believe wrongly 
fou^t. Let go those who ran afoul of military law 
during a war which many think is itself illegal. Erase the 
taint on the good name and careers of young men with 
war-connected prison sentences or less than honorable 
discharges. 

Men who may have violated the laws of other 
countries may have to answer to those courts. Men who 
may have violated the civil laws of our country should 
answer to our courts. 

But let there be no legal recriminations amortg 
ourselves for the fighting or the refusing to fight this 
war. The healing and reconciliation of the nation, its 
redirection towards peace with itself, will be difficult 
enough. It will be folly to make it even harder by 
exacting heavy legal penalties from these young men. 

We believe and urge that those many tfwusands gone 



freed of any legal impediments and invited to share here 
the opportunities and responsibilities of building a better 
nation. 

The alternative would be a class of political exiles, 

haunting us for decade after decade. If there is 
statesmanship left among us, we will move now to 
prevent that grim prospect. 

We recognize that what we propose might be a 
defacto repeal of the draft. As to that (and setting to 
3ne side for rww the moral ity and constitutionality of a 
draft for an undeclared war), we say that this matter of 
amnesty and mutual pardon should be an important 
element in the discussion of the winding down of the 
war to be debated and resolved along with other issues. 
In any event, that which we propose should be done, at 
the latest, shortly after an armistice in Vietnam, whether 
that be proclaimed or de facto. 

Surely a republic which granted amnesty after the 
Civil War to soldiers who fought in rebellion against it 
vtrill want to do no less for these men whose offense has 
been only that they refused to fight in an undeclared 
and unpopular war, thousands of miles from our own 
shores. With that precedent, and for this far lesser 
offense, surely we shall want to act more promptly. 

We address this petition to Congress, in the hope and 
expectation that it will act; to the President, with similar 
hope and expectation; to those who aspire to lae 
President, with conviction that there is a good cause for 
courageous statesmanship; to the public, in the belief 
that it will want to restore unity among us all; and to the 
young men whose lives have been dominated by this 
war, in confidence that they, wherever they are, are 
rnncerned with the making of a better America.

Gadsden Tutorial has gamed 
the first national lecuyiiHon out 
of about 30 other such programs 
assoaated with Florida colleges 
and universities. 

The program involves 
children, mostly black, in 
Gadsden County. Most of their 
families earn less than S3,000 a 
year. 

The children are «ilof«d in 
reading and math All are a year 
or mote behind their grade level. 
The FSU votunieers work at the 
children's school, Midway 
Elementary. 

Coordinated by the FSU 
office of Student-Community 
Interaction, the Gadsden 
Tutorial Program is one of 
several other student volunteer 
programs at FSU. Among the

His totals should give 
him a good shot at regional and 
national honors in the "Back of 
the Week" polls. 

With a boisterous crowd of 
30,764 on hand, including 
scouts from several bowfs, 
Florida State took the opening 
kickoff and promptly got into 
trouble.

he was elected to the Maine State Legislature. He 
resigned from this position during his third term to 
become State Director of Price Stabilization. In 
this capacity Muskie administered wage-(>rioe 
controls during the inflationary period of the early 
'SOs. 

Muskie served as Governor of Maine from 
1954-1958. In 1958, Muskie became the first 
popularly elected Demoo'atic U.S. Senator in 
Maine's history. Muskie was reelected to the U.S. 
Senate in 1964 and again in 1970. 

In 1968, Muskie ran for Vice President as the 
running' mate of Hubert Humphrey in one of the 
closest Presidential races in U.S. history. Muskie 
has now declared himself a candidate for the 
presidential nomination of the Democratic Party 
and is still serving his third term as a U.S. Senator.

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SPPB meeting plagued by 
polifical and personal biases

LepI technicalities, political and personal 
biases, and the resignation of chairman Paul 
Bonapfel plagued the meeting of the Student 
Publications Policy Board (SPPB) Monday 
afomoon. 

The first order of business by the board was the 
resignation by Bonapfel from his office as 
chairman, after wMch firikM«d more than two 
hours of confusion. 

The question of whether two newly elected 
members, Kim Rogerr, and Bill Hampton, were 
officially members of the board, and who would 
be the new cttairman, were the causes of ^ 
problems. 

The question arose when Elections 
Commissioner Bill Weinrich arrived shortly after 

the beginning of the meeting and said the two 
members were not officially members of the board 
until they handed in ttieir expense records to 
Weinrich's office. The deadline for this is today, 
according to Weinrich. 

The SPPB elected Len Majors and Frank 
Natter co-editors of Share, the new student 



magazine begun this fall. Their tarm 

together will begin in January. 

Natter is currently interim editor of tfw 

magazine. He will serve in ttiat position 

until the end of this quarter with Majors 

serving as editor-elect. 

• • • • • 

Weinrich's ruling comes from a statement by 
the Student Body Attorney General stating: "No 
student shall be installed to take elective office 
who has not received a certificate of election 
except when appointed to fill a vacancy in 
accordance with the Student Body Constitution 
and Statutes." 

Rogers and Hampton hurridly filled out their 
expense forms and had them certified by Weinrich, 
thus taking care of one of tfie obstacles of the 
meeting and making tf»em official numbers of the' 
board. 

Because neither Hampton nor Rogers became 
official SPPB members until Monday, the question 

arose as to whether the action of last week's board 
meeting was legal. It was decided that it was not, 
meaning that the -vacartcy on tl<e board filled by 

Larry Polivka was not valid. 

Furthermore, because the board had no 



be 



chairman to preside, no business could 
conducted-and none was for over an hour. 

Presiding officer Edwin Schroeder was unable 
to fill the chairman's office because the bylaws of 
tfte board require a student to fill the vacancy. 

When asked who would accept the nomination 
of chairman, all three eligible members of the 
board excused themselves as being unqualified. No 
one could be persuaded to fill the position, even 
on a temporary basis, which prohibited any action 
whatsoever from being taken by the board. 

Suggestions and excuses were exchanged for 
more than two hours during the meeting with no 
one giving in. 

Rogers finally conceded to take the position of 
chairman on a permanent basis so that some kind 
of business could be conducted, only after an 
agreement by the board that last week's 
proceedings would be ruled valid. The question of 
filling the remaining vacancy on the board by 
either Polivka or John Briggs was then decided. 

Both were renominated and voted upon. 
Bonapfel voted for Briggs, Hampton for Polivka, 
Schroeder abstained, and Rogers broke the tie by 
voting for Polivka. 



Marshall doesn't back 
down; urges 'group force'

President Stanley Marshall Monday 
restated his opposition to visitation 
policies created by the Board of Regents 
(BOR) and said students must live with 
the t>ad policy until it is changed. 

Marshall's remarks came before a 
meeting of about 100 students in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium. Follow«ng the 
meeting, a Committee for Visitation was 
formed to find a way to get present 
policies changed as soon as possible.

"What exactly can we do right now to 
get these wrong policies changed?" asked 
one of the crowd. 

"Express yourselves with group force 
to the bodies that regulate university 
policy," Marshall said. "Write letters to 
your legislators and to the BOR. Go 
where somathmg conctnictive might be 
done." 

Immediately following MarshaH's 

departure and some clarifications by Vice 
President for Student Affairs Stephen 
McCMIan the Committee for Visitation 
set its first meeting at Wednesday nigMat 
8 in an unannounced location.

State Democratic chairman Jon Moyle said today a sJate of 
presirfential delegates from Florida that failed to include women, 
blacks and the young would be a "disaster." 

Moyle made the remarks as he "set the tone" for a final nweting 
of the state party's rules committee to recommend how Florida wnll 
select the delegates to cast its 61 votes for a presidential nominee 
next year. 

The national Democratic committee has questioned whether the 
McGovern quidelines to insure participation of minority groups and 
women can be reconciled with a "wide open" selection by all 
Democratic voters on the composition of the delegation. 

This would negate any attempt by party leaders to dictate or tie 
down the composition of the delegates to be elected. But Moyle told 
the rules committee that provision for the state executive convnittee 
to select some of the delegates plus the election of some from tile 
state at large should take care of the situation in Flonda. 

"Any candidate for President that ended up with 61 white males 
age 35 could not cut it." he said.

Food industries ask for 
tighter federal controls 

WASHINGTON-lndustry asked the government Monday to 
impose tighter federal controls on food camieries to prevent a 
recurrence of last sununer's discovery of dewily botulism in canned 

soup. 

Both Dr. Ira I. Somers, of the National Canners Association 

(NwA), and Sam D. Fine of the Food and Drug Administration 
(F3A), said they could recall no previous instance of food 
processors seeking stricter feder^ regulation of their own plants. 

"We just do-i t think the canning industry can tolerate any moie 
bad publicity, " Somers said in an interview. 

Botulism, found in cans of Bon Vivant and CampbeH's canned 
sojps last summer, grows in low. acid canned food from a bacteria 
that cannot survive proper heating in a tightly sealed can. 

High acid canned foods include tomatoes vtd most fruits and 
fruit juices. Low acid canned foods include most vegetables, soups, 
meats and fish. 

The proposed regulations would require canners to re^ster with 
the FDA, adhere to sterilizing standards, open their files to federal 
inspectors and train supervisors of can-sealing and sterilizing at 
schools accnditad by FOA.

"New York state is leading the nation in 
I genocide of minorities, poor people, and old 
people. If a nation contributes to, or develops 
contributions to bring about mental or physical 
destruction of fjeople, it is committing genocide," 
I said New Yo^k Assemblyman Arthur Eve. 

EVE SPOKE AT the Black Student's 
I Educational and Cultural Center's convocation 
Friday on the Attica State Prison dilemma 

He said one of the inmates of "D" yard, 
I Brother Champion, requested otMervers at Attica 
tell the truth of what happened at Attica to the 
I world. " 

The inmates only wanted to be treated as 
I human beings, reported Eve. Some of the reasons 
I Eve gave for the crisis at Attica State Prison were: 
need for a better library, • better educational 
I facilities, # freedom to practice the religion of 
their choice, • need for better work wages, • 
better trained correctional officers, and 0 a 
j Puerto Rican or Spanish-speaking doctor. 

Eve said the inmates were paid 30 cents per day 
jfor 14-16 hours of vworfc in a steel plant. Aiw, the 
present doctor did not touch the inmates who 
could not speak Engliih. He gnw them t«w> 
I aspirins, said Eve. 

The crisis began Thundcy. September 9. E«a 

Isaid "the inmates, through the media, were made 
to look as if they were not concerned and sensitive 

■about human life." However, the inmates had 
tasked for tite medical records of those hostagas 
jwho had heart or asthma conditions They allowed 
1 7-1 1 of these hostages to leave the area, he said. 

INSIDE "D" YARD the inmMat alfenwd the 
Ihostages to sleep on mattresses The inmates itefK 
on the ground. When the 1300 sandwiches were 
brought in. inmates, according to Eve, allowed the 
hostages to eat all that they desired and the 
inmates shared the ones left over. They set up 
sheet tents to protect the hottagu from the hot 
sun, be said. 



Eve explained the distortions made by the 
press. One of these distortwns said Bobby Seale 
inflamed the inmates in the yard. Nobody made 
decisions for the inmates in the yard, said Eve He 
said that for the first time he had seen a true 
democracy a; everyone in "D" yard had a voice m 
what went on. everyone voted. A P.A. system was 
used to talk with all the inmates. 

ON THE DAY before the massacre, "We 
noticed troops going into the prison, but none 
were coming out. "They were massing," said 
Eve. The Observer Committee and the inmates 
wrote a letter to Governor Rockefeller requesting 
he come to the prison and talk with the Obsereer 
Committee. The letter also said that if Rockefeller 
did not come a massacre would result, said Eve. 

Rockefeller didn't come. After the massacre a 
body was brought out on a stretcher and put on 
the ground. "Two men then walked over the 
inmate, picked him up and walked a few steps, 
tfwi slammed him to the ground," said Eve 

Vthik touriitg the yards of the prison. Eve said. 
Deputy State Commissioner Oswald rapomd that 
he knew some things had happened because they 
took pictures from helicopters. Eve said he saw a 
young man from Rochester, alive after the 
massacre. Later, he was dead. It was said that a 
hostage's throat had been slit. Later, it was 
revealed that he died of gun shot wounds, said Eve 
in hit speech. 

"ATTICA EXPOSED the madness of this 
country," said Eve. "It showed the lack of 
sensitivity of tfK>te who run the country." 

Evt quoted the president of the New York 
State Correctional Aoociation. "You men are 
revonsible for this massacre today. When you 
legislate laws that discriminate... you create a 
society that creates criminals, then send them to 
la in a penal institution-that was built in the last 
part of the 19th century and the early part of the 
20th century— that's not physically structured to 
begin to cope with rehabilitation u> make up for 
your laws."

Just-compiled voter registration figures show that 
Florida now has a total of 3,015,931 registered 
voters, Secretary of State Richard Stone said. 

STONE, ASSIGNED by law as the state's top 
elections official, completed a compilation of the new 
voter registration figures after registration books 
closed on October 2. 

The new totals show an increase of 218,931 on the 
voter rolls since the last statewicte total was taken. 
The past total was 2,707 J900 regstered voters in 
Florida. 

"It's gratifying to see that we have now passed the 

three million mark in voter registration. I only hope 
this interest in registering is followed up by active 
participation in the voting process. Votes count,, and

A party breakdown showed that Florida now has 
2,162,185 registered Democrats, a total of 777,261 
registered Republicans and 76,485 signing up for 
other politH»l parties. 

The totals showed 59,542 voters in the 18-21 age 
bracket.

SECRETARY STONE SAID the totals indicated 
that the newly enfranchised eligible youths of Floriifa 
had not taken full advantage of the voter regfetration 
opportunities now open to them. 

"The young people are not seizing their 
opportunity to register and vote, and it's not'wnply a 
question of challenging the militant young people. 
It's a challenge to all young people, " Secretary Stone 
said.

Voter registration books are closed until after the 
November election with only a small number of 18 to 
20-year-oM voters registered. 

WHEN ASKED WHY they have not registered in 
Tallahassee most students said they were confused 
about residerwiy requirements. Arwther point of 
confusion concerned what elections a student would 
be able to participate in after registering here. 

Many students expressed a fear of losing coverage 
on family automobile artd homeowners insurance 
policies. 

Out-of-state students wlio resided in Tallahassee 
last year (even if they were not here during the 
summer) are eligible to register here if they have not 
registered or voted in another place within the last 
year. 

THE SAME REQUIREMENTS exist for in-state 
students except that the residency requirement is six 
months instead of a year. 

Students who registered to vote in Tallahassee will 
be ^ble to vote in all elections, local to natiortal. Most 
people interviewed did not realize this. 

"Isn't this registration only for the consolidation 
issue?" asked one student. 

AT THE BEGINNING of this school term an 
insurance company representative said that students 
registering away from their families' homes would 
lose coverage on family policies. 

Insurance Commissioner Tom O'Malley later 
announced that he had issued an order prohibiting 
insurance companies from dropping family policy 
coverage of students registering to vote at school. 

Many students said they did not find these things 
out until after the registration books were closed. 

When asked if they would like to vote in 
Tallahassee now, in view of this information, many 
people said yes. "I would have registered here if I had 
known it was on more than a local level," said a 
junior.

Government fights polluten

young people haw pisyad a 

primary role in focusing the 
attention of the nation on the 
qualitv of our wwironment and 
the importance of insuring that 
clean air and water are available 
for future gerwratiom. 

During the past two and 
one-half years, the Department 
of .hntice fiai rwognizwi the 

urgency of their concern and has 
given top priority to the 
e n fo i ee m ent of fadsrri bwi 
relating to environnientil 
piotectwn. 

Our original approach was to 
give new emphasis to a 
72-year-old law-the 1899 
Refuse Act— and to um it at one 
of our most effective weapons 
against polluters. Under the 
Rfliu** Act all industrits vrfich 
discharge any waste into 
navigable waters or their 
tributaries must appiy for a 
permit to do so from the Corps 
of Engineers, stating that the 
WKte does not pollute the 
water. If a company discharges 
without a permit, it is in 
vk>i«tion of the law and may be 
fined as much as $2,500 a day 
upon conviction. 

Crimlnat actfom and cwH 
penalty actic-s are brought 
against sporadic or accidental 
polktain, aa In the csae of oi 
spills from ships or from shore 
installations. Wa found, 
howwer. diat the penalties 
carried by these statutes are 
ineffective against major 
industries widi oominuoui 
discharges. 

In mid- 1970, the Justice 
Department filed 10 dvR 
injunction cases to halt mercury 

pollution. Some of the 
companies sued weie dumping • 

much as 300 pounds of mercury 
a day into rivers. One of the 
ptanti auadckMed down and the 
other nine immediately reduced 
their mercury (fischarge to less 
than half • pound a day. Forty 
other plants discharging nrwrcurv 
voluntarily cut back their 
emiaikm* to a fracdon of a 
pound.

solution to the discharge of 
sulfite wastes in Washington 
State with the agreement of the 
large ITT Rayonier complex to 
install upwards of $20 million of 
pollution control equipment. 

We have also vigorously 
enforced the Refuse Act against 
compenles that discharge toxic 
and hazardous substances such 
as cyanide, phenol, chromes and 
lead into rivers and streams. The 
first case to go to trial involving 
such discharges was against tha 
Armeo Slael Corporation on the 
Houston Ship Channel in Texas. 
In that case the district coun 
held, in Saplamber 1971, th« 
the company's toxic discharges 
should be storied forthwith. 

The three Unittd States 
attorneys whose districts cover 
dw New York waterfront are 
abo using the Refuse Act to 
clean up the New York harbor 
and other waterways in their

But they are not perfea. A 
hot cigarette ash will burn a neat 
little hole with a charred edge in 
a twinMing and only a makaiMft 
repair 15 pmsible since they 
canrHJt be rewoven. And they 
snag easily and this cannot be 
repaired The little loop from a 
mag can be pulled through to 
the other side so it won't 
show-tKJt if cut off it could 
ravel. And they cost more than 
twoven fabrics, and one mutt be 

••ry of differences in quality. 

I have experimented with 
half a dozen knitted garments 
over the past several years and 
have had widely varying 
experiences. One of the first was 
a wool douMeknit topcoat 
w*Hch held its shape admirably 
for a couple of yean until the 
PMCock revolution made the 
narrow lapels k>ok ridicutous. 
Less successful were some 
experimental wool doubleknit 
slacks which sagged badly, a 
fault missing in the currant 
versions. 

Another experimental 
nunnber was a medium gray suit 
With a black pinstripe which 
from a couple of faet away 
looked like a woven suit. This 
was made from a French 100 
percent polyester and I made the 
mistake of wearing it in 20 
degree weather. The effect from 
the bottom of the overcoat 
down was something IHn wading 
in an icy stream.

Uter knit productt were a 
pair of ail polyester summer 
slacks, trim and cool, and a pair 
of wool and polyester blended 
slacks, trim and warm. Both 
have held the creates well, and 
ait extremely comfortable and 
theia is a small bonus you don't 
have to hitch up your breeches 
«4ten you sit down. 

The advantages seem to 
outweigh the disadvantages but 
if you wear knits you should 
know what to expect. New 
techniques improve the quality 
oonttantty and many of the 
early faults either have been 
eliminated or greatly reduced. 

Matt garments at first were 
double knit, ar>d knitted on 
circular needles like a tube 
before being cut and sewn. The 
appearance of these fabrics had a 
certain sameness but more and 
more manufacturers are going to 
what it known at a Ratdwl knit.

[/est/s Christ Superstar 
jmbiguously lays the 
narv responsibility for Jesus' 
lenng and crucifixion to the 
Lish priesthood. The priests 
portrayed as hideously 
Uman and satanicaliy evil: 
ktemptuous, caHous and 
lodthirsty. There is no 
Irant in the New Testament 
«r for the attribution of 
Imary guilt or for the 
featured characterization. 
|in the current performance, 
priests are sinister-looking, 
Iring personages. Their 
jtures in crucial moment* 
hsist of vulture-like clawing 
t ons. The two chief priests, 
has and Annas, speak in 
iCing or bully irig tones; the 
It sound like childish fools, 
bne looks even remotely 
estly, or like a community 
^der whom people could 
i as such; none soLinds as if 
could possibly be acting in 
bd faith. 

The priests' lines are in 
eping with their appeararKe. 

example, a freely invented 
change between Jesus and 
liaphas, in the scene 
ilosanna," portrays the latter 
tuil of arrogant contempt for 
|)th Jesus himself and the 
tile who acclaim Him.

Tell this rabble to be quiet

ffi the gospel accounts, 
Matthew 21:15-16 states that 
the chief priests were 
"indignant" about the reception 
accorded Jesus, and Luke 19:39 
reports that "some of the 
Pharisees" asked Him to rebuke 
His disciples; but the expression 
of contempt is quite 
unwarranted. The priests cieariy 
took Jesus most seriously, 
because-as the gospel (John 
11:49-52) explains and the play 
itself (in the scene "This Jesus 
Must Die") spells out-they 
feared that the success of His 
seemingly subversive movement 
would bring down the wrath of 
the Roman occupying power 
upon the nation as a whole. 

The priests' alleged 
callousness is stioiigly 
emphasized m their treatment of 
Judas. Thus, prior to the 
betrayal, in the scene "Damned 
for All Time," Annas shouts at 
the still wavering Judas: 

Cut the protesting forget the 
excuses 

We want information get up 
off the floor 

Similarly, in the scene 

"Judas' Death," an unnamed 
priest coldly tells the contrite 
Judas: 

Cut the confessions forget 
the excuses 

I don't understand why 



you're filled with remorse 
Alt tfiat you've said has come 

true with a vengeance 

The mob turned against 

him-you backed the right horse 
There is no antecedent for 

either of these utterances in the 



to Judas:

Another exhibition of 
callousness occurs in the scene 
"King Herod's Song," as 
performed in the current 
production. Here the priests are 
shown manhandling and 
punching Jesus and joining Herod 
in a dance that mocks Him. This 
again is freely invented. 
According to Luke 23:6-11, the 
chief priests stood by as Herod 
questioned Jesus, fo'towing «heir 
accusation. 

Bloodthirstiness is plainly 
voiced by the priest Annas. In 
the scene "The Arrest," he says 



pronoun "it" referring to "the 
victim" is also noteworthy, 
suggesting as it does that Annas 
does not tMnk of Jesus as 
human. 

Harshness and implacability 

are personified by Caiaphas in 
the scene "This Jesus Must Die." 

We must crush him 
completely— 

So like John before him, this 
Jesus must die 

Moreover, this utterance, 
without quite saying so, would 
appear to make the priests 
responsible for a death with 
which they had nothing to do. It 



is at least possible to infer from 
it that they had a hand in the 
execution of John the Baptist. 
The gospel accoums (Matthew 
14:1-12; Mark 6:14-28; Luke 
9:7-9) attribute John's death 
solely to King Herod. 

The bill of particulars does 
not end here. The priests also are 
taxed with having beaten Jesus, 
in the most brutal manner. In 
the scene "Judas' Death," the 
remorse-stricken Judas gasps out 
to them: 

My God I I saw him— he 
k>oked threeniuarters deadi 

And he was to bed I had to 
turn my head 

You beat him so hard that he 
was bent and lame 

There is r*o shred of evidence 
that Jesus was ever subjected to 
a purposeful, savage beating by 
any of the priests or at their 
order. He was hit by someone in 
their presence (Matthew 26:67; 
Mark 14:65; Luke 22:63; John 
18:22), but this was apparently 
a spontaneous blow or blows, 
insulting rather than disabling, 
and the gospel accounts do not 
agree on who struck it. 

Finally, the current 
production wordlessly yet 
unmistakatily implicates the 
priests in the crucifixion 
sentence upon Jesus. In the 
scene "Trial Before Pilate," 
some of them are shown holding 
the bowl in which Pilate washes 
his hands after pronouncing the 
judgement and the towel with 
which he dries his hands. This 
ominous bit of stage business is 
again pure invention; Matthew 
27:24, the only record of the 
hand-washing incident, mentions 
notMng like it.

There is a continuing 
daemma about all of ooHege 



work including even work at the 
graduate level. A student does 
not have the knowledge needed 
to make wise completely 
independent choices until he has 
finished most of his studies, and 
by then the knowledge is too 
late to be useful to him 
personally.

While Seminole football fans are still rehashing the stunning 

49-18 win over South Carolina, FSU Head Coach Larry Jones and 
his staff have something else to talk about-namely, the Houston 
Cougars. 

Even though the Cougars lost to fourth rated Alabama 34-20 on 
Saturday afternoon, they were very impressive m defeat. 

For example, Houston's 20 points were the most scored this 
season against the rugged Alabama defprne And veteran Cougar 
running back Robert Newhouse rambled loi 182 yards rushing. 

Finally, and this is an important statistic, Houston's total offense 
of 418 yards was almost 100 yards tietter than the 327 yards total 
offense run up by Alabama. The Cougars rushed for 300 yards arxf 
added 118 passing. 

For the season, Houston has now beaten Rice 23-21, Cincinnati 
12-3, San Jose State 34-20 and Villanova 42-9. The Cougars have 
lost 18-17 to Arizona State in addition to their defeat at Alabama. 

Florida State and Houston have met on the gridiron ten times, 
and only once have the Seminoles finished on top. That was in 1968 
when FSU triumphed 40-20 In the other nine gemas, Florida Stata 
has salvaged only two ties in 1964 and 1965. 

Last year tfw Seminoles carried a five game winning streak into 
the game, w4iieh was played in Tampa before a national TV 
audience, and suffered a ihoeidng 63-21 driiMt. The Um not only 
ended the season on a.sDur note but undoubtacMy cost Florida Stali 

a bowl bid. 

With these few facts in mind, it's not hard to see why Coach 
Jones is so concerned about this game-not that he doesn't approach 
every game with the same methodical preparation. 

In an early analysis, it again looks as if the FSU defense will have 
to take control of the game if the Seminoles are to win. Both teams 
have strong offensive attacks, but the gutsy Seminole defensive unit 
has an edge over the Houston defense, if statistics are to be believed. 

Stopping the Cougar running attack will be no easy task, but the 
FSU defense is among the tops in the country and hopefully will 
give the Seminoles a big edge in Saturday night's game.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The United States 
expressed deep regret Tuesday over Nationalist 
China's expulsion from the United Nations as a 
"mistake of major proportions," and indicated it 
was considering a cutback in its financial 
contributions to the world organization. 

Speaking with President Nixon's approval, 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers hastened to 
add that any reduction in financial support would 
not be in retaliation for the General Assennbly's 
76-35 vote Monday night admitting Communist 
China and expelling the Nationalists. 

Rather, he said, the administration believes the 
United Nations is "on the verge of bankruptcy" 
because, it "has spent too much money in the past, 
and we have contributed more than our share." 

Anticipating protests from conservative 
meintwn of Congress at a time when Nixon is 
preparing to visit Peking, Rogers predicted the 
United Nations will be damaged by 
"disillusionment" and erosion of support in 
American public opinion because of the China 
vote. 

Expected demands in the House and Senate for 
a financial cutback Tuesday were strengthened by 
endorsements from Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield, Republican Leader Hugh Scott, 
and House GOP Leader Gerald R. Ford, who said 
Taiwan's ousting "could seriously jeopardize the 
future financing of the U.N. by the United 
States." 

Rogers noted that the United States under law 

provides a maximum of one-third of the total U.N. 
operating budget, and in addition four percent of 
the budget is ^lecialized U.N. agendes, such as the 
World Health Organization. 

The current U.S. appropriation, already voted 
by Congress, is $62,437,700 or 31 percent of U.N. 
operating expenses out of a total official 
conttibution of $107,888,041. 

This is exclusive of voluntary American 
contributions which raised the total last year to 
$176,332,666. 

Mansfield, who like Scott denied any 
retaliatory motive, said the U.S. share should be 
trimmed to about 25 percent 

Scott said the entire U.S. foreign aid program 
should be reviewed m light of the vote, m which 
"a good many nations we've helped very 
generously with foreign aid over the years have 
shown a classic lack of appreciation."

'The best man always wins' 
is fhis true at FSU?

According to the old story, senate is & 
representation of its constituents. Also, the old 
story says the best man always wins. Did anybody 
ever tell FSU the old story? 

Four parties put forth candidates for this year's 
Student Senate. Coalition for an Effective Senate 
(CES), Coalition for Reform (CR), and Sun each 
placed 11 candidates in the senate. The fourth 
party, Young Socialist Alliance Party (YSAP),did 
not win a seat. Five independents won sisats. 

Sun Party made the strongest showing, winning 
all 1 1 seats it ran for. Its success can be explained 
by its billing as a "basic studies party," a very 
attractive appeal to basic studies students. They 
used a new party to put forth a platform from out 
of the past: parking, dorm visitation, foreign 
language requirement. Obviously, it worked. 

One more thing can be said for Sun. In bringing 
a Board of Regents representative to campus at the 
beginning of the campaign, they demonstrated a 
fresh and desired type of activism. 

CES is another party that used the old 
platform, but put a slightly new twist to their 
campaign. While they mentioned parking, student 
control of the bookstore and better 
communications between students and senate 
(oft-repeated campaign promises), they called 
themselves a "coalition of individuals. ' Their 
emphasis was that each elected candidate would 
not be bound by a party strategy, but wouW be 
free to work on their individual concerns. 

CES did not receive unified support like Sun 
did, only winning sMts here and there. They won 
five in arts and sciences, four in education, and 
one each in engineering science and social welfare. 

CR prtjmised specific plans for reforms, but 
their ideas were not so new. Student involvement 
in university committees, legislative delegations, 
and reform of Student Government spending were 
major platform planks. These planks were 
farther-reaching and apparently more 
thought-through than many other promises They 
seem more detailed than planks from the past. 

CR ran a more unified party structure than 
CES, but did not win any overwhelming support. 
Only in the business school,, where CR swept the 



three seatt, was their backing impressive. 

YSAP played a much larger role in this year's 
election than in last year's presidential election. 
Being concerned with such issues as ROTO, 
abortion, racism, and women's rights, YSAP was in 
a class by itself. Considered by some students as 
"radical," YSAP aimed itself at serving student 
mass movement and at bringing atxwt free and 
anti-war university concepts. 

YSAP did not have enough support to win a 
seat. Undoubtedly, many students voted against 
YSAP rather than for another party. This is 
obvious when one looks at vote totals in the 
runoffs. YSAP opponents received many more 
votes thm their partymates. 

YSAP's different philosophy of government 
simply was not accepted by the student body. The 
"radwal" ties and connotations of YSAP 
prevented it from winning any seats on the basis of 
its platform. 

In the past, a basic credibility gap has always 
devetoped between senate and the student body. 
Communk»tions have not been good for tfie last 
two years. But all campaigns promise to change 
that situation. 

Furthermore, past campaign promises have 
seldom materialized as promised. The Co Op 
Bookstore is alive, but not on campus. Dormitory 
visitation has gone from bad to worse.

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Nofionalist Chinese 
ousted; Red Chma 
given U.N. seat 

The United Nations voted overwhelmingly 
Monday night to seat Communist China and expel 
the Nationalists in a move that dealt the United 
States its worst diplomatic defeat in the 26-year 
history of the U.N. and which shifted the balance 
of political power in the U.N. 

There was no imroadiatt official reaction from 
Peking, but the Hungarian news agency MTI 
reported from Peking that a Foreign Office official 
called the decisive 76 to 35 vote with 17 
abstentions "a good vote." 

Secretary-General Thant invited the Peoples 
Republic of China to assume membersMp but 
there was no word yet. If Peking folk>ws tfie lead 
of the other U.N. members it would send some 
top-ranking official, possibly Pramiar Chou Bn-im, 
to make a policy speeth. 

Thant, apparently taking note of anger and 
dismay in such capitals as WasMngton, said the 
Monday night vote to »at Communitt China made 
the 25th General AawmWy MStion of 
decision." 

While expressing sadness at the departure of the 
Nationalists, Thant said the decision to admit 
Peking "may enable us to solve more effectively 
the intematkxul probtemt with which we are 
fionfrontad." 

BOR objects to 
appointive iMMrd 

GA»NESVILLE-JJ. Oanieb, chairman of the 
Board of Regenu, objected Tuesday to 
recommendations from the Governor's 
Conwnisiion on Education to abolish the Regents. 

"I think it 15 a very fallacious approach to it," 
Daniels said. "I don't see how you can bring the 
complexities of M^ter educatkNi into dtmentary 
education " 

The Governor's Commission recommended that 
an appointkre board of education set policy for aH 
puWfc educMion from elwi ww ii y padat thtauflh 
coKaie. 

Danialt said the problems, the funding and 

financing of higher education are ad diffe t e i W from 
elementary and secondary education. 

"I am hopeful that some kind of governing 
board just for higher education will bt retlinad."

CHICAGO-A birth control pill taken within 72 
hours after sexual imercourse has been diown 

successful in tests upon 1,000 women of 
childbearing age without serious side effects, a 
physician reported Monday. 

Dr. Lucile Kirtland Kuchera of the University 
of Michigan Health Service said nearly 900 of the 
women had used no form of oontraoeptive 
protection. 

She said ttw probability of a woman becoming 

pregnant following sexual intercourse without 
protection is between one in 50 and one in 25. 

Dr. Kudiera made her report of a synthetic 
estrogen known as diethylstilbestrol in an article in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association. 

She said she gave the pill twice daily for five 
days to consenting women. It was an 
emergency-type treatment, she said, and she 
advised the women to use other means of 
co n tr a cB p tkwi on a ragular basis. 



In each of the 1,000 cases, an interview, 



ktter was obtained folfc>wing the mgestion of 
diethylstilbestrol, so that it wa. d, finitely known 
that her next menses came and that she ««,„„. 
pregnant." 

Some of the women reported minor side effects 
mch as nausea and vomiting, but "no serious side 
effea was known in any of the 1,000 caies while 
taking diethylstilbestrol or aftenvard," she said. 

Hijodted jet departure 
dslayed by Kosygin visit 

MIAMI-A hiiacked Boeing 747 "jumbo jet 
with 221 passengers aboard, held ovemigtit - 
Havana, was further delayed Tuesday by the 
arrival at Joie Marti Airport of Soviet Premie- 
Alexei N. Kosygin. 

"They're apparently reluctant to let any planes 
in or out while Kosygin's in the area," a 
spokesman for American Airlines, owners of the 
747, said. 

The plane. American Airlines Flight 98, bound 
from New York to Puerto Rico, was hijacked 
Monday night by a lone gunman about an hour 
after the plane left Kennedy International at 6:45 
pjn. EOT. 

Among tfie passengers were three sky marshals 
and an off duty FBI agent, who were unable to 
prevent the hijacking. 

It first appeared the flight would be permmed 
to return immediately and the pilot, O.R. Selmela. 
kept two engines of the plane running, since thers 
is no starting equiimiem for tfte big jets at Havani

WASHINGTON-A Food and Drug 
Administration official said Tuesday the agency 
plans to sharply restrict lead content of many 
paints to combat lead poisoning which kills *> 
average of 200 American children every year 

The move coincides with a Consumer Reports 
magazine story saying that of nine brands of 
pencils tested, four were coated with paii' 
containing lead levels far above the one percent 
voluntary standard adopted by the American 
Standwds Institute and Pencil fchken Association. 

The nile would cover paints used on any 
surface accessible to chiMren, including pencils, 
toys, fumifuni and intarior wails.

Next week there will be a referendum to decide 
whett>er the net income ol corporations can be 
subject to a state income tax. 

Some of you will vote, but most of you ¥von't. 
Most of you aren't even registefed. although 
you daim you will bt before the primaries in the 
sprir»g. 

Why the apathy? 

Student Government President Ray Gross has 
ventured the opinion that students simply are not 
interested in the dovernor's tax progrwn. Without 
flesfi and-Wood candidates on the ballot, the 
ttwory goes, the election has no sex appeal. 

But Steve McCleflan, vice pieiident for studem 
affairs, is quoted as saying, "In the last two or 
tfiree years students have become brighter, more 
socirily aware, more mature, sophisticated and 
more aware of the residential experience around 
them." 

Izzat so' Then how come the dismal lowing at 
the registration tables for the 18 to 21 -year -olds? 
Why does it take gut reaction issues and 
charismatic power-freak candidates to draw more 
than 18 percent of the eligible voters to the 
registration tables? Why should a relatively 
intellectual issue like taxation turn off so many 
socially aware, mature and mphisticated potential 
voters? 

I'll offer one theory. 

You haveii't yet identified younaivet as 
taxpayers. 

Until recently you were nhiktren, adolescents, 
teeny-boppers. Now you are heads, jocks, scholars, 
Greeks, artists, or wtiatever species of eolhgka 
student! you picture yourself m But not, God 
forbid, laxpayers-ihat's something your parents 
did after they were married. 

Let's look at a few economic facts of life. 
About 70 percent of you, more or less, live 
off-campus. Unless you're Ihrlng in the attic of a 
church, the property you live on is probably 
subject to ad valorem property taxes. "Ad 
valorem" means, roughly, that ttie tax collector 
wants more from the owners of high-value 
property. And don't think you live on Kve on 
low value property just becsuM your two-room 
hovel doesn't have hot water. 

Your landlord gets a property tax bill each year 
anrJ, l>emg a good Republican, he divides it more 
or less evenly among all his tenantt living in those 
two-room hovels nestled around the edge of 
campus. If he owns one of the modern luxury 
apartments, he adds the tax to the cost of 
operating the sauna bath, the heated pool, and the 
mortgage before dividing it up The point is, gentle 
friertds, your landlord pays not a farthing to the 



tax man out of his own pocket if he can help it 
You do. And if the property tax goes up, youeai 
bet your dogeared copy of Economics Made 
Simple that your rent will rise as soon as tt* 
wage-price freeze thaws. 

If you have bought your own house, you feel 
tfie property tax more nvidly than yoiit np ghbc 
in the rented half of tlie duplex next door. He 
pays his tax in momMy irtstailments. so to speak, 
without really knowing how much he pays. You 
pay yours once a year directly to the tax man, and 
it hurts a little. 

If yoo live in a dorm, the property the dorm 
Sits on IS tax-exempt, so none of your housing fee 
goes to the tax collector. Don't ask me wtiere it 
goes I can tell you only where t (]. >. ■ 
are, nevertheless, a taxpayer. Whei' , ouy 
cigarettes, gasoline, textbopks, gym socks and hot 
fudge sundaes, you contribute a rather healthy 
chunk of nwney to the state treasury in the course 
of a year. 

If your annual mcome is low-say, $2,000 or 
lest-you pay a proportionately greater share of 
your income to tfte state in the form of property, 
utility, gasoline, cigarette and sales taxes than 
taxpayers in higher incortw levels. That's called 
"regressivity," and it is a characteristic of state tax 
structures which depend upon consumer type 
taxes for revenue. Like Fk>rida's. for instance. 
Where does . this put you, the student tax payer' 
For one thing, cast a fishy eye on anyone who 
tells you to register in your parents' home town, 
not your college town. Their argument is, "You 
don't pay taxes, so you'll vote yourselves a new 
colisaum and leave us permanem residents behind 
to foot the bill through property taxes." 

Tell them moa of us are already paymfl 
property taxes, and most of us don't want higher 
rent for a oolisaum «m won't be here to enjoy 
anyway. 

For another thing, take an active interest in the 
governor's tax reform program— at least to the 
point of learning what it's all about. The Flambeau 
is preparing a special faction to give you the pros 
and com of tt»e corporate ir»come tax. Other 
papers will carry similar information in the next 
few days. 

Some of what you read will be accurate 
information. Some of it will consist of red herrings 
throvMi in to confuse you. A socially aware, 
sophisticated college student should be able to tell 
the difference. Or at least WANT to be able to tell 
the difference. 

Finally, if you have registered, go down and

PILATE 

If the play weights the scales against the priesthood 
over and above what the New Testament accounts 
warrant, it lightens them beyond all the evidence for the 
other chief agent in the trial of Jesus: the Roman 
governor, Pontius Pilate. 

In the present production, tne very costuming and 
staging make plain that Pilate is to serve as a noble foil 
for the evil priests. Whereas they are drexed in garments 
ranging from nondescript to unprepossessing, he comes 
on in a gorgeous purple costume with a silver wreath 
around his head. VMwre ihey shout and hiss, he speeks 
softly. His words and demeanor are the image of rmion 
and patience. 

The play casts Pilate as a rather weak but 

'.veil meaning man who sympathizes with Jesus from the 
moment he meets Him and is kept from helping Him 
only by the damends of the mob. When first seen in the 
^cene "Pilate's Dream" (set in his house on Monday, 
according to the program), he sings: 

1 (beamed I met a GaMMn 

A most amazing man 

He had that look you very rarely find 

The haunting hunted kind 

I asked him to say what had h.^ppened 

How it all began 

I asked again he never said a word 
As if he hadn't heard 

And next the room was fuH of wild and angry men 
They seemed to hate this man they fen on him and 

then 

They disappaered again 

Then I saw thousands of millions 

Crying for this man 

And then I he ard them menttoning my name 

And leaving me the blame 

The New Testament knows of no such dream of 
Pilate's, on the last Monday of Jesus' earthly life or on 
any other day. The nearest thing to it in the gospel is a 
brief, rather cryptic reference to a dream by Pilate's 
wife. According to Matthew 27:19, she sent a mais a ga to 
her husband, in these words: 

Have nothing to do with that righteous man. for I 
have 

suffered much over him today in a dream. 
Out of m$ slim material, the play fabricates a scene 

which at oiwe puts Pilate in the most favorable light. 

In what follows, Pilate repeatedly demonstrates his 
liking for Jesus. At one point in the scene "Trial Before 
Pilate," as currently staged, he falls to his knees and 
sympathetically puts his arms around Jesus in an effort . 
to make Him respond, in ttw same scene he underlines 



that the other side, not he, is raaponsible for any 
mistreatment of Jesus: 

You have been brought here-manaded, beaten 
Bv your own people-do you have the first idee why 
you deserve it? 

This entire portrrft of Pilate, designed to minimize his 
role in Jesus' scourging, trial and death and thereby 
maximize that of Jesus' Jewish antagonists, is wildly 
unscriptural and unMstorical. Roman and other sources 
leave no doubt that Pilate was an eKCeptionally harsh 
governor even by the far from lenient standards of 
Roman oocupatmn gowamment. Whte in Jesus' case he 
did not see any compelling reason to carry out a death 
penalty, he was nevertheless notorious for hit arbitrary 
executions. He was eventually ncalled to Roma and 
tried for oppresnon. 

JUDAS 

Of the other agents in the trial of Jesus, Judas Iscariot 
receives inordinate attention in the play. He appears in 
nine scenes-second only to Jesus, who is present in 12. 
(The next most frequently seen characters are the 
priests, appearing in six.) Judas also has the second 
longest pert, after Jesus. 

Qualitatively as well as quantitatively, Judas' role is 
inflated. Right in the opening scene, "Heaven on Their 
Minds," he singi: 

And remember IVe been your [Jesus'] right-hand 
man all along 

In raatity, the New Testament hardhf menttons Judas 

prior to the incident concerning the jar of ointment 
(Matthew 26). He is not among the select group of 
disciples who are with Jesus during the transfiguration 
(Matthew 17:1-8 Mark 9:2-8) and is never singled out 
for special instruction, as is Peter Matthew (Matthew 
16*18-19). 

THE MOB AND THE SOLDIERS 

Just as the play redistributes the responsibility for 
Jesus' sufferings between the priests and Pilate, so does 
it reapportion the Jewish crowd's and the Roman 
soldiers' share In the events of Jesus' death. 

The Jewish crowd is represented as rivaling the priests 
in callousness and blood lust. In "The Arrest," the mob 
is heerd mocking Jesus: 

Come with us to see Caiaphas 

You'll just love the High Priest's house 

YouH just leva seeing Caiaphas 

You'll just die in the High Priest's house 

In contrast, the Roman soldiers are made to play a 
strangely non-vkrfent role. Thus, in the present 
production, the scourging of Jesus is not administered 
by them, although the Biblk»l account (Matthew 
27:27-31; Ntark 15:15; Ji^ 19:1) plainly stMK ^ 



they carried it out at Pilate's orders. 

Most surprising of all, the text of the play does not 
nuke dear who actually conducts the crucifixion, and 
tile present production leaves the matter open. As the 
implements of the crucifixion are being arranged, a great 
many members of the company are busy on the stage, so 
that one might easily think the crowd was actively 
involveci. 

Apin, the New Testament is not so vague. It plainly 

records that Roman soldiers acting under orders from 
Pilate crucified Jesus of Nazareth (Matthew 27:27 31). 
Moraover, it reports that Jesus constantly predicted He 
wouM die at the Romans' hands (Matthew 20:17-19; 
Mark 10:32-34; Luke 18:32). 

CONCLUSION 

Taken together, these observations suggest that Jesus 
Christ, Supenttar is less than fair in depicting the role of 
Jewish individuals and institutions in the Passion of 
Jesus, as we know it Trom the New Testament. 

In some cases, the emotkmal coloring is d e e p ened to 
make Jewish individuals and their acts appear more 
sinister than the gospel record warrants. In other cases, 
historical focts are enlarged, modified or gkissed over so 
as to create black and white contrasts vvhere the record 
indicates only gray tones. These changes may have been 
innocently made for dramaturgic reasons, but their 
potential for harm remains. 

Even more important, perhaps, the play bypasses the 
tranxendental meaning of the Passion. Christian belief 
holds that all humans-then, now and always-contribute 
to Jesus' suffering by their sins. Therefore, a 
representation of the Passion should encourage the 
audience to identify with the crucif iers. But Jssus Christ, 
Superstar, like most of its Passmn Play p re decessors, 
does no such thing. It merely shuffles the responsibility 
among the various human agenu, painting those it 
designetes as chiefly guilty in such dark colors tfwt at 
best the viewer cannot identify wHh them and at worst 
will regard them as the enemy. 

Against these criticisms, it must be noted that Jesus 
Christ, Superstar avoids the worst pitfalls Into which 
eariiar worlcs of the type haw frilen. It does not repeat 
the myth of :he Jews as Christ-killers condemned by 
God for all time, it does not claim that all Jews of Jesus' 
time icnew Him and fonook Him. But in arbitrarily 
laying nearly all the blame on a group w^Kh the viewer 
knows to be Jewish whether the text says so or not, 
Jemn Christ. Superstar is, if nothing else, insufficiently 
thoughtful, potentially mischievous and possibly a 
backward step on the road toward improved 
Christian-Jewish relations^

Florida State's junior 
quarterback Gary Huff has 
swept Southeastern "Offensive 
Player of the Vlfeak" honors for 
his six touchdowm output in a 
49-18 football victory over 
South Carolina. 

Huff was awarded the honor 
by both United Press 
Intematioral and tfie Anociated 
Press. 

After a stow start Saturday 
night. Huff fired two touchdown 
passes to both Rhett Dawson 
and Kent Gaydos, and a fifth to 

speedster Barry Smith. In 
addition. Huff added another 
TO on a short run and threw for 
a two-point converswn to 
Dawson. 

For the game. Huff 
completed 26 of 41 throws for 
366 yards. His totals for the 
season now reaa 126 
completions in 209 attempts for 
1743 yards and 15 touchdowns. 
He leads the nation's passers in 
completions, total passing 
yardage and TD throws. 

"This would have to be my 
biggest game ever," commented 
Huff, who credited his 
outstanding receivers and 
tenacious offensive line for 
much of his success this season. 

His battery of outstanding 
pass catchers includes Dawson, 
Gaydos and Smith along with 
Gary Parris, Ed Davis and Mike 
Glass. In addition, running backs 
James Jarrett, Paul Magalski and 
Arthur Munroe are frequent 
targets for Huff passes. 

Dawson is rated by many 
observers, including FSU head 
coach Larry Jones, as the finest 
receiver in the nation. He ranked 
third nationally in receiving 
heading into the South Carolina 
game, and responded with one 
See HUFF, pg.

Analysis of proposed 
consolidafion charfer 

GENERAL 

The City of Tallahassee and Leon County will form a consolidated governmerrtto 
be known as "The Consolidated Governnoent of Tallahassee and Leon County." 

The consolidated government "shall succeed to and be possessed of all the 
properties, rights, capacities, privileges, powers, franchises, and immunities, and be 
subject to all the liabilities, obligations and duties of said city and said county." In the 
event of conflicts in laws applicable to cities and counties, the consolidated 
commission "shall, by ordinance or resolution, elect and determine whether the 
consolidated government shall be considered a city or a county in respect to such 
conflicting tew." 

GENERAL AND URBAN DISTRICTS 

The consolidated government will be composed of a general district which will be 
the total area of consolidated government. The urban district will be the total area of 
the dty as It exists on the effective date of the charter. 

Services presently provided by the county will be provided for the gerwral district. 
The additional services presently provided by the city will be provided for the urban 
district. The property tax rate in the urban district will be at least 3.7 mills higher than 
that in the general district to support the additional services. 

The urban district may be enlarged to include areas in which urban services are 
needed, and can be provided within two years. Such areas need not be contiguous with 
the existing urban district Incorporation of new areas into the urben district will be 
subject to the same prooedutes and safeguards provided fay tew for annexation to 
municipalities. 

CONSOLIDATED COMMISSION 

A seven-man commission will be the chief legislative body. The commission wilt be 
composed of a mayor and mayor pro-tem, each elected at large, and for a four-year 
term, and empowered to vote as a commissioner. Five other commissioners also will be 
elected at large, and for four-year terms. Each of the seven nuist be a resident of the 
county, and have been a qualified elector for one year. Members of the conmiission 
may serve no mora than three ooniacutive four-year terms. 

ADMINISTRATIVE D^ARTMENTS 

Three administrative departments of the consolidated government be 
established: 

— A department of general sewices, to indude a division of purchatTng* to be 

headed by the manager; 

— A department of finance, to be headed by the comptroller. 

— A depertment of tew, to be headed by the commission attorney. 

The manager, comptroller and commission attorney eriil be appointed by, and serve 
at the discretion of, the commission. Employees of each department, toiduding 
division heads, win be appointed by the department headfc 

IMANAGER 

The manager will be the administrative head of the consolidated govemment 
administering, supenrising and controlling all functions, services and operations not 
otherwise provided for in the charter. He will administer alt departments except 
finance and law. He will attend all commission meetings, and be empowered, along 
with the mayor and mayor pro-tem, to call special meetings. 

COUNTY OFFICES 

Electors of the consolidated govemment will etect Ae dark of the dreuit court, 
sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, supervisor of etectioni, and prosecuting attorney for 
the county judge's court. 

SHERIFF 

The sheriff will be the cbtef tew enforcement officer of the consolidated 
govemment. He will have all tlie powers and perform all the duties of the office of 
sheriff. In addition, he wHI have all the powere of tew enforcement possessed by the 
City of Tallahassee. He will establish divisions within his office, including a division 
of police, and appoint the head of such divisions. 

AJOiaARY 

The Circuit Court of the Second Judicial Circuit, the County Judge's Court, the 
Small Cteims Court, and the Juvenile Court will continue. 

An Ordinance Court, with a judge and assoctete judges appoiniad by tfw 
commission, will r^ilaoe the present City Court. 

CITIZENS' RIGHTS 

Any etected official of the cor-solidated govemment am/ be lecaHed through a 
referendum petitioned by 10 percent of the electors. 

Changes in the consolidation charter may be proposed by (1> spedal tew; (2» 
ordinance; or (3» petition of 20T>Bfcei« of the electors. The changes must be adopted 

by referendum.

Consolidation of the City of Tallahassee and Leon 
County govemments could mark the l>eginning of the 
end— but this is bad only if you are of a certain point of 

view. 

Proponents of the consolidation charter, whfch will be 
put before the voters Tuesday, argue it is the beginning of 
the end of two governments in Leon County; that a single 
government will be more econon-.ical, more efficient, and 
more capable of attacking successfully the major problems 
of the county. 

OPPONENTS OF CONSOLIDATION, although not 
predicting world destruction if consolidation is realized, do 
argue it will set back signif want change. One of their major 
contentions is that the consolidation charter provides for 
very little real change; it is a means for maintaining much of 
die status quo. 

Among consolidation's proponents is Dr. Daisy Parker, 
assistant vice president for academk: affairs at FSU. Dr. 
Parker was active in the preparation of the proposed 
charter, serving as a member of the 77-member committee 
which did the original groundwork, and later as a member 
of the 11-member commission which drew up the charter. 

"I DONT THINK ANYONE who worked on the charter 
is completely satisfied with it," she said in a recent 
interview. "Most, if not all, would agree, however, that 
consolidation is inevitable-it will be achieved in one way or 
another-end that the charter is the best meens of achieving 
it." 

The charter does have its weak points. Dr. Parker said. "I 
woukJ have preferred an appointed taw enforcement 
officer. (Under the charter, the sheriff, the chief law 
enforcement officer, will be elected.) I do think the 
restructuring of local law enforcement agencies, placing 
them under the overall control of one off Kial, is a positive 
step." 

"MY GREATEST DISAPPOINTMENT is that we didn't 
consolidate mon offices. We could have consolidated the 
courts. Under the charter, we have basicaily the same court 
organization, although technteally it is one court system 
instead of two." 

Although imperfect, the charter is an ordered pten for 
obtaining consolidation— and the positive effect 
consolidation will have on the city and county government 
is its strongest point, she said. 

"One government can set about making a unified attack 
on law enforcement, zoning, planning and other problems.

Resolutions pass 
Student Senate

Student Senate passed resolutions supporting the 
Committee for Visitation, advocating the adoption of the 
Bachelor of General Studies (BGS) degree, and advocating 
the establishment of student advisory committees last night 
in the first meeting of the newly elected senators.

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Askew— number 
one odvocate of 
corporate tax 

Gov. Reubin Askew won a partial victory today 

in his fight against 'Jtility companies that stuff 
anti-corporate income tax literature into the 
envelopes containing their monthly bills. 

With Askew off on a week-long campaign in 
favor of the tax, the Public Service Commission 
(PSC) sent letters to hundreds of electric, gas, 
telephone and bus and truck companies telling 
that the company and iu stockholders must foot 
the costs. 

Governor Askew-the state's number one 
advocate of the tax -asked the PSC to order 
utilities that mailed out anti-tsx material to 
balance the effects by sending their customers 
literature favorable to the proposal. He accused 
them of distributing in some instances misleading 
or untruthful information 

The PSC, which regulates the utilities, said it 
will not infringe on the companies' right to fight 
the tax or boost it. 

But it served notice that none of the expenses 
can be figured into costs of operating, which oostt 
are used as the basis for determining rates charged 
customers. 

With the tax authorization wnendment on the 

ballot for next Tuesday, Governor Askew flew off 
to Mobile, Ala., and Pensacola last night for taping 
sessions for television appeals to be broedcast over 
northwest Florida in the final six days. 

Israel cancels talks 
'til bombers received 

JERUSALEM- Israel has told the United States 
it will take no further part in negotiations to 
reopen the Suez Canal until it is assured of getting 
more F4 Phantom jet fighter bombers, diplomatic 
sources said today 

"Israel has told Washington it cannot enter 
negotiations while it is under an embargo," one 
diplomatic source said. "In otfwr words, while the 
U.S. government refuses to supply it with more 
Phanionw to redre» the arms imbalance m the 
Middle East. " 

Beirut dispatches said Ubanon had reached 
agreement with a visiting Soviet military 
delegation on the purchase of arms from Moscow. 
The reporu said Lebanon alto approved a $66 
million plan to equip and modernize its 
15,000 man army. 

In a major policy speech to parliament on 
Tuesday, IVime Minister GoMa Meir said that "for 
several months the United States has not met our 
request for the supply of airaaft." 

She said this had swung the arms balance 
against Israel and encouraged the Egyptians to 
take an inuansigent stance on a special agreement 
to open the canal. 



Post freeze controls 
to end by Dec. 72 



WASHINGTON-Treaiury Secretary John B. 
Connally asked Congress Wednesday for a year's 
extension of President Nixon's "admittedly broad 
and sweeping power" over the economy, and 
predicted that post-f reeze controlt probaWy would 
end by December 1972. 

"I know of no one who believes that the goals 
of Phase II could be reached by April 30, 1972, 
the expiration date of the current authority," 
Connally told the House Banking Committee. 

But he stressed that "I don't think we're 
embarked on a perpetual program of controls" and 
that "I think we will return to an unrestricted 



economy by the end of 1972. | h 
achieve our obfectives by the end of ntx 
said.

McCarthy said during an hour long forum that 
his campaign will be low-keyed and that he will 
campaign only m those states which do not have 
presidential primaries. 

While the former Senator from Minnesota was 
speaking, members of his staff mailed letters to 
100,000 supporters advising them of caoipaign 
plans and seeking financial support.

TAIPEI-Chung Hsing Univenity students, 
rallying to boost morale following their country's 
expulsion from the United Nations, presented a six 
by three foot Nationalist Chinese flag dyed with 
their own blood Wednesday to show tfwif 
allegiance to President Chiang Kai shek. 

The flag, along with a letter also written in 
blood, was presented to the Kuomintang central 
committee for Chiang. A spokesman for the more 
than 300 tbidints who signed the letter said the 
act may start a new wave of patriotism among 
Nationalist China's 14 million people.

Underlining his strong batic 

faith in human freedom, pov/er, 
the people would be exposed to 
altemative plans before the 
bureaucrats and officials made 
the decisions. "People don't hear 
about 90 per cent of the 
alternative," Butler said. 

He condemns America's 
present rubber stamp 
bureaucracy because: "It has 
grown and grown to the point 
where nobody does anything 
because no one is responsible." 
Having worked in the heart of 
Washington bureaucracy for two 
years Butler explained, "each 
person sees his own square inch 
of space, but never the overall 
picture." 

The intense yet conservative 
looking revolutionary also 
advocated the decentralization 
of states' power. He feels the 
people, not the anonymous 
government, should have more 
voice as to where their taxes go. 

In a 25 minute 
question-answer session 
following his talk, Butler 
criticized Nixon's economic 
free». "The thing whnh will 
trigger a coup d'etat in this 
country is economic repression 
by the stats," he said. Butler 
attacked the freeze as an 
interference with freedom. 

He described the freeze at an 
attempt by politicians to avoid 
the root problem by "painting 



pink a gangrene". Butler 
continued by severely objecting 
to laws that force people to 
remain silent. Although he 
disagrees with the tactics and 
goals of such figures as Fuehrer 
Frank Collin, Jerry Rubin, 
William Kunstler, Dr. Timothy 
Leery and Paul Kranner, Butler 



does not believe they should be 
silenced. 

Stating "revolution is my 

profession," Butler explained 
often revolution is waged for the 
wrong reasons. People keep 
trying to seize state power, he 
said, when it is the power of the 
state that corrupts. 



$17g000 in grants 
to fine arts protects 

Sacratary of State Richard Stone yesterday presented fine arts 
grants totaling $17,160 to seven different fine arts projects at 
Florida State and Florida A&M. 

Funds from the grants came from the National Endowment for 
the Arts. The federal funds are channeled through the Fine Arts 
Council, an advisory body to the Division of Cultural Affairs and 
Secretary Stone. 

Of the total amount, $5,000 went to the FAMU Lyceum 
Committee. This grant contributes to the presentation of an arts 
festival for students, faculty and the comn-iunity at large. The 
purpose of the festival is to identify and explicate the status and 
trends of the contributions of Mack artists. 

The *=SU School of Business received $4,860 for the purpose of 
an administrative residency program in cooperation with the 
Division of Cultural Affairs. 

The Human Resources Clearinghouse Community Visual Arts 
Project was granted $3,756. Through this project a human resources 
::learinghouse will be created in a low income, tradltwnally black 
area contiguous to Florida State University. 

Other amounts ranging from $1,700 to $500 were given to 
departments in the Schools of Music, Business and math department 
(Computer Sciences). 

In his closing remarks after the presentation. Secretary Stone 
said, "We do nead, bovyever, for the state to match the federal funds 
.. We could have granted twKe to three times t&day's grants if we 
couW have produced state matching gnmts."

Consolidation: 
not good enough 



The consolidation of the governmenti of Tallafianae 
and Leon CountY is a good idea, but ... 

The consolidation charter being presented to the voters 
Tuesday is not good enough. It is as simple as that. It 
needs a vast amount of improvement before it can cradMy 
serve the community. 

Supporters of the consolidation charter openly admit 

that there are bugs in the present proposal, but say these 
can be ironed out later. That's a nice thought. Suppose the 
d c wel op ei s of the United States Constitution had done 
that, given us a second rate constitution with the promise 
that we could weed out the problems later. 



The consolidation charter should be the best possible 
product, because it is the framework on which the 
consolidated government will operate for many, many 
yean. 

Certainiy ik> governmental charter is perfect, but this 
one Hn't even close. There are too many problems. 

The proposed government would have a weak 
commission, with the actual operation of the government 

being in the hands of an appointed manager. This viNluld 
mean a government with no direct ties to the voters. 

This should be changed. 

The judicial system is basically unchanged. County 
courts will remain totally intact. City court wHI be fivm a 



This rfHwId be changed. 

Law enforcement agencies would be combined under 
the direction of the sheriff. Considering past sheriffs, this 
aspect of the charter couldn't look dimmer. Selection of 
the cNef law enforcement officer shouM be by civil service 
examination and commission screening so that the most 
professional candidate can be hired. 

Consolidation is not a bad idea. It is an excellent one. 
But it shouldn't be jumped into with a "make-do" charter. 
The voters should vote no on the present plan, telling city 
and county fathers to try again. A better consolidation 
charter should be developed and resubmitted to the voters. 

A second-rate consolidation plan cannot be accepted.

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Two separate governments 
termed archaic philosophy

Let us assume there are 100,000 persons wishing to 
form a community much like Tallahassee with 
three-fourths of them in the center of a 2S-mile circle 
and all tfie othen wfttiin 20 minutes of the oofv. 

Furttier, let us suppose that at a large town meeting, 

all of the citizens gathered to decide upon the type of 
government they would create to provide the services 
necessary for the functioning of their society. Can you 
imagine the members of this group giving birth to two 
separate governments whose responsibilities are similar 
to the same mixture of races, ages and occupations? 

THIS POWTS OUT the philosophical idiocy that 
currently plagues the governments of Leon Ckxjnty and 
Tallahassee. It is logical that only one government with 
only one responsible legislative, executive and judicial 
power would be adopted if we could start all over. 

The philosophical points of consolidation seem 

obvious; elimination of duplication of efforts, 
economics of scale, one singular governing board 
responsible tc ALL the people, and coordination in 
planning for present and future needs of the citizenry. 
Certainly these theoretical advantages are important. But 
lust as in any political n-atter, practical concerns must be 
considered. Tallahassee jnd Leon County, because of the 
city-county form of government, are supporting a 
number of ills which are a disservice to all of its 
lesidents, and which are sure to magnify with predicted 

growth. 



This dual form of government is supporting a rHimber 

of governmental practices which are resulting in 
inefficiency and unresponsiveness to the population. A 
current example: a few weeks ago the supervisor of 
registration for Leon County, provided with a mobile 
registration unit, was delayed from registering voters 
from this unit within ttte city limits of Tallahassee. It 
took the approval of the Tallahassee City Commission 
before the unit could come into the city limits to 
register qualified voters— some wlio were students from 
Florida State University. 

PROPONENT 

FURTHERMORE, UNDER OUR present system of 
government, we have two separate law enforcement 
entities competing and clashing with each ottier in the 

performance of their duties. Certainly this competitive 
situation, which has been blatantly obvious in the past 
several years, is not in the best interest of either practical 
or economical law enforcement. Why have two police 
radio systems, two booking officers, two investigative 
forces, two patrol car fleets purchased and maintained 
separately? 

Also note that those who operate businesses in the 
city, yet live in the county, have no suffrage rights 
regarding matters within the city. For instance, utility 
rates and numerous other municipal regulations are 
beyond their direct vote. Likewise, the student who 
resides in Leon County has no vote in choosing 
commissioners in the city who make regulations which 
have an impact on much of his life. 



Leon consolidaiion charfer 
would mainfain status quo

The local issue facing the voters of Leon County this 
November is an important one: whether or not to 
consolidate in one general government the functions of 
municipality and county Although voting "for" is 
usually more satisfying than voting "against," I must 
favor the defeat of this proposal. I am led to this 
position by the fact that there is only a vague 
resemblance between the proposed charter and the 
actual concept of ectnsolidation. 

PROPCMIENTS OF CONSOLIDATION almost always 

argue that we should obtain the concept of 
consolidation now and work out Improven^nts in the 
charter later. This viewpoint strongly suggests that we 

accept form now and work ou; substance later This 's a 
silly position because it implies that since substance is 
the source of controversy, we must not deal with it now. 

The problem with accepting this viewpoint is that it 
permits those wfw only want the form of consolidation 
to obtain form and later join the "anti" forces in 
preventing substantive modifications. Even the 
proponents of this profiosal are admitting that the 
charter represents a change in form only and, 
concomitantly, the preservation of the governmental 
status quo One might do well to beware of those who 
fight so strongly for such small changes. 

THE CHARTER ITSELF is full of problems First, it 
provides that non-partisan elections be held In 
September in conjunction with state primaries for ttmse 

county offices currently elected and the new 
consolidated commission. This provision creates a very 
lengthy baltot, making it impossible to vote intelligently. 
Candidates for local offices will have to compete for 
media space and voter attention with candidates for 
Congress, the state legislature and state offices. It is 
quite conr-eivable that some of tlwse contests will 
involve four and five candidates. 

At every other election, local campaigns will compete 
with rmmination conventions and the beginnings of 
presidential campaigns. Worse still, the elections will be 
held when students, faculty and staff of the two 
universities are ntost likely to be away from the 
community. 



AS AMAZING AS IT may seem, the worst provision 
in the charter is the one dealing specifically with 
consolidation. Rather than consolidate the city and areas 

outside the city, the charter provides for two service 
areas: the urban service district, which is the city; and 
the general service distrkrt, which is the rest of Leon 
County. 

We are told to consolidate to obtain one government 
county -wide. Instead we are going to have one 
governmental body to run two distinct districts. The

members of the districts will receive differential services 
and pay differential taxes; yet they share the 
responsibility of deciding who is to serve on the 
commission. This certainly sets up the appropriate 
conditions for settling elections along city-county lines. 

The artificial nature of the consolidation charter is 
underscored by the annexation provision. Since a county 
cannot annex an area of another county, why does a 
consolidatron charter need such a provision? Quite 
simply because there are two governmental areas and the

EVERYONE IN THIS AREA is served by Tallahassee 

Memorial Hospital. However, there are several thousand 
families outside the city limits who do not pay the 
utility tax which goes first to pay for the hospital 
everyone can use. Support for city recreation facilities 
and streets which all use, as well as police protection 
they are afforded when they are within the city limits, 
comes from this same source of revenue. The point is 
that there are a good many families who don't 
contribute through taxes for these services, while 
another group is paying more than its share. 
Consolidation can wipe out this inequity. 

CONSOLIDATED GOVERNMENT will alleviate 
waste in manpower and money that comes through 

duplication. Why should the people of this county 
support two purchasing departments, two engineering 
departments, two legal departments, etc.? Couldn't these 

identical functions be carried out more effectively by a 
single agency? This charter sets up central purchasing for 
the whole county, whereas neither city hall nor 
courthouse has it now. 

Many opponents of the current consolidation 
movement, while accepting the theory, have leveled 
charges at omissions and shortcomings of the charter. 
They talk of killing this document and starting over. 
Drafters who worked for three years In open session to 
compromise widely variant points of view concede it is 
not perfect. But defects can be cured more easily under 
this new proposed charter than under either the present 
city or county systems.

commission needs available a means to annex units of 
the general service area to the urban services area. 

ANNEXATION MAY BE accomplished by ordinance 
as long as Florida Statutes "regarding annexation by 
municipalities" are conformed to. So what the charter 
proposes is to integrate two areas and devolve the 
integration into two districts which coincide with the 
two existing areas. 

Perhaps we can obtain the services of the chartei 
commission to help consolidate Florida into 67 coLinties 
while preserving current county lines. 

When this slight of hand artistry is involved I get 
suspicious. Some individuals or groups must see merit in 
confusing tf»e electoral process and fragmenting the 
government with the same stroke that consolidates it. 
The final result may be that the urban service district 
will have more difficulty in annexing units than the city 
presently has. 

Let's defeat the issue, loan the charter commission to 
the state, reconsider the issue properly, and present a 
proposal to the people that is comprehensible. That 
done, we may allow the citizens to decide what they do 
and don't want. 

On^v vote "for" if you like what you're getting. It's 
quite possible that there will be no changes in the 
charter for some time if it does obtain ^gproval.

Present efforts by the city and county are weakened 
somewhat because they are often divergent." 

DR. JAMES DYSON, associate professor of government, 
is among those who see the consolidation charter as a 
facade. 

"There is only a vague resemUance between the 
proposed charter and the concept of consolidation," Dyson 
said in an interview. He said the major changes seem to be 
in name only -what is now the city will become tfte urban 
district; what is not the county will become the general 
district. 

Dyson said the charter appears to be "a way of 
preventing meaningful change." 



Don Muse, men's vice president, opposes consolidation, 
but for a different reason. Muse fears that the recently 
developed political strength of white students and blacks 
will be dissipated in an increased electorate. 

"STUDENTS AND BLACKS now have enough votin': 
power to effect real social change In the city," Muse, who 
helped organize Operation Voice, the voter registration 
drive, said in a recent interview. "For the first time, we 
know we have real political muscle." 

He said college and university affiliated voters and blacks 
could account for up to 50 percent of the electorate in a 
city election. 

"I think from the standpoint of economics, 
consolidation would be positive," he said. "But I must 
oppose it because it would probably mean the end of any 
significwit stuilent-black voting strength."

Will it force big business to finally pay its "fair share?" 
Or will it be passed on to the consumer in higher prices? 
Will it iMult in meaninsful tax reform, putting an end to 
periodic hikes in sales and property taxes? Or will it lead to 
a personal income tax? Will the brunt of it be borne by the 
large, muKi-ttate corporations? Or will it be imfatr to small 
Florida companies? 

The answers to these and other questions on the 

proposed corporate profits tax depend on to whom you are 
talking— Gov. Reubin Aslcew, the Florida Education 
Association and other proponents of the tax; or Associated 
Industries' Jack Lee, representatives of Winn-Dixie and 
other opponents of the measure. 

It's Florida's voters who will make the final decision, 
however, and they go to the polls Tuesday. Although no 
one is capaUe of firmly predicting the outcome, many 
obsen/ers say the chances for approval will be less if the 
voter turnout is light. 

The leading proponent and spokesman for the corporate 
tax Is Gov. Askew, of course The governor made it an 
integral part of his campaign platform, and has followed 
through by giving it high priority in his administration. 

Askew's majoi theme throughout the tax debate has 
been the shifting of more of the load to those best able to 
bear it. 



"We can't, maet our needs in Florida with our present 
tax structure, a structure iMtich hits hardest at those who 
can least afford it," Askew said in a statement to the 

Flambeau. "And more importantly, we shouldn't even try. 
Because it's just not fair." 

"It's time for the big multi-state corporations in Florida 
to start paying their 'fair share' in this state-as they do in 
virtually every other state in the nation," Aslcew sild. 

"It's time for the people to say once more, as they did a 
year ago (refemnfl to his election) that the day of big 
special interest domination of Florida has come to an end." 

Jack Lee is quick to emphasize his contentions that the 
tax will actually be passed on to the consumer, and that it 
will lead to a personal income tax. . 

"Every businessman we have talked to has said widwut 
exception that this tax is no different from every other 
tax-it will be passed on," Lee told the Miami Herald. 

"The purpose of a business is to give people who 
invested a reasonable return on their investment," he said. 
"They have to shoot for that. If they have an added cost, 
such as the tax, they have to raise prices, so, in the final 
analysis, they can still give a reasonable return." 

Will the corporate tax lead to a state income tax? The 
Herald asked Lee. "You cannot deny that we are one of 
only seven states without a personal income tax," he said. 
"To argue, as the governor does, that we are one of only six 
states vwthout a corporate tax clearly indicates we are just a 
step away from » person^ income tax." 

Many college and university student leaders throughout 
the state are supporting the tax in the hopes that it might 
prevent further tuition increases. The State Council of 
.Student Body Presidents fomwHy endorsed the amendment 
Thursday.

The House Judiciary Committee 

yesterday approved lowering the 
legal adult age to 18 in the State of 
Ftorida. 

THE COMMITTEE IS preparing 

a bill to be introduced in the House 
and Senate when they convene in 
February. 

If the proposed bill is passed, 
changes would occur in 
qualifications for employment, 
state duties, licensing for permits, 
prohibitions relative to alcoholic 
beverages and racetracks, 
contractual rightt, and legal 
marriage. 

The proposed changes in 
qualifications for state duties, if 
passed, would allow 18-year-olds 
the privileges of Jury duty, running 



for political office, acting as 
witnesses and notaries of the 
public. 

THE LOWERIMG OF 

prohibitions against alcoholic 
beverages and racetracks would 
allow the IS-year-old not only to 
be involved in these activities but to 
work in establishments that 
sponsored them. 

Contractual rights would give 
the 18-year-olds legal and financial 
responsibility for their actions. This 
section would also lower the legal 
age of disability from 21 to 18. 

A student-centered "Committee 
for Majority Rights" plans to lobby 
for the proposed changes. Further

MiAMI-Two "sexist" lawsuits have been filed 

in circuit court here-cne seeking to hall a "Fly 
Me" airline advertising campaign and the other 
demanding "widowers" be given the same 
property exemption as "widows." 

State Rep. Gwen Cherry asked Circuit Court 
Judgs SMby Highsinitt) Wtodnesday to toie • 
restraining order that would bar National Airlines 
from using its 'Fly Cheryl ... Fly National" ad 
campaign. 

Mrs. Cherry said the airline has named its planes 
after female employees and urges potential 
customers to "Fly Sandy" or "Fly Bartm" to 
various National destinations. 

She called the ad campaign a sexist affront to 
women that subjects airline wnploywf to 
"dehumanization, insult and personal 
embarrassmerrt." 

"Every woman's good reputation is her most 
prized and personal possession and it should not 
be attacked or smirched by innuendo and ridicule 
in the public media threu^i nofairftof herown." 
the suit said. 

Mewiwhile, Miamian Mel Kahn filed a circuit 
court suit Wednesday demanding that the S500 
property tax exemption granted to wido«w also be 
granted to widowers. 

Kahn, a 40-vear-old widower, told the court the 
current statute is unconstitutional because "it 
prohibits the surviving male spouse from be n e f it s 
solely on the basis of sex discnrriination " He 
asked the court to grant widowers the $400 
exemption or declare ttie statute unconstitutional. 

Senate defeats move 
to repeol resolution 

WASHINGTON -The Senate narrowly defeated 
today a move to repeal a 1955 resolution 
authorizing US. armed intarvention if necastary to 

protect Taiwan from invasion fiom Red China. 
The vote was 43 to 40. 

The vote removed the repeat proposal from the 
(sending foreign aid bill The action followed 
warnings that repeal of the resolution might lead 
to miscalculatiom by Peking about VS. resolve to 
protect Taiwan 

But the consequence of the vote was unclear 
because the administration alraady had said it 
considered the 1955 resolution a dead issue. Tfie 
State Department is on record that the authority 
from Congress wouM not be used to commit U.S. 
troops to Taiwan.

After exchanging speeches on the White House 
lawn under unusually tight security, Nixon thre* 
his arm around Tito artd shouted into a

"Viva Anwrica."

private, one hour and 15 minute discussion in 
Nixon's office that was tielieved to have focused 
on American peace initiatives in the Middle East 
and Tito's desire for increased trade with the 
United States.

Sfudenfs learn whaf blindness is like

No, it's not a fraternity prank; nor is it a psychology experiment. 
The students walking around campus with blindfolds over their eyes 
and shuffling canes in front of them are members of the HAS 436 
(habilitative sciences) class. It is a course vvhk:h teaches students 
what it's like to be blind. 

THE MAIN PURPOSE of the course is to acquaint the studenu 
with the basic problems of the blind-the problems of mobility and 
orientation in their environment. 

By learning to understand these problems through simulated 
Uintfaiess, and equipping themielvet with skills to overcome visual 
handfcaps, the students are abte to more eaiily rdate to Wind 
persons while helping them. 

Di. Purvis Ponder, a class instructor, received his master's degree 
in rehabilitation of the blind from Western Michigan University in 
1964. He specializes mainly in advantigBOUsly Winded 



persons-those who have lost their eyesight. 

THE OTHER INSTRUCTOR, Dr. Everett Hill, works more with 
congenitally Wind children-children Wind at Wrth. He also received 
his master's degree in rehabilitation of the Wind from Western 
Michigan. Together, Ponder and Hill provide a reiated. yet slightiy 
different basis of methodology in the course. 

The 12-credit course in rehabilitative training is taken successively 
over a period of three quarters. The class breaks up into groups of 
two, with each student spending approximately 80 hours of 
blindfold work during the first two quarters. 

The studenu begin with inside activities, such as mastering the art 
of going up and down stairs. They finally work their way to outside 
tasks, like crossing the intersection of Tennessee and Monroe. 

The biggest obstacle the studenu in the class have to overcome is 
braaking their visual sets— relying on visual experiences instead of 
using the other senses to analyze environmental dues. 

The final quarter of the course is spem Interning in residential 
schools for the blind. These are qei^-aMy 'orated c.;*<,-de of Plor^da

A constitutional amendment allowing the state to levy a 
tax on corporate profits wrill go before the voters Tuesday. 
The Flambeau urges all voters to go to the polls and vote 

yes. 

Florida needs this amendment. 

You, Itie individual consumer, need this amendment. 

The present tax structure in the state is built almost 
totally on consumer taxes. This tax base was developed 
over the years in an attempt to tax tourists. Unfortunately 
rt is the residents of this state who suffer. 

Florida has the seventh highest consumer tax base of 
any state in the nation. Flortda ii praMntly one of oi^ 
seven states in the nation which don not tax c on w ti 
incomes. 

This must be changed, and the only way it can is witti 

the passage of the corporate profits tax amenchnent 
Opponents of the amendment have four arguments: 
-They say the state d^n't need tl^ money, if that is 
true, which is in A^^f^Wm^^ inooma 
brought into the statwh^^ dbr^maik tax could be iMd 
to lower the presently heavy consumer taxes. 

-opponents also say that a corporate income tax 
would lead to a personal income tax. The amendment will 
not allow this. The change will only allow a tax on 
corporations. To tax personal mcomes would require 
another constitutional amendment. 

—Some claim that the tax would cramp future 
economic development of the state. Florida is the ninth 
largest state. The economy is doing well. This is hardly a 
valid argument. 

-It has been charged that the tax will be passed on to 
the consumer. This is probably true. Presently 43 states 
tax corporate incomes. Most national firms have already 
adjusted their prices nationwide to pay these taxes. By not 
having a corporate profits tax, the citizens of Florida are in 
effect paying taxes in the 43 states with such a tax. 

The governor has predicted that 90 percent of this tax 
will be drawn from national concerns. Last year General 
Motors paid a t8 million tax bill both in Califomia and 
New York. They paid $1,500 to the State of Florida. The 
average cigarette smoker in Florida pays $55 a year in 
tobacco taxes. R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. pays only $20. 

It doesn't seem fair, does it? Florida 
corporate tax . 

Take the time to vote.

The praisnt statt tax structure is inaquitallto. 

Florida's tax base rests on sates and property 
taxes, taxes which weigh heavily on citizens m 
tower Income levels. At the same time, thow that 
can most afford to pay-large corporations— are 
paying at>surdly small amounts in state taxes. 

The corporate profits tax, if passed, viwuld 
begin to redress the current inequitable situation. 
Under the new tax, large corporations would start 
paying their "fair share" of state taxes. Such a 
development would ertable further real tax reform 
to be implemented. Governor Askew has proposed 
the elimination of both the ijies tdx on household 
utilities and the sales tax on the first $200 par 
month of rent for Florida residents, and paMBpo of 
the corporate profits tax would attow his p«Dpoiait 
to be put into effect. 

The moral unanaiMxIity of the oorponti 
profits tax proposal aside, passage of this proposal 
will have a very direct salutary effect on the statt 
highar aducatkMwi eyttam, viMch preeentfy finds 
Itself in a funding pinch. 

The latest session of the Florida Legislature was 
a bad one for education in general, and higher 
education in particular. Governor Askew 
recommended, on a tight budget, $171.4 million 
for the Mven oparatinf state univarntiet. The 
funds finally appropriated totaled only S161 5 
million. In specific terms, this meant that current 
appropriations for the univemties tvere at best 
irKreased only to match rises in costs due to 
inflation, and that the ratio of studenu to teachers 
at these schools row by soma aight percent. 
Adding to this educational fonding pinch will 



be the opening of four new institutions of higher 
education in the fail of 1972: Florida 
Intematfonaf Unhrersity fn Miami, North Florida 
University in Jacksonville, a dental school at the 
University of Florida, and a medical school nthe

Unwersity of South Florida. Governor Askew 
noted 111 his recent FSU homecoming speech that 
the opening of ttiese new schools will require more 
than $20 million in state funds.

The corporate income tax is not a tax on big 
busineit only.

total over $308,000,000 in new spending in one year! 
The last semon of the Florida Legislature was 

ballyhooed as a "tax reform session." There was very 
little, if any, "tax reform." There was plenty of tax 
increaie, however. New taxes were imposed on 
cigarettes, alcohol, gasoline, minerals and heavy 
machinery, while ad valorem taxes on property were 
expanded and incnwad. Coat of tuition for university 
students was considerably increased. The House passed 
bills totaling nearly $250,000,000 in new taxes, 
including taxes on all personal services and on 
advertising. (Only the Senate's adamant refusal to accept 
these bills kept them from becoming lawl) All of this in 
the name of "tax reformil" Sales tax revenue this year is 

unning far above anticipated levels and will probably 
unng in another $100,000,000 or more next year due to 
growth alone, without new taxes. 

Proponents of the income tax are saying the 

jnsumer will not pay the new taxes. Do you really 
bt'lieve bjsinesses in Florida can absorb over 
3100,000,000 per year in taxes without passing it to the 

onsumer? They can't! (And they won't.) The consumer 



will pay it and it will become another one of the many 
"hidden taxes." 

Another important factor: once the constitutional 
amendment passes, then it wRI require only a thiaa fifths 
vote of the House and Senate to raise this tax to any 
desired level. There will be no limit. 

We need to establish priorities in our spandktg of 
taxpayers' money, demand fiscal responsibility and 
accountability for the hundreds of millions of dollars 
already being spent before dumping anodiar 
$100,000,000. For example, we have buildings at our 
three older universities (FSU, FAMU and UF) which are 
titarally falling down from lack of maintenance; some 
have already been condemned by the state fire marshal. 
Yet expensive new universities are being built in Dade 
and Duval Counties where fine private universities and 
public junior colleges already exist! Another example: 
we were $8,500,000 short of having enough money this 
year to complete the medical-dental addition to the J. 
Hillis Miller Health Center in Gainesville, yet die state is 
embarking upon building a new medical school at tha' 
University of South Florida in Tampa-one of the most 
expensive programs we can get into! 

The School of Engineering Science hat been phatad 
out at FSU because it is said to be too expensive on a 
cost-productivity ratio, yet the School of Engineering 
Science supposedly is to be moved to the University of 
South Florida in Tampa. If it is too expentive in 
Tallahassee, how can it be any less expensive in Tampa? 

Every new university is clamoring for extensive 
research and graduate programs. We simply can't afford 
nine Harvards in the state of Florida! Prtority for 
graduate programs should be given to the universities 
which already have excellence in graduate education, 
namely Florhte State University and University of 
Florida. If we don't estatilish priorities in our higher 
education spending, we will remain in a constant 
financial crisb and we may see the entire university 
system diluted to its lowest common denominator at a 
result!

We seem to be compeHad to raise another two or 
three hundred million dollars in new taxes every year the 
legislature meets. When do we stop this fiscal insanity? 
State government it the fattest growing business in 
Flor;da-we added another 6,000 employees this past 
year! Teachers, administrative staff, and others who 
work in education plus state workers in general may 
think they are going to get a salary increase if the 
income tax amendment patses. History would certainly 
tend to indicate the consumer taxes they pay will 
increase, the governmental bureaucracy will continue to 
expand and increase, but their paychecks probably 
won't. 

In summary, I would urge our citizens to vote against 
the constitutional amendment allowing a state income 
tax against businesses in Florida. Reatons: 

(1) The consumer will ultimately pay the majority of 
this tax. 




(2) By establishing clear-cut priorities, I believe there 
are intelligent, workable solutions to our problems other 
than just "spend more money!" 

(3) By merely a three-fifths majority of the 
legislature, this tax can be increased to any limit once 
the constitution is amended. 

(4) If the governor. Cabinet members, legislators, 
educators and everyone else in state government were as 
conscientious about the expenditure of taxpayers' 
monies as they are about spending their own hard-earned 
dollars, there would be far fewer proponents of any new 
taxes. 



Tax opponents 'muddying waters'

As time grows short before the Nov. 2 referendum on 
the corporate profits tax, jargonists and the opponents 
of "new taxes" are having their heyday muddying 
waters. 

Thit is a tactic employed by Jack Im of Astociated 

Industries, and his cohorts, on the principle that 
confuted and frightened people will add their weight to 
the luceeasfuMy mi i l nf o r m a d in mtch numbers that they 
will kill the constitutional amendment for everyone. 
This brings up several points, the most important being 
that it is vital for all newly enfranchised voters to take 
an interest in their government, go to the polls, and 
defeat the forces of repression 




In the last two months, a coalition of young and 
not-so-young activists has been working to register new 

voters. Coordinated by Dave Barrett, a law student, 
these people have organized into Operation Voice and 
are concentrating on getting out the vote in order to 
make our so-called democratic system work. They make 
the point that less than one vote per precinct elected 
Richard Nixon and the same slim margin put John F. 
Kennedy in the Whita House, as an illustration of how 
truly important it is for tha individual to exercise his 
franchise. 

If you accept the importance of your vote and have 
decided to go to the polls, the arguments for and against 
the corporate profits tax may be a little bewildering. A 
bewildered-or apathetic-public is just what the tax 
dodgers-who would leave Florida's burden of twation 

resting with the consumer-would aim to create, so once 
that first decision has been made the citizen must rtot 
alk)w himself to be nrtisled. He shouM k)ok beyond the 
false obstacles which have been created to mislead, and 
through the hollow words of the profits-only orientation 
of the vocal opposition. 

If the so-called "small" businessmen who have so 
righteously spoken against the corporate profits tax on 
the basis that it will be handed right down to the 
consumer believed their own words, then what reason 



would they have at all for opposing the tax? 
Businessmen operate with one abiding interest— their 
profits. If the tax wouldn't cost them anything then 
they would have no reason to complain. Do you really 
think they would speak out from a deep-felt concern for 
the public good? 

If there were any cash premium on honesty, these 
arguments would not be heard. 

A tacond major false ot»tacie is the fear they create 
that the corporate profits tax will be hand-in-glove with 
a personal income tax. They have gone so far at to 
intentiondly misguide the public with the name of their 
organization. "Citizens Against Florida Income Tax, 
Inc." Aside from being an admirable Machiavellian 
tactic, disregarding ethics to achieve the sought-after 
goal, this dishonest approach is a main tenet of many 
modern mind managers. The euphemism is 
"hard-nosed," the plain description is "liar." 

This tax proposal is not an income tax; it is a profits 
tax. It operates to allow the legislature to levy up to five 
percent of the profits of Florida corporations above an 
annual $5,000 base. There is no connection, real or 
implied, to any kind of income tax for Florida citizens. 
The governor's office estimates, moreover, that 86,000 
of the 110,000 corporations registered to do business 
will pay not a dime of the $100 million revenue that the 
tax will create. If you are told otherwise by fast-talking 
fobbyists or slowHlrawling reactionarY lawmakers, you 
am being intentionally misled agaio. 

A partonal income ttx in Florida is in no way 
connected and it would require, besides another 
constitutional referendum, a new state administration. 
Gov. Reubin Askew has stated unequivocably that he 
opposes a personal income tax and will not seek one 
during his tenure as governor. 

Oligarchy is defined as a system of government in 
which the power is vested in a few or in a dominant class 
or clique. For years there was a planter oligarchy that 
ruled the South. This gave way to a rural porkchop rule, 
which then blended neatly with the big-moneyed 
interests of business. Wfe are seeing in the Astociared 
industries' opposition to the corporate profits tax a 
last-ditch attempt by business to maintain their 



oligarchic hold on Florida's government and the tax 
system. This presents a prime opportunity for individual 
voters to deliver the death blow to that sort of 
mismanagement of the democratic system we live with. 

Revolution won't work in a constitutional democracy 
such at our own because there is no concentrated power 
source to be overthrown. However, a popular uprising at 
the polls will work. It is the only real way to create 
change, look at last year's voter acceptance of Reubin 
Askew and of Lawton Chiles. Neither had a big 
corporate war chest, but both pledged to do the will of 
the people. Now the people have an opportunity to 
express that will in a Nov. 2 referendum on taxation. 
They will be able to malw the corporations carry a fairer 
share of the load— and in doing so, they may be able to 
cause basic changes in the structure of state government. 

This fall you were faced with tuition increases of $60 
to $75 per quarter. Had the state been better-funded, 
you might not have had to pay that extra money. 
Professors were given a 12-hour rule to ensure some 
vague notions of "accountability" in the college 
classroom, because legislators felt the public's discontent 
with spending that the state could ill afford. Had we had 
a state with a fairer taxation system, perhaps this would 
not have become an issue. Everyone who rwys rent or

utilities in Tallahassee pays a sales tax on the rent, a 
utilities tax on the power and a sales tax on the whole 
utilities bill. A vote for the corporate p.'ofits tax will be 
a vote against this nwney being drained from your 
pocket, because one of the first reforms the governor has 
promised upon passage is a repeal of that user tax. 

As citizens, it is our duty to be informed artd to look 
beyond the fabrications of the old order. The election of 
Reubin Askew was the first step toward creation of a 
new order, and the second ttep awaits, in adoption of 
the corporate profiti tax amendment to the state 
constitution.
